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Antique Auto Museum 
at Larz Anderson Park 


The present museum building, the Carriage House, was 
built in 1880 by Isabel Anderson’s cousin, William Fletcher 
Weld ll. It was modelled after a castle at Chaumont, 
France, and many of the bricks were imported from Scot- 
land. Here were housed both the Welds’ and the Ander- 
sons’ carriages, and, later, Larz Anderson’s prize collection 
of motorcars. 


When Mrs. Anderson died, she left the entire estate, includ- 
ing the carriage house and the collection of cars and car- 
riages, to the town of Brookline. 


“Each of Larz Anderson’s motor cars had its own 
name and motto, and none was exchanged or 
sold, so that eventually Weld Stables, where they 
were housed, became a motor-car museum. The 
first motor was purchased on his return from 
India in 1898, a single-cylindered four-horsepower 
Winton, which was called ‘Pioneer’, and which 
had for its motto, ‘Ca ira.’ ”

The Muddy River 


The Muddy River has its source as an outlet for Jamaica Pond, in Roxbury, 
and runs in a northerly and northeasterly direction to the Charles River, at 
the Back Bay. The center of the stream-bed formed, in early times, the 
boundary between the towns of Roxbury and Muddy River, and after the in- 
corporation of Brookline in 1705, between this town and Boston. 


In 1878 Frederick Law Olmsted, the landscape architect, submitted a plan, 
which was accepted, for the landscaping and drainage of the Muddy River 
and the Back Bay Fens. The completed landscaping of the River was to be- 
come the major feature of the beginnings of the Nation’s first regional park 
system, now known as the Emerald Necklace, linking Boston Common to 
Franklin Park.

At the Board’s organizational meeting in March, 
following the annual town election, Eleanor Myer- 


son was elected Chairman. Other Board members 


during 1978 were Edward Novakoff, Stephen B. 
Goldenberg, Robert M. Stein and Thomas J. May. 
Richard T. Leary was reappointed as Executive 
Secretary to the Board for the ensuing year. 


One month before the annual town election, on 
Monday, February 6, Brookline was buffeted by the 
Blizzard of ’78. The 26 inches of snow, the 
emergency measures, the endless waiting, the 
missed days of work and school, the excitement 
and the fear, is history and may soon be legend. 
Before it was over thousands of residents in the 
Longwood — lower Beacon Street area of town 
were without heat or electricity for almost a full 
day. All but the main arteries were rendered un- 
plowed and impassable and the elementary 
schools closed for eight days. 


In order to accomplish the first priority of clearing 
all public ways and vital private ways, the snow 
removal forces of the Public Works Department 
and the Park Department were combined. After 
that formidable task was completed, the plowing 
of the sidewalks in the vicinity of schools and 
snow removal operations in general got underway. 
Many streets in the town were designated one-way 


The Board of Selectmen and its Executive Secretary 
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and even when cleared they were no wider than a 
single lane. The exceptional accumulation of snow 
falling on top of snow remaining from the January 
22 storm made it virtually impossible to clear 
sidewalks in the usual manner. 


Most Brookline residents took the blizzard in 
stride and cooperated fully in the snow removal ef- 
fort by clearing out the areas around hydrants and 
catch basins. Governor Dukakis’ action in declar- 
ing a state of emergency and banning the use of 
vehicles was vital in restoring the situation to nor- 
mal as quickly as possible. 


Blizzard of ’78 


A direct result of the blizzard was the rescheduling 
of the Annual Town Meeting from April 4 to May 2. 
The cost of the February 6 blizzard and the earlier 
storm in January had a significant effect on the FY 
79 tax rate. 


Fiscal Policy and Procedures 
Local Aid Formula 


With the town facing a substantial tax rate in- 
crease despite three years of budget restraint, the 
Selectmen devoted considerable time to consider- 
ation of the proposed formulas for distributing 
state aid to cities and towns. The Board took ex- 
ception to the formula advanced by the Special 
Legislative Commission and the Governor, which 
placed overwhelming reliance on educational 
needs. In communicating its concerns to state of- 
ficials, the Selectmen emphasized that while edu- 
cation is an important priority for local govern- 
ment, other services cannot be ignored, particu- 
larly in communities with large elderly and 
middle-aged populations. Education represents 
about 1/3 of Brookline’s annual budget, whereas in 
most suburbs the corresponding fraction is 1/2 to 
2/3’s. The Board seriously questioned, therefore, 
whether all of the state’s local aid should be di- 
rected only towards education. 


The Selectmen recommended the establishment of 
a general as well as an educational revenue shar- 
ing fund and urged the use of the lottery distribu- 
tion formula which is based solely on population 
and property wealth. The Board further suggested 
that the monies distributed from the general fund 
be increased over the next few years so that in the 
near future it would equal the amount distributed 
under the educational formula. In short, the 
Selectmen stressed the need to distribute state aid 
for general purposes rather than for the single 
purpose of education and that this be formalized 
in an overall plan of local aid. The Selectmen were 
not successful in this effort in 1978 — the town’s 
total decrease in school related distributions was 
$712,581 — but have filed legislation to ac- 
complish their objective in the current legislative 
session. 


FY 79 Tax Rate 


As anticipated at the 1978 Annual Town Meeting, 
the Board of Assessors set the FY 79 tax rate at 
$100, an increase of $8.50 over FY 78. The critical 
examination that all spending proposals received 
simply was not enough to offset: (1) salary in- 
creases and fringe benefits arrived at through col- 
lective bargaining for all town and school depart- 
ment employees; (2) the fiscal impact of mandated 
fixed costs, and (3) a snow removal deficit of 
$482,167. As a result, an additional $4,106,049 had 
to be raised on the property tax. 
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In commenting on the tax rate, the Selectmen 
noted that budget constraints and management ef- 
ficiencies cannot by themselves curb a rising rate. 
Despite aggressive efforts by the Selectmen, Ad- 
visory Committee and Executive Secretary to hold 
the line on expenses by eliminating positions 
wherever possible, requiring increased produc- 
tivity, and rejecting any new programs, serious fi- 
nancial pressures remained. The Board indicated 
that an expanded and more intensive fiscal pro- 
gram would govern spending levels for FY 80. In 
connection with the budget development segment, 
it would entail difficult decisions regarding many 
town services that have been considered desirable 
over the years but may no longer be affordable.

FY 80 Fiscal Program 


In view of the FY 79 tax rate and the clear indica- 
tion that it would continue to increase unless a 
comprehensive fiscal program were adopted, the 
Selectmen implemented significant changes in the 
budget review process for FY 80. It was agreed 
that preliminary budget reviews would be 
scheduled for the purpose of discussing in depth 
program elements and priorities in order to pro- 
vide the Board with background information prior 
to the examination of specific budget requests. 
These overview sessions began on November 6, 
1978 and concluded on January 8, 1979. 


After considering Selectman Stein’s fiscal recom- 
mendations and the Executive Secretary's report, 
“A Fiscal Program for FY 80,”’ the Selectmen on 
October 23 determined that the $100 tax rate 
should be held or reduced and voted to establish 
aS a minimum goal in the FY 80 budget review 
process an average reduction of —1.5% in operat- 
ing budgets. In addition, several recommendations 
proposed by the Executive Secretary and the fol- 
lowing guidelines set forth by Selectman Stein 
were adopted: 


1. Support policies that lead to modest tax base 
growth without, however, endangering 
neighborhood communities; 


. Institute aggressive action on excise tax col- 
lection, particularly directing enforcement 
measures against the student population, and 
also initiating delinquent lists, notification of 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles, etc., in a con- 
certed effort to collect what is rightfully the 
town’s money; 

Increase fines by an average of 25%, a mod- 
est increase, with authority to double the fine 
after a set time limit if the fine remains un- 
paid, coupled with aggressive enforcement; 


Increase the water rate by 20%; 
Increase fees an average of 25%; 


Hold capital and miscellaneous non-budget 
expenses to $1 million; 


Fund the town’s pension liability at $300,000 
in FY 80, and 

Adopt a fair but strong collective bargaining 
stance, with a strong directive to the Person- 
nel Board as it enters collective bargaining 
negotiations, making it clear that jobs and 
wage settlements are linked together by af- 
fordability and what the taxpayers will toler- 
ate. In addition, the collective bargaining set- 
tlements should be separated from the wage 
increase in the Police Association settlement 
already agreed upon. Lastly, address and re- 
spond to the recommendations in the Hay 
Study Report. :

Shortly after adopting these fiscal guidelines, the 
Selectmen conferred with the School Committee 
to discuss the town’s critical fiscal situation and to 
‘enlist the Committee’s full cooperation in the ef- 
fort to hold or reduce the tax rate. The importance 
of the School Committee taking similar action with 
respect to its budget was stressed. Ancillary steps 
taken by the Board in connection with the de- 
velopment of the fiscal program were: (1) the 
adoption of a position control resolution which 
mandates Board of Selectmen approval before 
vacant positions can be filled and (2) the adoption 
of an employee suggestion and bonus program. 


Beacon Street Mall 


As reported last year, the town received $457,000 
in federal EDA funds for construction of the 
Beacon Street Mall. One of the largest Public 
Works projects undertaken by the town in recent 
years, construction began in November, 1977, but 
most of the work was accomplished during the 
spring, summer and early fall of 1978. The project 
included a widening of the Beacon Street median 
at Coolidge Corner to provide additional space 
and improved safety for pedestrians, landscaping, 
new street lights, and a bicycle path. This was 
supplemented by a comprehensive program of 
public improvements including street construction 
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Town officials and Chamber of Commerce representatives at 
Beacon Street Mall dedication ceremony 


and renovation, sidewalk widening, brick paving, 
street tree planting, and the installation of benches 
and sidewalk ramps. 


The Selectmen and representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce dedicated the mall on 
November 10, referring to it as a ‘catalyst for new 
commercial and community spirit.’’ Clearly, it 
symbolizes revitalization of the Coolidge Corner 
commercial district and will serve to attract new 
shoppers to the area and as a stimulus for com- 
mercial renovation and expansion. 


UDAG Application — Marsh Project 


Following the rejection of the town’s $2.6 million 
Urgent Needs grant application, the Selectmen re- 
quested the Planning Board, Redevelopment Au- 
thority and Special Counsel Sara Wallace to pre- 
pare an Urban Development Action Grant (UDAG) 
application for the Marsh project. Proposals were 
solicited for completion of the B-2 parcel and a 
special hearing was held on September 14 on the

three plans submitted. The Selectmen then con- 
ducted interviews of the three developers, focus- 
ing on the questions of development team capabil- 
ity, contractor, site problems, flexibility in chang- 
ing design, and relocation possibilities. Muddy 
River Development Associates was selected on 
September 21 and have been working closely with 
the Selectmen, Planning Board, Redevelopment 
Authority and HUD on the details of the proposal. 
The plan envisions a hotel, medical offices, retail 
and restaurant space, relocation of the Water Divi- 
sion facilities and the Red Cab and Exxon opera- 
tions, and parking for about 500 vehicles. It repre- 
sents an exciting combination of new development 
that has strong neighborhood orientation and will 
serve as a Catalyst for the continued revitalization 
of the Brookline Village commercial district. The 
total development cost is estimated at over $25 
million, which would generate between $500,000 - 
$750,000 in new tax revenues. The town’s applica- 
tion for $2.9 million in UDAG funds is still pending 
at this time. 


Central Village Rehabilitation Program 


1978 was the third full year of this program and 
since its beginning in July 1975, approximately 
$1.4 million of Section 312 loans from the Federal 
Government has been used to assist home owners 
to improve 175 structures containing 350 dwelling 
units. The Section 312 loan program (3% interest 
rate) has continued to be the financial backbone 
of the Rehabilitation Program. 


Unfortunately, because of the increasing popular- 
ity of the program nationwide, and especially in 
the Boston area where the Central Village is used 
as an example for other communities, HUD has 
advised the town that the funds are limited and 
that a target amount and ceiling has been estab- 
lished which is considerably lower than funds 
committed in 1978. In response to the diminishing 
availability of funds, the Central Village Rehabilita- 
tion Program has been allocating funds almost 
exclusively for the correction of housing code vio- 
lations and to repairing basic structural defects. 
Highest priority continues to be given to assisting 
low and moderate income families in accordance 
with the mandated objectives of the program. 


In addition to the 312 loan funds, rebates and 
grants for rehabilitation work are used to assist the 
home owners, rebates to offset the cost of rehabili- 
tation that was independently financed, and grants 
to correct violations to the existing codes in the 
homes of low income owners, the majority of 
whom are elderly. 


Approximately $150,000 in rebates has been 
distributed over the past two years which has gen- 
erated over $500,000 of construction activity, re- 
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sulting in leveraging $1 of public funds to $3.33 of 
private monies. In addition to the rebate program 
approximately $200,000 was given to the low in- 
come owners as grants to correct code violations. 
These funds came from the federally funded 
Community Development Block Grant received by 
the town. 


These monies, from the aforementioned sources, 
have had a dramatic impact upon the Central Vil- 
lage area. However, with the reduction of Section 
312 loan funds and the increasing demand for fi- 
nancial assistance for rehabilitation work because 
of the inclusion of other areas of the town, it will 
be most difficult to maintain the program mag- 
nitude in the Village. 


The systematic inspection of the dwelling units 
within the Village is almost completed. Over 2600 
dwelling unit inspections have been made and 
more than 1500 dwelling units are either in com- 
pliance or awaiting financial assistance, leaving 
1100 dwelling units in violation of the State Sani- 
tary Code. Approximately 400 to 450 of these units 
have relatively minor code violations and do not 
require major improvement. The remaining units, 
however, do require upgrading and attention will 
be focused upon these units in the coming year. 


It is evident, with the reduction of Federal funds, 
that to maintain the Program’s momentum addi- 
tional funds are required. Hopefully the financial 
institutions of the town, the area, and the specific 
neighborhood will commit themselves to full par- 
ticipation in the townwide rehabilitation program 
which has proved so beneficial in the Village. 


Park Security Interns 


Since its inception in 1975 the Park Security Intern 
Program has been most effective in reducing van- 
dalism in the parks and playgrounds and at school 
buildings. The Acting Chief of Police, the Asst. 
Superintendent of Schools for Funds and Facilities 
and the Superintendent of Parks all agree that 
vandalism has decreased significantly during the 
periods when the interns are on patrol. 


The interns receive training by the Police Depart- 
ment in handling various situations that could lead 
to park and school vandalism and disturbances. 
Their principal task is to prevent vandalism by 
being present to communicate with groups of their 
peers. In serious situations the interns are under 
instruction to call in to regular police officers for 
assistance. 


The interns work weekends during April, May, 
June and September and assume a full weekly 
schedule between the time schools close late in 
June and Labor Day. The total program cost of ap-

proximately $8,000 is modest in comparison with 
the savings resulting from decreased vandalism. 


In summary, the program provides a deterrent to 
destruction of town property, acts of vandalism, 
and excessive consumption of alcoholic beverages 
by persons using the park facilities. It has provided 
employment for persons in need of funds to con- 
tinue their educations and has relieved the perma- 
nent police officers in order that they might per- 
form their regular patrol functions and services. 
The program will be continued in 1979 and will be 
augmented by the recently instituted mounted 
patrol. 


New Town Officials 


The year 1978 witnessed the appointment by the 
Selectmen of three people to major positions in 
the town. Edward B. Kelly, Jr., formerly Assistant 
to the Director of Finance in Rockville, Maryland, 
which received a Certificate of Conformance from 
the Municipal Finance Officers Association largely 
through his efforts, was appointed Comptroller 
effective July 1, following the retirement of Frank 
E. Mauritz. Mr. Kelly brings to Brookline a rich 
background in all aspects of municipal finance 
and data processing and will continue the high 
standard of service established by his predeces- 
sors. 


Captain Bernard S. Fleming was appointed Acting 
Chief of Police on January 1, 1978 upon the re- 
tirement of Chief James C. Rourke. Acting Chief 
Fleming has served in the Department since 1948 
and, prior to assuming the duties and respon- 
sibilities of Chief, commanded the Detective Divi- 
sion for nine years. Since being appointed Acting 
Chief he has taken several steps to enhance the 
department's effectiveness while being mindful of 
budget constraints. 
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C. Stephen Bressler was appointed Director of 
Human Relations-Youth Resources, effective Oc- 
tober 16, 1978. He had served as Assistant Director 
since July, 1973 with primary responsibility for 
administering the town’s Affirmative Action Pro- 
gram. His training and experience have furnished 
him with a fine perception of the values and goals 
which Brookline has attempted to advance in the 
Human Relations-Youth Resources area. 


In addition to the above mentioned appointed offi- 
cials, the elected office of Town Treasurer was as- 
sumed in March by Shirley Sidd. She has pro- 
posed several systems for automating operations 
currently performed manually. The first of these, 
excise tax warrants, has not been fully im- 
plemented but within the next few months this and 
other procedures will be in place, thus vastly im- 
proving the efficiency of the department. 


These new officials assumed their duties with the 
best wishes of the Board of Selectmen in the hope 
that they will administer their respective depart- 
ments with the same degree of efficiency and ded- 
ication as has been the good fortune of the town 
for many years.

Status Report on the Articles in the Warrant 


The status of the following articles relating to capi- 
tal improvements projects and other matters, is as 
follows: 


1978 Annual Town Meeting 


Capital Improvements Projects 
Article 6 - Highway Construction $38,876 


The construction for the resurfacing of Lee 
Street and Clyde Street was completed by the 
William P. Capone Corporation on October 5, 
1978. 


Article 7 - Highway Construction $128,578 


A contract has been awarded to A. R. Belli for 
the reconstruction of Carlton Street and 


Pleasant Street. Construction is expected to 
begin the end of April, 1978. 


Article 8 - Water Main Improvements $500,000 


A contract was awarded to Raymond Interna- 
tional Centriline Division of New Jersey and 
the work performed under this contract on 
Buckminster, Channing, Clinton, Reservoir, 
Crafts, Valley, Fairway, Denny and Hilltop 
Roads, part of Boylston Street, Eliot Street 
and Fisher Avenue was completed in 
November, 1978. 


Article 11 —- Harry Downes Field $54,230 


Following the acceptance of the feasibility 
Study and the appropriation of funds for ar- 
chitects’ fees, the Committee of 7 established 


under Article XV-A of the Town Bylaws 
selected John G. Crowe & Associates to pre- 
pare the final plans and specifications for the 
Downes Field and Cypress Playground proj- 
ects. Final plans and specifications will be 
completed shortly after the first of the year 
and the project advertised for bids to be re- 
ceived in time for presentation to the 1979 An- 
nual Town Meeting. 


Article 12 - Cypress Playground $37,900 


The preliminary contract documents for this 
project will be delivered to the Town for gen- 
eral review in May, 1979. Following meetings 
with concerned residents and town agencies, 
plans will be submitted for final review on 
March 1, 1980, and bids solicited in order that 
a firm construction cost may be submitted to 
the 1980 Annual Town Meeting. 


Article 13 - Longwood Playground 
Extension $36,000 


Kallstrom-Anderson, landscape architects, are 
in the process of preparing plans and specifi- 
cations for the extension of Longwood Play- 
ground. On completion, the plans will be pre- 
sented to the neighborhood groups and con- 
cerned town agencies. Negotiations are in 
progress with the Conservation Heritage and 
Recreation Service for 50 percent funding of 
this project. 


Article 16 —School Zone Traffic Control 
Devices $2,500 


Final installation of special signals for a 
school zone at the Lincoln Primary School are 
expected before the end of April, 1979. Follow- 
ing final inspection by representatives of the 
State Department of Public Works, the town 
will receive full reimbursement for the installa- 
tion. 


Article 17 — Traffic Control Devices — 


Harvard and Vernon Streets $15,700 
St. Paul and Longwood Avenue $4,000 


After lengthy deliberations with the State De- 
partment of Public Works, a permit has been 
granted to install the pedestrian traffic control 
signal on Harvard Street at the Stop & Shop. 
The Engineering Division of the Department of 
Public Works is finalizing construction docu- 
ments and expects to receive bids for this in- 
Stallation as well as moving the traffic signal 
controller at St. Paul Street and Longwood 
Avenue, early in May. 


Article 18 - Purchase of Pumping Engine $78,860 


It is anticipated that the new pumping engine 
will be delivered by Peter Pirsch & Sons Co., 
not later than June 30, 1979. 


Article 22 — Energy Conservation Program $77,675 


Under this Article, $57,675 was appropriated 
for the modifications to the Town Hall and 
Main Library and $20,000 for consultants fees. 
Under contract with Sun Control Glass Tint 
Co., Inc., the installation of solar film on the 
inside of the windows on the easterly and 
southerly sides of Town Hall was completed in 
September, 1978. Thompson Consultants, Inc. 
is preparing contract documents for the 
mechanical system improvements in Town 
Hall and Main Library to be completed in the 
spring with construction to commence in the 
summer of 1979. 


In October, 1978, the firm of R. G. Vanderweil 
Engineers, Inc., was retained to make energy 
conservation studies of the Coolidge Corner 
Branch Library, Putterham Branch Library, 
Police Station, Fire Station #5 and the Runkle 
School. The consultants’ recommendations 
will be presented to the 1979 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


Article 27 and 28 — Acquisition of Land $30,200 


Essex and Lenox Streets 
(Block 6A Lots 2 and 4) 


The Conservation Commission is in the pro- 
cess of obtaining appraisals following the re- 
ceipt of which negotiations to acquire the land 
will be commenced with the owner. 


Article 19 — School Buildings at 15 and 31 Hedge 
Road 


Under the contract with Mystic Building 
Wrecking Company, Inc., the demolition of the 
building at 31 Hedge Road and the related site 
work was completed on September 1, 1978, at 
a total cost of $8,759. A proposal to lease the 
building at 15 Hedge Road on a temporary 
basis to the Children’s Center of Brookline 
and Boston, Inc., for use as a day care center 
will be presented to the 1979 Annual Town 
Meeting for approval. 


Other matters considered included the following: 
Article 21 — Computerization and updating of as- 


sessment records — The Assessors are cCur- 
rently in the process of developing a model for 
the computerization of assessment rec- 
ords. The program is being designed and 
tested using in-house staffing from within the 
Assessors’ Office as well as the services of the 
Information Services Department. 


Article 25 — The acceptance of G.L., Chapter 77, 


Section 71E, permitted the Comptroller to es- 
tablish revolving funds for certain educational 
items. At the request of the School Committee, 
four revolving funds have been established as 


follows: adult education, summer school, early 
childhood education and community building 
use. 


Article 26 - Amendments to the Zoning Bylaw pro- 


vided for zoning map changes in the Warren 
and Walnut Streets area have been approved 
by the Attorney General and became effective 
August 21, 1978. 


Under Articles 30 and 31 — Town Meeting was 


asked to consider a change in schedules for 
the Annual Town Election and Town Meeting. 
A bylaw adopted under Article 31 established 
a range of dates in the first half of April for the 
Annual Election and in the first half of May for 
the Town Meeting. These amendments have 
been approved by the Attorney General and 
become effective in 1979. 


May 16 Special Town Meeting 


Article 4 — Driscoll School — The feasibility study 


prepared by Earl R. Flansburg & Associates 
was accepted under Article 3, and by roll call 
vote an appropriation of $315,000 was ap- 
proved for plans and specifications for the al- 
teration, reconstruction and/or construction 
with or without additions in the existing 
school-owned property of the Driscoll School. 
The action of Town Meeting was overturned 
by referendum election held on September 26, 
1978. 


Article 5 — Faculty parking - Lawrence School — 


The General Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts has enacted legislation to 
allow for sticker on-street parking for faculty 
and staff of the Amos Lawrence School. After 
a public meeting on August 21, 1978, the 
Transportation Board voted to provide for 35 
permit parking spaces on Francis Street and 
Newell Road to help alleviate congestion and 
other related hazards. 


Article 6 — Zoning bylaw amendments were ap- 


proved to permit the Town to exercise greater 
control over the expansion of educational in- 
stitutions in residential areas. These amend- 
ments have been approved by the Attorney 
General and became effective August, 21, 
1979. 


Article 8 — The earlier authorization to fund the ac- 


tivities of the Coolidge Corner Community 
Corporation from Community Development 
funds was rescinded and the Selectmen were 
requested to establish an unfunded Citizens 
Advisory Committee on Coolidge Corner to 
develop construclion and formulate proper al- 
ternatives and recommendations for im- 
provement of Coolidge Corner Commercial 
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Area. The Selectmen appointed the Coolidge 
Corner Advisory Committee which is diligently 
proceeding with its study. It is anticipated that 
an extension of time will be required by the 
Committee to complete the study and that an 
interim report of progress will be presented to 
the Annual Town Meeting. 


July 25, 1978 Special Town Meeting 


Article 1 -Amendments to the Rent Control Bylaw 
adopted under Article 1 provides that a certifi- 
cate of eviction shall not issue for six months 
from the date when the Board determines that 
the facts attested to are correct, if the unit is a 
condominium occupied by a tenant at the time 
the landlord acquired ownership, and for a 
further six month delay under certain cir- 
cumstances. 


Under Article 2 -a new section is added to Article 
XIX of the bylaws requiring the filing of a mas- 
ter deed with the Building Department, and in- 
spections by both the Health and Building De- 
partment. In accordance with a resolution 
adopted under this article, legislation was ap- 
proved by the November Special Town Meet- 
ing, and subsequently filed with the General 
Court. 


Both of the above bylaw amendments have been 
approved by the Attorney General. The bylaw 
adopted under Article 1 has been challenged 
— Grace vs. Brookline. The plaintiff's request 
for a temporary restraining order was denied. 
The matter is pending before the Supreme 
Judicial Court to be heard early in May. 


November 14 Special Town Meeting 


The matters considered at the November 14 Spe- 
cial Town Meeting included amendments to 
the Zoning Bylaw (Articles 1 and 2) and 
amendments to the Town bylaws (Articles 9, 
10 and 12), all of which have been approved 
by the Attorney General and became effective 
January 3, 1979. Two of the general bylaw 
amendments related to the removal of vehicles 
from public ways and snow parking ban and 
implemented the recommendations of the 
Snow Removal Policy Committee. The third 
(Article 12) established a moratorium on evic- 
tions based on condominium conversions, 
until June 15, 1979. 


Articles 13 and 14 authorized the filing of legisla- 
tion requiring certification of a building in a 
condominium before a master deed can be re- 
corded and legislation seeking authorization 
for the Town to establish parking fines up to 
$50 respectively. This legislation has been 
filed and is pending before the General Court.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


The position of Executive Secretary in Brookline, 
by design and evolution over almost four decades, 
has come to embrace also the functions of Chief 
Administrative Officer and Budget Officer. Be- 
tween 1920 and 1940, Brookline was a growing 
community with its population increasing at the 
rate of approximately 1,000 inhabitants per year. In 
the late 1930’s, the Selectmen had begun to realize 
that they must pay more attention to high policy 
matters because of the complex affairs of the 
town; as a result of the important diversions 
brought on by modern municipal government they 
were rapidly losing contact with the day-to-day 
operation of the town’s departments. In 1940, the 
town engaged a professional group to make an 
overall study of the functions of the town gov- 
ernment. As a result, the first Executive Secretary 
was appointed in 1942, and considerable adminis- 
trative authority was delegated to the position at 
that time. In 1958, a Moderator-appointed commit- 
tee concluded that the town should not adopt the 
town manager form of government, but it made 


_ Several proposals which it believed would produce 
_ many of the gainful results expected from a town 
-managership while at the same time minimizing 


the risks. The committee visualized a staff officer 
with a working knowledge of town operations act- 


ing as an informed advisor to the authorities 


charged with overall budgetary review and the 
general supervision of the several town depart- 
ments. It further expected that the person charged 
with these budgetary review and departmental 
coordination functions would be able to advise the 
Selectmen and the departments falling within their 
jurisdiction on ways of achieving maximum effi- 
ciency and coordination. In 1959, Town Meeting 
voted to substantially broaden the powers of the 
Executive Secretary as recommended by the study 
committee. The following summary of actions at 
that meeting is most significant: 


With respect to those departments, the heads of 

which are appointed by the Selectmen, the Execu- 

tive Secretary shall 

1. Participate in the preparation of departmental 
budgets. 

2. Recommend to the Selectmen any changes 
deemed necessary in those budgets finally 
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submitted by the departments to the Selectmen 

and give the reasons for each recommendation. 
. Make available to the Advisory Committee those 
budget recommendations and the reasons 
therefor. 
Examine transfers of funds within or between 
budgetary categories and make appropriate 
recommendations to the Selectmen with re- 
spect thereto. 


As to those departments, the heads of which are 
not appointed by the Selectmen, the Executive 
Secretary shall 

1. Examine the budgets of such departments. 


2. Upon request of the Advisory Committee, make 
recommendations to that Committee with re- 
spect to such budgets. 


As to all departments, the Executive Secretary 

shall 

1. Recommend to the appropriate authorities such 

changes in budgetary procedures as deemed 

desirable and shall have these additional func- 
tions: 

a. Become informed with respect to the re- 
sponsibilities and activities of the various 
departments of the town. 

. Advise the Selectmen and those depart- 
ments, the heads of which are appointed by 
them, on ways of achieving maximum effi- 
ciency and coordination of the activities of 
those departments. 

. Take such administrative actions as are 
necessary to carry out the policies and di- 
rectives of the Selectmen. 

. Act as liaison officer between those depart- 
ments, the heads of which are appointed by 
the Selectmen, and other departments. 
Prepare annually a written report on the ac- 
tivities of his office. 

f. Perform such other functions as the 
Selectmen may assign from time to time. 


e. 


The formal assignment of these responsibilities, 
actual and implied, elevated the position of Execu- 
tive Secretary in Brookline to one encompassing 
broad managerial functions. Other accountabilities 


of high echelon import and major impact on the 
overall affairs of the town include: (1) management 
input into policy formulation by the Board of 
Selectmen; (2) policy execution; (3) recruitment of 
department heads and other key management per- 
sonnel; (4) leadership of the town’s management 
team, and (5) communications — an accountability 
of paramount importance. 


All of the foregoing responsibilities were dis- 
charged on a continuing basis in 1978 but fiscal 
developments presented the greatest challenge 
and opportunity for the Executive Secretary. They 
deserve primary emphasis in this, my tenth annual 
report. 


The Taxpayers Revolt 


The nationwide revolt symbolized by California's 
Proposition 13, the Jarvis-Gann Initiative, is one of 
the foremost concerns of local government offi- 
cials across the country. Similar measures have 
already been adopted in several other states and in 
Massachusetts seven property tax reduction and 
reform prooposals are being considered in the 
current session of the Legislature. From the point 
of view of boards of selectmen, mayors, executive 
secretaries, and city and town managers, there are 
two issues of overriding importance: how to con- 
vince the public and those proposing measures of 
the “proposition 13 type’ that this approach to 
budget cutting will result in serious damage to 
public services and how to prepare for and deal 
with such cuts if they come anyway. Elected offi- 
cials and appointed administrators must accept 
the voters’ and legislative decisions and work 
within them. But at the same time it is incumbent 
on local government to do everything possible to 
educate the citizens and make sure that they actu- 
ally understand the issues they or their elected 
representatives are called upon to decide and the 
consequences of the various choices. 


The seven legislative proposals have a common 
goal: to reduce the level of property taxes in 
Massachusetts. They originate from the evidence 
that Massachusetts property taxes are the highest 
in the nation but most of the proposals fail to ad- 
dress the fact that the source of the property tax 
problem is over-reliance on this tax source rather 
than municipal overspending. Of the seven, the 
two most widely publicized have been Proposition 
2V2 and Governor King’s tax cap proposals. Prop- 
osition 2¥2 would literally put local government 
across the state out of business. In Brookline, 
using our 1978 equalized valuation figure of 
$734,300,000, it would mean that we could raise 
only $18.3 million of the needed property tax 
revenue of $41.2 million, resulting in a deficit of 
$22.9 million. Clearly, a reduction of this mag- 
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nitude could only be accomplished by massive 
layoffs of police officers, firefighters, librarians, 
teachers, secretaries, administrators and other 
personnel. It would certainly affect Brookline’s 
programs for the elderly, of which we are justifi- 
ably proud, and would mean drastic curtailments 
in every phase of operations. 


Governor King’s tax cap plan contained five main 

features when filed: 

1. a freeze on local spending effective FY 1980; 

2. the establishment of a ceiling on the dollar 

amount of property taxes raised by cities and 

towns; 

budget restrictions on governmental units sup- 

ported by local property taxes (MBTA, regional 

school districts, counties, etc.); 

an allowance for spending and tax increases for 

pension costs, debt service, and funds needed 

to meet state, federal or court obligations, and 

5. the establishment of an Appeals Board for 
emergency exemptions. 


All local officials are, of course, keenly aware of 
the current voter unrest and the reality that a 
spending and/or tax limitation of some sort will 
doubtless be imposed upon municipalities this 
year. At the joint legislative conference of the 

Massachusetts Municipal Association on March 

10, 1979, they ureged that any such legislation ad- 

dress the following concerns: 

1. SUNSET PROVISIONS: By no means could 
municipal government continue to function 
and ‘‘eat”’ inflation if tax limitations were to ex- 
tend beyond one fiscal year. Whatever pro- 
posal is adopted should have a one-year sun- 
set provision. 

2. SEPARATE CAPS: We reaffirm and continue 
our opposition to fiscal autonomy for school 
committees and to compulsory and binding 
arbitration. Home Rule is not served by permit- 
ting an outside arbitrator to set police and fire 
contracts or by preventing the municipal legis- 
lative body from addressing the appropriation 
level for the school department within overall 
priorities. Separate caps within the outside 
limitation on public safety and school costs 
would address both of these issues. 


STATE MANDATES: While assurances have 


been made that no new mandates would oc- 
cur, there have been both new legislative — 


mandates not fully funded and new administra- 
tive mandates. Existing mandates continue to 
increase in cost in the absence of state legisla- 
tive action to give municipalities authority to 
control these items. Any limitation legislation 
must contain a specific prohibition against 
both administrative and legislative mandates. 


4. LOCAL OVERRIDE: The power to override the 
local tax limitation must be in local hands 
through a vote of the municipal legislative 
body rather than a referendum. A five-member 
appointed state appeals board is not accepta- 
ble because it would be unaccountable to 
local voters and taxpayers and because it 
would have no knowledge of specific local 
conditions. The appeals board should be 
eliminated from the proposal and the existing 
emergency finance board should be 
strengthened and staffed to address actual fi- 
nancial emergencies in individual cities and 
towns. 


GROWTH AND TAXES FROM NEW CON- 
STRUCTION: There already exist substantial 
municipal disincentives to economic develop- 
ment. The state derives the income and sales 
taxes from new residents and businesses. The 
municipality picks up the costs of servicing the 
new development, costs often exceeding the 
new property taxes and also resulting in the 
added penalty of reduced aid from the state as 
the community becomes ‘wealthier’ in terms 
of equalized assessed valuation. 


It is not reasonable to prohibit increases in 
local tax levies on account of new construc- 
tion. New development means new residents 
and businesses which will require municipal 
services. A policy which prevents increases in 
appropriation on account of new property 
value will only result:in the dilution and decay 
of services to all, and will be a deterrent to 
growth. 


FREE-SUPPORTED SERVICES: Certain munic- 
ipal services are and ought to be operated ona 
self-supported basis. These include municipal 
hospitals, sewer and electric utilities. As use of 
the service increases, the fees and charges 
paid by users should increase. The proposed 
appropriation limit would prevent such serv- 
ices from being maintained since increased 
use revenues would not be permitted to fi- 
nance increased service costs. Fee-based serv- 
ices should be excluded from the cap. 


APPROPRIATION CAP: The proposal for an 
appropriation cap appears to be based on the 
premise that property taxes are high because 
municipal spending is high. This supposition is 
not supported by the facts. Municipal spend- 
ing is not high relative to other states, nor has 
it been growing even at the pace of inflation. 
The appropriation cap is not necessary and it 
creates a disincentive to finding and utilizing 
non-tax revenue sources and to raising 
charges for certain services on a sound man- 
agement basis. 
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FEDERAL MANDATES: The Governor’s pro- 
posal excludes from the cap certain categories 
of expenses which it is acknowledged munic- 
ipalities cannot control or influence. This is 
true of federal mandates, which thus should 
also be excluded from any tax cap. 


REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICTS: While all re- 
gional districts’ assessment charges on the 
cherry sheet are excluded from the cap, re- 
gional school district assessment charges are 
not excluded. Even though such districts are 
subject to the budget limit, assessment 
charges on members cities and towns can 
Change depending on pupil enrollment. Any 
cap proposal should treat regional school dis- 
tricts’ assessments in the same way as other 
regional district charges. 


SEPARATE RESOLUTIONS 


RESOLVED: 1. That any legislation placing caps 
on local appropriations or tax 
levies be similarly applied to the 
state appropriations or taxes for 
state operating purposes. 

. That any legislation relative to 
caps on local appropriations or 
tax levies including legislation 
affecting cherry sheet reim- 
bursements and charges be en- 
acted by the Legislature prior to 
May 1, 1979. 


The Governor responded by agreeing to the rec- 
ommendations relative to the sunset provision, 
separate caps, state mandates, local override, and 
fee supported services. At this writing it appears 
that the Legislature will not approve the Gover- 
nor’s proposal but will enact a bill permitting 
municipalities to spend 4% more in FY 80 than was 
appropriated in the current fiscal year. 


In recent years the state has forced upon munici- 
pal officials — despite our strong objections — 
many mandated programs over which we have lit- 
tle or no control. Binding arbitration for police and 
fire, overly generous pension benefits, special 
education, and unemployment compensation for 
public employees, are all examples of costly pro- 
grams which have been thrust upon local officials. 
Furthermore, as mentioned above, binding arbitra- 
tion for police and fire has been not only costly but 
also contrary to the concept of home rule since it 
has taken control of local expenditures away from 
the local elected officials and has put it in the 
hands of an arbitrator who is neither responsible 
nor accountable to the local taxpayers. In addition, 
for many years we have had to bear the huge cost 
of the MBTA, MDC, and the County — all state 


controlled agencies. It is basic that if we cannot 
control expenditures we will not be able to control 
costs or the tax rate. 


While the state has imposed costly programs upon 
cities and towns, it has increased its own budget 
substantially. For example, in the last five years 
state appropriations have risen almost 40% — 
much higher than the cost-of-living increase over 
the same period. Nevertheless, because taxpayers 
feel an increase in their property tax, which is re- 
gressive, more painfully than an increase in their 
income tax, which is a progressive tax, they natur- 
ally vent their frustration and anger at the tax over 
which they feel they have some control. It is 
natural, then, that the tax revolt should be directed 
toward the local level. 


Advocates of imposing limitations on local spend- 
ing insist that only the setting of specific limits will 
restrain the spending proclivities of politicians. 
Perhaps. But the popularity of anti-tax politics 
does not automatically add up to improving policy. 
Government’s basic function is service. Com- 
prehensive reconsideration of what local govern- 
ment does, program by program, is the responsi- 
ble path to effective and less costly governance. 
Brookline has demonstrated over the past several 
months that local initiative can result in holding 
the line on spending without the necessity of the 
state imposing rigid controls. 


A Fiscal Program for FY 80 


The Board of Selectmen’s comprehensive fiscal 
policies and guidelines for FY 80 have been sum- 
marized in the Board’s Annual Report. They were 
developed prior to the submission of the several 
tax limitation proposals in the Legislature but in 
the recognition that some form of tax cap would 
likely be adopted. Throughout the Board’s deliber- 
ations, strong emphasis was placed on the need to 
make maximum, efficient use of our resources but 
not to sacrifice essential services. The Selectmen’s 
spending and revenue plan was adopted following 
the setting of the FY 79 tax rate at $100 — an in- 
crease of $8.50 — one of the largest both dollar- 
wise and percentage-wise in several years. 


The tax rate reached $100 despite the imposition 
of stringent budget controls since 1976 when em- 
phasis began to be placed on holding the line on 
expenses by various means such as eliminating 
positions wherever possible, requiring increased 
productivity, and rejecting any new programs un- 
less existing programs were discontinued. Proba- 
bly the most important result of this concentrated 
effort is that the town’s permanent work force has, 
through attrition, been reduced by 71 positions or 
almost 10%. The critical examination that all 
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budget proposals have received in recent years 

has simply not been enough to offset: 

1. salary increases and fringe benefits arrived at 

through collective bargaining; 

the fiscal impact of mandated fixed costs such 

as group insurance, pension system, and 

workers’ compensation; 

. the annual amount raised on the tax levy for 
capital projects not large enough to warrant 
bonding; 

4. a static tax base due to a significant number of 

properties acquiring tax exempt status, minimal 

new development, and a continuing abatement 
problem which has been reflected in substan- 
tially higher overlay deficits, and 

less surplus revenue or “‘free cash” available to 

be applied against the tax rate. 


2: 


Richard A. Siegel, a management consultant who 
resides in Brookline, prepared a detailed analysis 
of the town’s fiscal position in December, 1978. 
Mr. Siegel noted in his report that the town de- 
partments controlled by the Selectmen had in- 
creased expenditures by an average of only 2.0% 
for the past four years and by only 1.9% between 
FY 78 and FY 79. When he included expenditures 
for the school department, non-budget appropria- 
tions, collective bargaining, reserve for anticipated 
tax abatements and the overlay deficit, and state 
and county assessments, Mr. Siegel arrived at an 
average annual increase of 3.9% and an increase 
for FY 79 of 5.2%, well under the general rate of in- 
flation. As previously noted, the Selectmen’s de- 
partments accounted for only a small part of the 
increase. 


The foregoing was not new information to Brook- 


line’s elected officials and appointed adminis- | 


trators, but it provided a historic perspective which 
was valuable in charting our future direction. 
Since another substantial tax rate increase in FY 
80 was clearly unacceptable, the Executive Sec- 
retary, at the time the Selectmen were considering 


the elements to be included in their comprehen- | 


sive fiscal program, made the following budget 
recommendations assuming that the Board as a 


matter of policy would decide to hold the tax rate 


at $100 or perhaps even reduce it. 


1. All sub programs and elements are to be | 
ranked in the department | 


“prioritized”, i.e. 
head’s order of priority. Each activity will be 
designated as ‘essential’, ‘desirable’, or “‘op- 
tional” in accordance with the following defini- 
tions: 

Essential — Current level of service is abso- 
lutely necessary to the functioning and overall 
welfare of the town. Funding based on con- 
tinuing the service at the current or even an 
increased level. Service may be required by 
statute or bylaw. 
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furnished by the Executive Secretary. 


Desirable — Current level of service or activity 
is most worthwhile to the town as a whole. 
Funding based on continuing the service or 
activity, but at a lower level, in an attempt to 
absorb the effects of inflation and increased 
costs of personnel. Service may be required by 
statute or bylaw. 

Optional — Service or activity is not required by 
statute or bylaw and may often be designed to 
accommodate and/or support a specific group 
or facility. Consideration should be given to 
substantial reduction in, or even elimination of, 
funding. 

The dollar impact on the tax rate of each activ- 
ity will be shown in parenthesis next to the de- 
partment’s dollar request; 

. Special and critical attention will be given to 
those town programs which are available 
through other public or private agencies or that 
service a limited clientele. Emphasis in the 
budget review process will be placed on the 
town’s basic housekeeping services, e.g. snow 
removal, street cleaning, park maintenance etc., 
which may not have been funded at adequate 
levels in recent years; : 

. All vacant positions will remain open pending 
the Selectmen’s budget review. Organizational 
charts will be submitted which clearly indicate 
position relationships in order to facilitate va- 
cancy review. Existing CETA positions will be 
indicated on a separate schedule and retire- 
ment dates of permanent employees included 
on the budget worksheet; 


. Closing of certain facilities will be evaluated in 
conjunction with consideration of those ac- 
tivities characterized as ‘‘desirable’”’ or ‘‘op- 
tional’; 

. The preliminary budget conferences with the 
Board of Selectmen will include considerations 
of similar functions which are now performed 
by different agencies; it may be possible to pro- 
vide an administrative mechanism which would 
link these departments together on an informal 
basis so as to avoid duplication and overlap- 
ping; 

. Reduction of energy consumption in all public 
buildings will be stressed so as to partially 
offset any projected increases in energy-related 
expenses, and 


. Funds to accommodate only emergency over- 
time will be provided based on guidelines to be 


The task of bringing the 28 operating budgets 


within the —1.5% guideline was a formidable one. 


We knew at the outset that the total of the depart- 
ments’ requests was $1,330,000 above the FY 79 
level, or 6.7%. Much of this increase was in two of 
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the larger departments — Public Works and Police 
— which had to include in their requests major 
expense items to fund (1) the new refuse disposal 
contract; (2) a major increase in the town’s street 
lighting budget; (3) the significantly higher cost of 
salt and sand, and (4) the purchase of 12 police 
cars to replace those scheduled for trade-in in FY 
80. The Public Works budget, as submitted to the 
Executive Secretary, reflected an increase of 
$521,834 while the Police Department capital 
equipment category had to be raised $54,330. 


In order to achieve the —1.5% reduction in all 
operating budgets, the total operating budget fig- 
ure had to be $305,000 less than the FY 79 
amount. Needless to say, we could not build an in- 
flation factor into the budget as is customary at 
the state and federal levels nor could we consider 
adding funds in several basic housekeeping areas 
which had been held at the same level or reduced 
over the past four years. Rather, we had to con- 
tinue to hold the line on all contractual services 
and supplies except for energy related items which 
had to be increased an average of 10%. In the per- 
sonnel area we were able to further reduce the 
town’s permanent personnel complement through 
attrition but not to the extent that obtained in the 
years FY 76 — FY 79. Several vacant positions 
were recommended for downgrading in accord- 
ance with the findings of the Hay Report. Civilians 
are replacing some uniformed personnel in the 
administrative divisions of the public safety de- 
partments. 


It is gratifying to note that we had the complete 
cooperation of all the town boards, commissions 
and department heads in the budget review proc- 
ess. In many cases, budgets were submitted to the 
Executive Secretary and the Selectmen which re- 
flected careful preparation and were already under 
the guideline amount. Service reduction or elimi- 
nation took place in the budgets for the Library, 
Health, Park, Recreation, and Public Works de- 
partments, and these decisions were not easy ones 
to make. The Executive Secretary’s principal role 
was to help identify those areas of service which 
could be modified or eliminated with the least 
harmful effect, and to ensure that the savings 
realized in the 17 departmental budgets which met 
or exceeded their guideline figure would be suffi- 
cient to offset those budgets that could not. It was 
an intensive process, extending over 4/2 months, 
but the final result — a total operating budget of 
$20,185,238, $50,348 under the —1.5% guideline, 
made the endeavor worthwhile. 


Merger of Municipal Organizations 


Two years ago, a negotiating committee was es- 
tablished by the League of Cities and Towns and 


the Selectmen’s Association to consider the rela- 
tionship between the two orgainzations. The 
committee’s report stated: 


Increasing demands upon and decreasing serv- 
ices to the municipalities from the Common- 
wealth, coupled with our own financial con- 
straints, make it imperative that the two largest 
municipal organizations in the state consider 
how best to increase our effectiveness on 
Beacon Hill and better coordinate our activities. 
As membership dues to the orgainzations in- 
crease, it is possible to discern a trend toward a 
municipality's choosing one organization rather 
than continuing a dual membership. If such a 
trend continues, the potential of both organiza- 
tions will be decreased. While we believe it is 
important to preserve the identity of organiza- 
tions serving mayors, managers, selectmen, 
etc., we also believe that some reorgainzation 
could substantially increase the effectiveness of 
those organizations. 


Many of the committee’s recommendations were 
implemented in the past two years, notably: merg- 
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ing offices, reception services, telephone service, 
and a shared conference room. A joint department 
of administration and finance began in September, 
1977, and a trial merging of publications was in- 
augurated last spring. Late in 1978, at the annual 
meetings of the League of Cities and Towns and 
the Selectmen’s Association, the formal merger of 
the two organizations was approved. The new en- 
tity, the Massachusetts Municipal Association, also 
includes the Mayors’ Association, the City and 
Town Managers’ group, and the Town Finance 
Committees Association. Its formation represents 
a major step towards building a strong, unified 
voice for local government on Beacon Hill while at 
the same time preserving the function and exis- 
tence of separate associations for different kinds 
of local officials. 


The Executive Secretary served on the Joint Oper- 
ations Committee which developed the proposal 
for merging the major municipal organizations and 
is currently active on the committee established to 
draft the Massachusetts Municipal Association’s 
constitution and bylaws. 


ee eee 


While the Brookline Town Meeting since 1915 has 
been made up of elected representatives from 
each of the town’s 16 precincts, and the meetings 
themselves are usually called by the Board of 
Selectmen, the voters still have many rights of in- 
itiative as well as the final say about most of the 
actions of the town meeting by referendum, if a 
petition is filed within seven days after the dissolu- 
tion of the meeting. This latter right was once 
again exercised in 1978 when a referendum over- 
turned the May 16 Special Town Meeting vote for 
plans and specifications for alterations, recon- 
struction and/or construction of the Driscoll 
School. Other rights were exercised when a citi- 
zens’ petition initiated by Representative John 
Businger called a Special Town Meeting held on 
July 25; and many individual warrant articles were 
placed by petitioners in the various town meetings 
throughout the year. 


The continued exercise of these rights by the vot- 
ers assures the continued relevancy of our very 
special kind of grassroots democracy. It is hoped 
that everyone will cherish these rights and try to 
use them wisely. The Moderator is always available 
' for consultation by any citizen considering such 
actions. 


The Moderator is elected in a town-wide election 
for a term of three years and is charged with con- 
ducting the town meeting and appointing two 
standing committees — the Advisory Committee 
(Finance Committee) of 30, and the Committee on 
Town Organization and Structure. He also ap- 
points special committees that may be created by 
votes of the town meeting. 


The Moderator participates in many meetings in 
addition to the town meeting sessions. In 1978 
they included: the Advisory Committee annual or- 
ganization meeting, where he delivered his charge 
to the committee as well as a conference with 
subcommittee chairmen on policy and criteria for 
appointments; a conference with the executive 
committee of the Town Meeting Members’ Associ- 
ation to discuss policy and procedure; and several 
meetings with the Board of Selectmen and/or its 
staff on forthcoming town meetings, scheduling 
and the creation, review and distribution of de- 
tailed information to Town Meeting Members that 
would assure their adequate preparation for the 
town meeting. The Moderator also holds an annual 
indoctrination and procedural review session for 
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new and old Town Meeting Members to review and 
outline the Massachusetts Moderator’s Handbook 
of procedure, ‘“‘Town Meeting Time,’ which he 
uses as a guide for his conduct of the meetings, as 
well as the supplemental Town Meeting Members’ 
Association Handbook’s outline of key Brookline 
procedures whose publication was encouraged by 
the Moderator. 


In addition, the Moderator has spent numerous 
hours in consultation with Town Meeting Members 
and voters before each town meeting, assisting 
them with procedure or the writing of individual 
votes or amendments. To encourage such consul- 
tation, the Moderator designates certain evenings 
in advance of each town meeting when he is avail- 
able for conferences or telephone calls. 


In order to assure the town meeting of as much 
advance notice as possible as to upcoming votes 
and amendments, the Moderator has, when per- 
mitted by members, arranged for advance distribu- 
tion of such amendments or votes to all Town 
Meeting Members. The confusion that often pre- 
vails when long and complicated amendments are 
“Sprung” on the town meeting only just before the 
final discussion, may necessitate the institution of 
a mandatory advance distribution requirement in 
the future. 


Further Information 


For many years, the complete and detailed pro- 
posed town budget had been a very large and ex- 
pensive volume with a distribution limited to the 
Advisory Committee, Selectmen, Moderator, and 
copies at certain town offices for citizen examina- 
tion. Many detailed plans and maps covering 
specific warrant articles have had similar or even 
more limited distribution. In order to provide ready 
access to all Town Meeting Members and other 
citizens who may want to participate in the dis- 
cussion, this Moderator established a ‘‘Mod- 
erator’s Shelf’ at all public libraries, and all de- 
tailed background information, budgets and plans 
are available to everyone before each meeting. 


Taping of all town meeting sessions was instituted 
by the Moderator in 1970, and the tapes are avail- 
able to all citizens at the Main Public Library for 
use on the premises. 


Roll call votes were introduced to Brookline town 
meetings by this Moderator whenever requested 
by 65 Town Meeting Members so that representa- 
tives may be on record for their constituency on 
key issues. Results are reprinted in the Brookline 
Citizen and in Part Il of this Annual Report (availa- 
ble at all public libraries). Two roll calls were taken 
this year; one on plans and specifications for the 
Driscoll School (Article 4 of the May 16th Special 
Town Meeting) and the other on the prohibition of 
evictions for condominium conversions (Article 12 
of the November 14th Special Town Meeting). 


Workload 


At the time this Moderator first assumed office in 
1970, the number of articles in the annual town 
meeting had increased substantially over the pre- 
vious decade and the workload for the annual 
meeting, for the Advisory Committee and the en- 
tire town meeting became more and more over- 
bearing. At the suggestion of the Moderator, the 
Selectmen established a policy of a regular fall 
town meeting and urged all zoning and other de- 
ferrable articles to be put over to the fall. For a 
number of subsequent years this effectively spread 
the workload more evenly throughout the year. By 
shortening the number of sessions in the annual 
meeting, it permitted the Moderator to introduce 
another new policy of never scheduling two town 
meeting sessions on consecutive nights of the 
week — as well as introducing a commitment new 
to Brookline never to take up new business after 
11:00 P.M. except on what was expected to be the 
last evening session of a meeting (and then only 
with the consent of the meeting). 


1978 saw an excessive number of deferrable arti- 
cles (by petition and by the administration) in the 
annual meeting warrant, but only 15 articles in the 
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one-night fall Town Meeting. It is very much hoped 
that citizens and administration alike will restrict 
their filings of such deferrable articles to the fall 
meeting. 


Such restriction becomes even more important in 
1979. As a result of the vote of the 1978 Annual 
Town Meeting establishing later dates for our an- 
nual elections and Town Meetings, future lengthy 
annual meeting warrants could conceivably push 
the completion of the annual meeting to the be- 
ginning of June, if we follow our present method 
of scheduling sessions. It would appear worth- 
while experimenting with sessions beginning ear- 
lier each evening and ending earlier so that 
scheduling more than two sessions a week would 
not overtire those Town Meeting Members who 
must go to their regular work early each morning. 
Beginning earlier could also minimize those very 
late sessions that sometimes occur on the last 
night of a town meeting. (The November 14th Spe- 
cial Town Meeting concluded at 12:50 A.M.) 


Key Rulings 


During the course of the Annual Town Meeting the 
Moderator was presented with a complaint 
brought against him for a ruling made earlier in 
the session that came about as follows: 


While the Moderator uses ‘‘Town Meeting Time,’ 
the Moderator’s handbook, as a guideline for his 
rulings, some situations arise from time to time 
that require special interpretation. At the begin- 
ning of the Annual Town Meeting, a Town Meeting 
Member asked to be recognized to challenge the 
qualifications of another duly elected member and 
requested the town meeting to vote to support 
him. The Moderator, with the support of Town 
Counsel, ruled this discussion out of order and not 
within the power of the town meeting to decide. 
Even any preliminary discussion could endanger 
the rights of an individual since there would be no 
recourse to the courts for any intentioned or unin- 
tentioned slanderous remarks. (Town Meeting 
Members, as with other legislators, are protected 
from actions for remarks made in a deliberative 
session. Town Counsel is confident that the Mod- 
erator’s action in protecting the rights of this indi- 
vidual will be upheld.) 


At the May 16th Special Town Meeting, the Mod- 
erator ruled that Article 12, a resolution on De- 
fense Spending, was not relevant to the meeting 
and thus inadmissible. 


In 1970 this Moderator did admit for discussion 
and vote a resolution against the war in Viet Nam 
brought to the meeting by a petitioned warrant ar- 
ticle. A similar article had been ruled out of order 
by the predecessor moderator in 1969 as being ir- 
relevant because it called for action (other than 


the expression of an opinion) within the power of 
the town meeting. 


In admitting the article, the Moderator indicated 
that while he believed the discussion and expres- 
sion of opinion on any important issue could be 
very healthy and within the scope of the meeting, it 
would be self-defeating unless at least a majority 
of those present indicated it was sufficiently rele- 
vant to them that they were willing to remain and 
listen to or participate in the debate. A show of 
hands as to the relevancy of the resolution on De- 
fense Spending indicated it was of concern to only 
a minority of those present, and it was therefore 
ruled out of order by the Moderator. 


Silver Singers 


For the past few years the Moderator has invited a 
different group of singers or musicians from the 
High School to perform just prior to the opening of 
the first session of the annual meeting. In 1978 the 
Moderator sought a group that might represent 
some of the talents available from some of the 
town sponsored activities for the elderly. The 
“Silver Singers’? newly organized under the aus- 
pices of the Council on Aging and the Adult Edu- 
cation Program and directed by Mrs. Barbara Bril- 
liant and Ms. Diana Levine, gave its first perform- 
ance before the opening of the annual town meet- 
ing. The group was made up of approximately 47 
residents selected from various senior citizens 
- groups throughout the town. 


Standing Committee Appointments 


Experience in town affairs and/or in those 
specialized fields that would provide new and im- 
portant resources for the Committee and assist in 
its work are the principal qualifications the Mod- 
erator seeks in appointing members of the Advis- 
ory Committee (Finance Committee) of 30. During 
the year the Moderator made the following ap- 
pointments to the Committee: Richard Berenson, 
JoAnn Blumsack, Jonathan S. Fine, Karen G. 
Fischer, Elizabeth M. Hirshom, Tania Langerman, 
Marianne Pitkin. In addition, he reappointed James 
E. Cockfield, Luster T. Delany, Edith G. Pearlman, 
and Bruce R. Young. 


In addition to the Advisory Committee the Mod- 
erator appoints the Committee on Town Organiza- 
tion and Structure as well as a number of special 
committees. The Committee on Town Organization 
and Structure is a standing Moderator’s Commit- 
tee and is chaired by Samuel E. Shaw, Il; other 
members are Robert C. Berner, Ruth D. Dorfman, 
Morton R. Godine, Benjamin H. Lacy, Mrs. Francis 
D. Moore and Patricia Ostrander. 


Early in the year the Committee concluded its in- 
depth study of alternative times for the town elec- 
tion which had been undertaken in accordance 
with the request of the Moderator and the 
November, 1977 Town Meeting. The Committee's 
report, which was presented to the 1978 Annual 
Town Meeting, recommended that town elections 


“Silver Singers” 
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be held in April. Town Meeting accepted the report 
and adopted a bylaw implementing the rec- 
ommendation, which becomes effective in 1979. 
The Committee continued during the year its re- 
view of the organization of certain town depart- 
ments and considered the possibility of merging 
certain functions. The Committee concluded that a 
net advantage of a further merging of these de- 
partments, namely, Park, Forestry, and Public 
Works, is difficult to demonstrate at this time. As 
circumstances change, the Committee anticipates 
that the question may be reactivated. 


Special Committee Appointments 


The Committee on Energy Conservation continued 
to meet in 1978 under the chairmanship of Stanley 
Shuman; other members are Russell Werby, Vice 
Chairman, Jean Berg, Burton Boxenborn, William 
Mcintosh, and Meyer Stern. At the close of the 
year projects authorized at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing are in the process of being implemented and 
additional programs are under consideration for 
presentation to the 1979 Annual Town Meeting. 


Professor Benedict S. Alper accepted the chair- 
manship of the Committee on Street Crime, which 
was originally appointed in 1975. The Committee 
members include Robert T. Abrams, Dr. Joan J. 
Fried, Sheila Kaplan, Tania Langerman, Professor 
Stephen Pfohl, and Acting Captain Richard K. Tra- 
hon, ex-officio. | am pleased to report that at the 
end of the year the Committee had completed its 
work and that the report will be submitted to the 
1979 Annual Town Meeting. 
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In accordance with the vote adopted under Article 
44 at the Annual Town Meeting, the Moderator ap- 
pointed a Special Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, as follows: Robert T. Abrams, Chairman, Ruth 
D. Dorfman, Herbert Goodwin, Ann Jackson, 
Claudette Markell, Edmund Pitts, and Shepard 
Spunt.

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TOWN MEETINGS 


HIGHLIGHTS 
1978 Annual Town Meeting 


Justin L. Wyner, Town Moderator, called to order 
the 1978 Annual Town Meeting on Tuesday, May 2, 
1978, the first of six sessions. The first verse of the 
Star Spangled Banner was sung by the audience 
accompanied on the piano by Robert |. Sperber, 
Superintendent of Schools. Invocation was given 
by Reverend Doctor David Shih of the Chinese 
Christian Church, 1835 Beacon Street, Brookline. 


John F. Kendrick, Town Clerk, recorded 231 out of 


a total of 251 members qualified to act at town 
meetings in attendance at the first night. There 
were 221 present at the second session; 230 at the 
third session; 224 at the fourth; 223 at the fifth 


session and at the closing, sixth session, May 18, 


1978, 215 members were present. 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Eleanor 
Myerson, addressed the meeting and reported on 


- the fiscal position of the town, the free cash and 


approximate increase in the tax rate. 


Bruce R. Young, Chairman of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, addressed the meeting and reported on the 
actions taken by the Committee during its deliber- 
ations on the articles and the FY-79 budget which 
the Committee was recommending. 


The Moderator, following customary procedure, 
read through the forty-seven article warrant and 
those not held were acted upon first. 


The Personnel Board reported that a two-year con- 
tract had been negotiated with Local 1358, 
AFSCME, and with the Brookline Recreation 
Employees Association, both contracts providing 
for a 5% salary increase effective July 1, 1978. 
Negotiations with unions representing other town 
employees for FY-79 changes in wages, hours and 
working conditions were just getting underway 
and the Board was unable to make a report at this 
time. 


In the annual appropriation vote, the Board of 
Selectmen and the Advisory Committee were in 
accord with respect to almost all departmental 
budget requests. There were but two major differ- 
ences, namely in the recommended operating 
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budgets of the Cemetery and Transportation re- 
quests. 


Plans and specifications for the redesign and re- 
construction of Harry J. Downes Field and Cypress 
Playground were two articles discussed and de- 
bated at length by those present at the Annual 
Meeting. 


A proposal for an irrigation system at Putterham 
Meadows Golf Course, the annual request for the 
Water Main Improvement Program, and several 
petition articles consumed a great deal of time in 
debates on both sides of the issues. 


Special Town Meeting 
May 16, 1978 


On May 16, 1978 a 12-article Special Town Meeting 
was held within the Annual Town Meeting and was 
dissolved on May 18, 1978. The Personnel Board 
reported that negotiations with the Staff Associa- 
tion of the Public Library were still in process and 
no agreement had yet been reached. 


Two of the articles dealt with the Driscoll School 
and one with the extension of the parking lot at 
the Lawrence School. 


Two articles dealt with the acquisition of land 
known as the Cardinal Cushing College property 
on Fisher Avenue. 


A lengthy discussion was held relative to expend- 
ing funds by the Board of Selectmen from any part 
of the Town’s Community Development Block 
Grant Program for activities of or in support of the 
Coolidge Corner Community Corporation. 


Special Town Meeting 
July 25, 1978 


Town Meeting Members were notified of a two- 
article Special Town Meeting to be held on July 25, 
1978. 


One article related to Condominium Conversions 
while the second proposed an amendment to Arti- 
cle XIX of the Town By-Laws, Miscellaneous, 
proposing a required certification of condominium 
units prior to offering for sale. 


Special Town Meeting 
November 14, 1978 


A fifteen article Special Town Meeting was held on 
November 14, 1978 and the members present 
completed the entire warrant the same evening at 
12:50 A.M. 


Collective bargaining agreements of the Brookline 
Police Association and the Staff Association of the 
Public Library, both two-year contracts, were 
taken up at this meeting. 


An article dealing with the allocation of Commu- 
nity Development Block Grant Funds for FY-80 
generated a great deal of discussion and debate 
prior to approval. 


Three articles were submitted for consideration to 
implement the recommendations of the 
Selectmen's Snow Removal Policy Committee, 
said Committee being created due to the Blizzard 
Ofe/c: 


SUMMARY OF ACTIONS TAKEN 


The following is a summary of the actions taken by 
the Annual and Special Town Meetings during

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locating certain positions in the words of the arti- 
cle. The Fire Classification Pay Plan and the un- 
iform allowance for new police force members and 
fire force members were also amended. 


Article 4. Annual Appropriation Vote. VOTED: to 
adopt an operating budget for fiscal year 1979 in 
the amount of $46,317,802. The following amounts 
were authorized for salary adjustments: Town 
Classification and Pay Plan: $533,600. Salary Ad- 
justments, Town, Other: $40,000. School Commit- 
tee, $653,623. 


Article 5. Payment of Unpaid Bills of Previous 
Years. VOTED: to authorize payment of unpaid 
bills of previous years in the amount of $3,260.02. 


Article 6. Resurfacing of Lee Street. VOTED: to 
appropriate $38,876.76 for resurfacing of Lee 
Street, the sum appropriated to be reimbursed in 
full from Norfolk County Funds ($21,887.76) and 
from available Chapter 90 Commonwealth Funds, 
($16,989.00). 


Article 7. Reconstruction and Resurfacing of Pub- 
lic Ways. VOTED: that the Town raise and appro- 
priate $128,578. for the repair, reconstruction and 
resurfacing of certain public ways. 


Article 8. Water Main Improvements. VOTED: to 
raise and appropriate $500,000. to be expended by 
the Commissioner of Public Works, with the ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen, for laying and 
relaying water mains. 


Article 9. Acceptance of Feasibility Study, 
Downes Field and Cypress Playground. VOTED: 
that the Town accept the feasibility study prepared 
by John G. Crowe Associates, Inc., for Harry 
Downes Field and Cypress Playground. 


Article 10. Reallocation of Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Funds. VOTED: to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to amend the Community De- 
velopment Grant Program by reallocating certain 
portions of the funding therein. 


Article 11. Redesign and Reconstruction of Harry 
Downes Field. VOTED: that the Town raise and 
appropriate $54,230. to be expended by the Build- 
ing Commission and the Board of Selectmen for 
architect’s fees for the redesign and reconstruc- 
tion of Harry J. Downes Field. 


Article 12. Redesign and Reconstruction of Cy- 
press Playground. VOTED: that the Town raise 
and appropriate $37,900. to be expended by the 
Building Commission, with the approval of the 
Park and Recreation Commission and the Board of 
Selectmen, for architect’s fees for the redesign 
and reconstruction of Cypress Playground.

Playground. VOTED: that the Town raise and ap- 


propriate $36,000. to be expended by the Park and 
Recreation Commission, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, for design and construction 
of park and recreation facilities on the lot adjoin- 
ing the Longwood Playground.

In 1978, the Annual Town Meeting and three Spe- 

cial Town Meetings were held. The Annual Town 
Meeting contained 47 articles, and was dissolved 
after six sessions on May 18, 1978. 


A Special Town Meeting was held on May 16, 1978 
(within the Annual Town Meeting) containing 12 
articles. It was dissolved on May 18, 1978. 


On July 25, 1978, a two-article Special Town Meet- 
ing, dealing with condominium conversions was 
held and dissolved that same evening. 


There was a Special Referendum held on Sep- 
tember 26, 1978. The referendum resulted from 
citizen petition to overturn the action of the May 
16-May 18 Special Town Meeting in its appropri- 
ation of $315,000 for architectural plans and 
specifications for the alteration, reconstruction, 
and/or construction with or without additions to 
the Driscoll School. The referendum resulted in 
784 voting “Yes,” 6,843 voting ‘“‘No”’ or 24.4% 
voting. 


On November 14, 1978, a Special Town Meeting 
with 15 articles was held and dissolved at 12:50 
A.M. on November 15, 1978. 


The Town Election was held on March 7, 1978 with 
9,923 voters participating, or 30.4% of the regis- 
tered voters. 
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There were 380 births recorded for the year, pend- 
ing final returns from the City of Boston. There 
were 723 deaths recorded, of which 568 were 
Brookline residents. There were 529 marriage in- 
tentions filed, and 671 marriages recorded for the 
year.

Registration of Voters 


During the year, 1,521 voters moved to new ad- 
dresses which included 434 voters moving within 
Brookline and 1,087 voters leaving the town. 


There were 2,293 new registered voters during the 
year the bulk of which, 1,402, were registered dur- 
ing the sessions prior to the State Election. The 
total number of registered voters indicates the fol- 
lowing:

Having mentioned in the 1977 Annual Report that 
we were in the process of changing our annual 
census collection system, we are pleased to report 
that the results were certainly worth the effort. The 
census figure for 1978 is 56,509 with 1977 having 
been 51,071. The increase, we believe, is not based 
on a rising population but a more sophisticated 
data collection system. We took note of the 1977 
figure and realized we were perilously close to fall- 
ing under the 50,000 mark and losing over 
$2,000,000 in federal-state funds. We are confi- 
dent, now, that our system gives us added insur- 
ance of an accurate report. 


Town Counsel 


Litigation 


In 1978, forty-four cases against the town were 
disposed of by settlement or by Court order. The 
outstanding number of personal injury cases 
against the town has been reduced to thirty-two. 
There are forty property damage cases pending 
against the town. In addition, the number of active 
cases, other than personal injury and property 
damage suits, has been reduced to less than one 
hundred. More than thirty claims against the town 
were disposed of without litigation. 


Judicial Review of Administrative Action 


Certain administrative action by Brookline agen- 
cies and officials is considered judicial in nature 
because it determines the rights and duties of 
property owners and others. Examples of quasi- 
judicial action by Brookline agencies and officials 
are zoning appeals, through the Board of Appeals; 
retirement and civil service determinations; licens- 
ing decisions by the Selectmen and certain deter- 
minations concerning education by the School 
Committee. Town Counsel’s office represents the 
interests of the town in all of these cases. 


Other Legal Services 


In 1978, twenty-four formal and over one hundred 
informal legal opinions were rendered. One 
hundred fifty-two contracts were reviewed and ap- 
proved. The town recovered $32,501.46 for 
damages to town property. During 1978, investiga- 
tions were made under the supervision of Town 
Counsel’s office concerning tort claims against the 
town, retirement and benefit claims against the 
town and alleged employee misconduct. During 
1978, a revised Memorandum was prepared con- 


cerning the Conflict of Interest Law. Copies are 
available at Town Counsel’s Office. 


Town Meetings 


One of the most important duties of Town Counsel 
is to provide impartial assistance to town officers, 
employees and citizens in the preparation of Town 
Meeting articles and motions. 


The Town Meeting represents the legislative func- 
tion of town government. Town Counsel has estab- 
lished a policy of impartial assistance and advice 
for all citizens and officials who are interested in 
participation in the Town Meeting process. Once 
articles are submitted for a particular meeting, 
counsel reviews them as to form and legality. The 
final warrant is also reviewed. 


Prior to Town Meeting, motions for each article in 
the warrant are drawn and the quantum of vote re- 
quired for passage of each motion is either noted 


on the motion or set forth in a letter to the Mod-- 


erator. All questions of law, either raised by an 


official or a citizen or anticipated by counsel, are — 


researched and prepared for presentation to the 
meeting. Copies of this basic information are usu- 
ally provided each Selectman, the Advisory Com- 


mittee and interested parties prior to the meeting. | 
Each Town Meeting offers a unique and interest- 


ing challenge to counsel. 


General Advice 


During the year, informal advice and assistance is 
rendered to town officials and employees with re- 
gard to the operation of the various departments. 
There are conferences and telephone calls. There 
are formal and informal meetings. Town Counsel 
reviews the agenda for each Selectmen’s meeting 


and attends the meeting when his assistance and 
comments are required or are requested. 


Board of Assessors 


One hundred ninety-nine appeals are presently 
pending in the Appellate Tax Board from assess- 
ments made by the Board of Assessors. Town 
Counsel, acting through special counsel, repre- 
sents the Assessors in all hearings before the Ap- 
pellate Tax Board. During Fiscal Year 1978, one 


hundred fifty-one appeals were disposed of in the 
Appellate Tax Board. 


Conclusion 


Both Town Counsel and Assistant Town Counsel 
appreciate the opportunity to serve the town. The 
success experienced in 1978 is due to a large 
degree to the cooperation and assistance given to 
us by the officials, employees and citizens of 
Brookline. 


Purchasing 


Chronic inflation continued to erode public and 
private purchasing power. The 9% rate of inflation 
experienced during 1978 was extremely detrimen- 
tal to tight municipal budgets. Inflation com- 
pounds the effect of budget caps or reductions by 
incrementally reducing the volume of supplies and 
equipment which can be purchased. In 1978 the 
value of supplies and equipment purchased was 
$2,794,428. 1978 inflation equals a reduction in 
purchasing power of $251,499 — over a quarter of 
a million dollars. 


In order to combat the negative effects of inflation 
and maximize value from funds budgeted for the 
various departments, the Purchasing Agent 
utilized various techniques. A bid calendar for 111 
categories of supplies and equipment was main- 
‘tained and updated. Insofar as possible, every de- 
partment’s requirement for each category was 
accumulated and bid once during the year. By 
planning the purchasing cycle, the number of rush 
or emergency orders is reduced, volume is com- 
bined, and the best possible prices are obtained. 
When limited storage space or perishable quality 
precludes delivery of large quantities of material, 
contracts are issued which permit delivery of items 
as needed with prices based on the total annual 
volume. Contracts of this nature cover the town’s 
requirements for fuel oil, sand, gravel, and asphalt 
products and include such diverse items as the 
complete line of science supplies, laboratory 
chemicals and living materials required for the 
School science program. 


All contracts available from the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Collective Purchasing were maintained 
in a current file. Purchases were made under a 
State contract when prices were better than the 
town could otherwise obtain. Significant items 
purchased under State contracts were office furni- 
ture, office machines, and audio visual equipment. 


The town participated in the first Greater Boston 
Police Council collective purchase of police cars 
in order to obtain any possible price advantage 
from a large scale purchase. Ninety-seven cars 
were requested on the cooperative bid. A separate 
bid for four cars required by Brookline was ob- 
tained for comparative purposes. The collective 
bid for four cars was $21,840 which was within the 
Police Department budget of $22,000.00. Our 
separate bid was $22,045.32, slightly over budget. 
The saving was small but significant in terms of 
budget restrictions. It is anticipated that additional 
savings will accrue in the future as the collective 
bid process is refined. 


Competition is a key element in obtaining the best 
value. In addition to the public advertising re- 
quired by law for purchases over $2000, invitations 
to bid were sent directly to all companies on the 
extensive bidders’ lists maintained in the Pur- 
chasing Department. Competitive quotations were 
obtained whenever possible for purchases under 
$2,000, and all price quotes are maintained as part 
of the department’s records. 


Personnel Board 


1978 collective bargaining negotiations were, in 
large part, concluded by May and funded by the 
Annual Town Meeting in that month. Employees in 
the Local 1358, AFSCME and the Recreation Em- 
ployees Association bargaining units were already 
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scheduled for 5% increases in the second year of 
their two-year contracts. One-year contracts were 
concluded in April with Local 950, IAFF and with 
the Brookline Engineering Division Associates, 
both providing for 5% salary increases. 


Negotiations continued through the summer with 
the Brookline Police Association. The union al- 
leged an impasse early in bargaining and re- 
quested fact finding. However, an agreement was 
settled on amicable terms in September after sev- 
eral sessions with a mediator. The two-year set- 
tlement provided for 5% and 7% salary increases 
along with increased night differential pay and a 
phased inclusion of sworn police personnel in the 
existing town longevity plan. The first year of the 
settlement was funded by the 1978 Annual Town 
Meeting. Funding of the second year is a matter 
for consideration by the 1979 Annual Town Meet- 
ing. 

The Police settlement saw the introduction of ef- 
fective two-way compromises which must charac- 
terize future bargaining with all town units. The 
old joke about collective bargaining always being 
a two-way street — the employer gives and the 
union takes — has been more true than not in 
labor relations generally and most true in public 
sector labor relations. It is clear that there must be 
a new willingness on the part of all municipal un- 
ions to effectively address employer problems if 
taxpayers are to be expected to continue meeting 
the reasonable, legitimate expectations of union 
members. Recognizing this, the town and Police 
Association representatives agreed during this 
year’s negotiations to develop two important pro- 
grams — a performance evaluation system and 
minimum physical fitness standards — that will 
serve to benefit the citizens of Brookline as well as 
individual police officers and the force as a whole. 


In October the parties were able to announce a 
settlement between the town and the Staff As- 
sociation of the Public Library of Brookline follow- 
ing a long series of negotiations that began in the 
spring of 1977. The major issue in contention, 
compensation for Sunday work, was finally settled 
on an amicable basis after 18 months of hard bar- 
gaining by both sides, mediation, fact finding, in- 
formational picketing, more mediation, a change 
in bargaining representative and some final bar- 
gaining. Sunday work, previously compensated for 
by payment of time and one-half overtime pay, was 


prospectively to be compensated for by compen- 
satory time off at a ratio of one hour fifteen min- 
utes off for each hour worked. Salary increases of 
5% for 1977 and 5% for 1978 were included in the 
settlement and these amounts were approved and 
funded by Special Town Meeting in November. 


The results of the Compensation Study directed by 
the Advisory Committee in June of 1976 were 
delivered by Hay Associates late in 1978. By years 
end the lengthy and complex document had not 
been fully studied and evaluated by the Board of 
Selectmen to permit a final decision regarding ac- 
ceptance. It is expected, however, that the con- 
cepts underlying the Hay Study will have an impor- 
tant bearing on the future compensation of town 
employees even though, in the case of most town 
employees, the town must negotiate with appro- 
priate bargaining representatives concerning im- 
plementation of the study recommendations or 
any part thereof. 


Involvement of the Personnel Board in negotia- 
tions with nonprofessional School Department 
employees is still an issue of interest to many and 
perhaps will become so to many others as the 
need to provide like salary treatment for like em- 
ployees in a single organization becomes more 
recognizable and obvious to all. The 1977 Annual 
Town Meeting stopped short of authorizing the fil- 
ing of legislation which would have, if enacted, 
designated the Board of Selectmen as employer of 
School Department employees for purposes of col- 
lective bargaining. It did, however, pass a resolu- 
tion expressing the desire of the Town Meeting 
that future negotiations with nonprofessional 
School Department employees be conducted by a 
five-person committee with the Board of 
Selectmen and the School Committee each ap- 
pointing two members and the fifth member being 
appointed by the first four. Such a committee is 
expected to be appointed shortly after the new 
year. The Personnel Board looks forward to possi- 
ble participation on such a committee and will, in 
any case, do its utmost to assist the School Com- 
mittee and its composite bargaining committee in 
any way possible. 


Information Services 


Introduction 


Last year, our town report discussed computer 
plans, this year we can discuss accomplishments. 


In June, 1978 a modern Hewlett-Packard 3000 
computer system was installed in the combined 
town-school Data Center located at Brookline High 
School. 
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The School Department released its 1BM-1130 
computer system in June 1978 after successful 
conversion of programs to the Hewlett-Packard 
3000 and the implementation of a major new on- 
line system for student data base maintenance and 
reporting. The town’s Burroughs-1700 computer 
system was released in November 1978, after the 
successful conversion of over 250 programs to the 


HP-3000 Computer Center 


HP 3000. Extensive modification to the data entry 
procedures were made to allow direct, on-line 
entry to the computer system. 


During the first six months of FY-79, the Informa- 
tion Services personnel were largely dedicated to 
conversion activity and retraining. 


The single, centralized computer facility approach 
is yielding excellent benefits to the town. All data 
processing activity is much more directly account- 
able. The lack of compatibility between town and 
school systems is eliminated. A single set of pro- 
gramming and operating standards is now feasi- 
ble. Cross-training of personnel, to provide protec- 
tion against loss of key personnel is practical and 
less costly. Overtime and other exceptional costs 
are reduced because better distribution of labor is 
possible. Development time of new applications 
can be reduced because programming resources 
can be more effectively utilized. 


The New Computer Facility 


The HP 3000 computer and software provides 
many exciting capabilities and benefits not availa- 
ble with the older IBM and Burroughs computers. 
Chief among the benefits is significantly more 
processing power and more capability for less 
money. This mirrors the general trend in computer 
equipment cost reductions. The replaced IBM and 
Burroughs equipment were rented. The HP 3000 is 
lease-purchased over a five year period. At the end 
of five years, ownership will pass to Brookline and 
only maintenance and software fees will continue. 
This translates into a reduction of 65% in direct 
computer costs. 
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A key capability of the new computer is the ability 
to directly access computerized data from a re- 
mote location using a display or printing terminal 
device. This will permit the designing of informa- 
tion systems that can be maintained and reported 
on directly by the using departments. 


The older equipment allowed, essentially, one task 
at a time to be accomplished. The HP 3000 allows 
a large number of people to concurrently access 
the computer without interference. A data base 
system (IMAGE) and an English-like inquiry lan- 
guage (QUERY) is provided. This allows much 
more effective organization of data on the compu- 
ter and convenient and fast access for reporting of 
data. 


Developing and maintaining programs on the HP 
3000 is done on-line. This eliminates the punching 
and maintenance of cards and yields a significant 
increase in programmer productivity. Pro- 
gramming languages available include COBOL, 
RPG Il, BASIC, FORTRAN and SPSS. 


Security and privacy of data is significantly en- 
hanced with the new equipment. Since all 
townwide and school data is consolidated on one 
system, standard provisions for backup and recov- 
ery are more easily established and controlled. 
Also, the Hewlett-Packard software has some of 
the best facilities in the industry to prohibit unau- 
thorized access to data. 


Computer Utilization Policy/Direction 


Overall policy and direction of computer utilization 
remains with the seven member Computer Coor- 


dinating Committee. A primary task for FY-79 is 
the re-inventorying of all town and school compu- 
ter requirements and establishing priorities for ap- 
plication improvements and new systems de- 
velopment. The current composition of the Com- 
mittee is listed below.

A 
few are state-of-the-art (e.g. on-line student 
scheduling), others are running in essentially a 
‘batch’ mode requiring extensive modification to 
take advantage of interactive processing and data 
base organization. Required system modifications 
and initiation of new system design will be the 
main activity during the last half of FY-79. FY-80 
will be the year of new systems development and 
implementation. Special attention will be paid to 
applications with revenue producing and cost re- 
ducing potential.

General Activities 


The Board of Selectmen appointed Captain Ber- 
nard S. Fleming the Acting Chief of Police, effec- 
tive January 1. 


During the Blizzard of ’78 the members of the De- 

partment performed in an extraordinary manner 
under the severe weather conditions. Special 
commendation was received from the Board of 
Selectmen. During the year two patrolmen re- 
ceived special tribute from the Brookline Lodge of 
Elks for outstanding service to the community and 
one patrolman was honored by the Stephen H. 
Rutledge Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


Assistance was given in transporting 2,861 
emergency medical cases to area hospitals from 
the town. 


The Police arrested 789 persons for various Part | 
and Part Il Crimes, including 125 juveniles. They 
also took into protective custody 369 persons.

Police Department 


Traffic 


Sworn personnel issued 10,950 citations for 
hazardous moving motor vehicle violations and 
201,699 parking citations. There were 1,957 motor 
vehicle accidents reported to the Department, of 
which 549 involved personal injury. Four fatalities 
resulted from motor vehicle accidents. Accidents 
to pedestrians numbered 70, with 39 accidents in- 
volving bicyclists. 


Income from parking meters amounted to 
$203,122.00. Fines collected by the Office of the 
Clerk of the Brookline Municipal Court and for- 
warded to the Town Treasurer amounted to 
$410,470.50. The greatest portion of this money 
came from parking citation fines. 


The Hackney Unit issued 327 hackney licenses 
during the year. 


Dog Control 


The Dog Control Officers investigated 1,120 inci- 
dents concerning dogs and issued 268 citations 
for violations committed by dogs. They also serv- 
iced 1,158 other incidents, many of which were 
animal related. 


Community Relations 


The Community Relations Division continued its 
function of meeting with neighborhood associa- 
tions and merchants and visiting the schools 
throughout the town to inform the citizens of vari- 
ous crime prevention techniques. 


Training 


All sworn personnel completed the following train- 

ing program during the year: 

1. Firearms training at Camp Curtis Guild, 
Wakefield. All members fired their service re- 
volvers, department shotguns, 30-30 caliber 
rifles and were familiarized with gases. 

. Instruction was given pertaining to the De- 
partment’s new Rules and Regulations that 
were drawn up with the assistance of the 
Mass. Police Institute. 


. Classes on the Boston Area Police Emergency 
Radio Network (BAPERN) were presented. 
During this past year the Department joined 
with the other police departments in the 
Greater Boston area in its utilization of this 
new system. 

. Courses were presented in C.P.R. and First 
Responder and all members were re-certified. 

. In cooperation with the U.S. Treasury Depart- 
ment, Alcohol-Tobacco-Firearms Bureau, an 
intensive course was presented on bombs, 
explosives and threats of violence. Members 
of the Fire Department and Public Library also 
attended many of the lectures. 

. Members of the Norfolk County District Attor- 
ney’s Office lectured on: Search and Seizure, 
Arrest, Rights of Arrest, Arrest Techniques, 
Rape Investigation and the Rape Victim, Dem- 
onstrations, Strikes and Labor Disputes, and 
enforcement procedures for town bylaws. 

. Members of the staff of the Brookline District 
Court instructed personnel on Court Proce- 
dure, Rules of Evidence and Court Testimony. 

. Use of force and transportation of prisoners 
was explained. 


Twenty-three members of the day platoon at- 
tended sessions of 60-90 minutes of ‘in-service’ 
seminars on ‘‘ways of handling abnormal be- 
havior.’”’ The Police Department and the Brookline 
Association for Mental Health initiated a coopera- 
tive program to best utilize the resources and ex- 
pertise of both agencies to provide services to 
Brookline residents. The seminars were extremely 
beneficial to both agencies. 


Thirteen recruits were graduated from the Brook- 
line Police Academy. They completed a 12-week 
program as prescribed by the Mass. Criminal Jus- 
tice Training Council. The Academy, which has 
been certified as a training academy by the Mass. 
Criminal Justice Training Council, was conducted 
at Pine Manor College. 


Members attended the following courses, the 
majority of which were sponsored by the Mass. 
Criminal Justice Training Council, at no cost to the 


town ... Advanced Fingerprinting; Crime Preven- 
tion; Criminal Offender Record Information Act; 
Drug and Controlled Substance Information; 
Firearm Instructor; Defensive Driving; Baton In- 
structor; Investigative Hypnosis; Introduction to 
Human Services; Photography; Radar Operation; 
Rape Investigation; and Search and Seizure. 


Fifty-nine members of the Department have either 
completed college, and have attained a degree, or 


are working toward a degree. The majority are 


majors in Criminal Justice and Law Enforcement. 


Six college students, residents of the town, were 
trained as Park Security Police Interns. They were 
employed during the summer to prevent vandalism 
to the town’s parks, schools and playgrounds. The 
program proved to be very effective again this past 
year. 


One member of the Department graduated from 
the F.B.!. National Academy. 


Auxiliary Police 


The Auxiliary Police were of valuable assistance as 
they continued to assist the regular officers in 
their various law enforcement duties. The 12 
members, who function as an unpaid force, have 
worked weekends throughout the year. Their ac- 
tivities have been successful in the prevention and 
control of vandalism to the town’s properties. 


On November 2nd the unit was expanded when it 
received four new members, who formed a 
mounted horse unit. The members have made 
numerous horse patrols throughout the town dur- 
ing the daytime. Their patrols have been concen- 
trated in the area of Muddy River, Larz Anderson 
Park and isolated areas of the town. The horses 
have been able to patrol in areas that cannot be 
patrolled by automobiles, motorcycles or foot 
patrolmen. 


Both the regular auxiliary officers and the 
mounted officers have been invaluable as another 
crime prevention tool and crime deterrent. 


Fire Department 


During 1978 the Fire Department responded to 
6,290 incidents, an increase of 359 over the previ- 
ous year. Of the total response 57% were for fire or 
fire related emergencies, and the remaining 43% 
were medical emergencies. Included in this total 
were 11 multiple alarm fires. Mutual Aid was ren- 
dered to the cities of Boston, Newton, Cambridge, 
Chelsea, and Somerville, and in turn Brookline re- 
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ceived coverage and assistance from Boston, New- 
ton, and Cambridge. The total valuation of build- 
ings where fires occurred was $59,018,300. The es- 
timated fire loss for the year totalled $1,432,960, 
which was $305,620 more than the previous year. 


During 1978 the Table of Organization was ad- 
justed at the 1978 Annual Town Meeting reflecting 


a decrease of two members (1 Lieutenant — 1 
Fire Fighter) in the uniform branch. Authorized 
personnel includes Chief of Department, six Dep- 
uty Chiefs, ten Captains, thirty-three Lieutenants, 
one hundred fifty-five Fire Fighters, five Fire Alarm 
Operators, five Aides, one Superintendent of 
Wires, one Lineman, one Signal Maintainer, one 
Secretary, one Stenographer, and two Mechanics; 
total two hundred twenty-two. 


Eleven members of the Department retired during 
1978; six Lieutenants and five Fire Fighters. In May 
of 1978 five Fire Fighters were appointed to fill 
existing vacancies, and at the close of 1978 eleven 
vacancies remain to be filled. Twenty-six members 
were commended in General Orders by the Board 
of Selectmen for meritorious service. 


Fire Prevention Division 


The members assigned to this Division and fire 
company personnel made over 3,000 inspections 
covering all types of occupancies and new con- 
struction. Schools, hospitals, nursing homes, day 
care centers, lodging houses, and hotels were in- 
spected and drills conducted as required by law, 
and the necessary reports were forwarded to the 
local or state agencies involved. The Division also 
issued permits for the storage of flammable fluids, 
solids and gases, oil burners, tanks, welding and 
cutting operations; issued certificates of flame- 
proofing for interior decorations and carpeting. 


Members of the Division (Arson Unit) were and are 
' currently involved in over thirty arson related in- 
vestigations with the State Fire Marshal’s Office 
and the Norfolk County District Attorney’s Office; 
state law requires that all fires of suspicious, unde- 
termined or unknown origin be investigated and 
reports sent to the Fire Marshal’s Office. 


During Fire Prevention Week, personnel visited 
every public and private elementary school in the 
town, and quarterly fire exit drills were also con- 
ducted. One major undertaking of the Division 
again this year was the ‘“‘Home Fire Detector’ — 
“It's Your Life Program.’’ Homeowners and oc- 
Cupants were advised and told how to minimize 
hazards around the home, to make an escape 
plan, to install at least one smoke detector, and 
were supplied with enough information on smoke 
detectors so the individual could make an in- 
formed choice to suit his own particular needs. 


Training and Education Division 


Continuous and systematic training is given to all 
fire suppression personnel at either the Hammond 
Street facility or while on duty at the various sta- 
tions. All newly appointed Fire Fighters attended 
training classes prior to assignment and meet Fire 
Fighter Il qualifications of the national profes- 
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sional qualification standards. All members of the 
Department have completed C.P.R. — First Re- 
sponder training in order to maintain compliance 
with Chapter 795 of the General Laws. 


Thirty members of the Department have attended 
or are attending college on their own time. All are 
majoring in Fire Science; six members have re- 
ceived Bachelor's Degrees and twelve have at- 
tained Associate of Science Degrees. 


Chief Officer and members of the Arson Unit at- 
tended a one week seminar at Pine Manor College 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice 
Training Council and Norfolk District Attorney 
Delahunt. 


Apparatus and Equipment 


At the Annual Town Meeting funds were appro- 
priated for the purchase of a new pumping engine 
which will be delivered in the fall of 1979, in ac- 
cordance with a planned replacement schedule or 
master plan developed several years ago. 


Emergency Medical Services 


During 1978 the Department responded to approx- 
imately 2,700 calls for emergency medical serv- 
ices; of this number approximately 1,700 calls re- 
quired the dispatch of an ambulance. The April, 
1977 Town Meeting appropriated $47,500 for the 
implementation of a town wide E.M.S. program in- 
cluding ambulance service. At this time it was es- 
timated that subsequent yearly expenditures 
would be $40,000, and of this total $35,000 would 
be expended for overtime. In April, 1978 the Chief 
reevaluated the cost of the program and advised 
the Selectmen that the cost estimates had, in one 
year, increased drastically due to (1) new provi- 
sions in the Fire Department’s collective bargain- 
ing agreement relative to summer vacation man- 
ning requirements; (2) reduction in personnel (1977 
Town Meeting); and (3) necessity of the town as- 


suming the cost of training and recertification 
programs. The new total cost including overtime 
associated with training would be approximately 
$132,000 plus the cost of maintenance of the am- 
bulance. In view of this substantial increase, more 
than three times the cost anticipated by the 1977 
Annual Town Meeting, the Town E.M.S. Staff 
Committee (Executive Secretary-Fire Chief-Health 
Director) recommended that the town service con- 
cept be abandoned in their report to the 
Selectmen. 


Presently the town’s E.M.S. service is basically the 
same, and includes the dispatch of a fire engine, 
police, and private ambulance when this service is 
required. 


Fire Alarm and Wire Division 


The Wire Division placed 3,000 feet of multi- 
conductor cable in service during 1978. Seven fire 
alarm boxes were added to the town system. Five 
of these were master boxes connecting new con- 
struction buildings to the system. Four fire boxes 
and two police alarm boxes were placed in service 
under the Federal Street and Neighborhood Re- 
construction program. 


During 1978 reimbursement for damage due to ac- 
cidents resulted in $1,440 being returned to the 
General Fund. Work continues with the Engineer- 
ing Department in the relocating and upgrading of 
the system during street work. 


Department of Transportation 


Perhaps one of the most unusual situations the 
Transportation Board and Director have had to 
deal with presented itself to the Town early in Feb- 
ruary in the form of the “Blizzard of 78.’ On Feb- 
ruary 13, when the Governor’s Emergency Traffic 
Ban was lifted, the Brookline motorist was sub- 
jected to two hundred additional one-way streets. 
Further, given the narrowness of the streets when 
they became open, the Board was forced to pro- 
hibit parking upon any public way within the Town 
until the snow had been removed to the curb line. 


The Transportation Board went on to hold 17 regu- 
lar meetings and one public hearing during the 
year. Matters of concern to the residents ranged 
from traffic circulation to taxicab operation. 


Financial Aid Programs 


Although a capital expense of $1,100 was ap- 
proved in the Department’s 1979 annual budget for 
a traffic counter, an application to the Governor’s 
Highway Safety Bureau had been approved for two 
traffic counters on a reimbursable basis. These 
machines will help the Department re-evaluate the 
traffic signal timing in order to provide better 
gasoline efficiency and reduce idling time, result- 
ing in lower volumes of noise and air pollution. 


Three school zone locations involving 20 m.p.h. 
flashing signals were also approved by the State 
for 100% reimbursement. The locations included 
Walnut Street at the Lincoln School, as well as the 
Lincoln Primary School, at the Old Park School 
site and on Reservoir Road at the Heath School. 
The total cost of this item amounted to $13,476.00. 


The proposed upgrading and synchronization of 
traffic signals at five intersections along Boylston 
Street was delayed during the year when the con- 
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sultant’s proposal called for the removal of a 30” 
oak tree near Lee Street. Two new schemes were 
recently submitted to the town which would leave 
this tree intact and it is expected that the Trans- 
portation Board will be soliciting citizen input on 
this $400,000 project early in 1979. 


The State Department of Public Works also ap- 
proved $50,000 for the reconstruction of the Cy- 
press Street-Kendall Street intersection. Since 
streets surrounding this location are being recon- 
structed through the Community Development 
Block Grant funds, it is hoped that delays due to 
various stages of design approvals will be kept to a 
minimum. 


The Department reviewed proposals for develop- 
ment of the B-2 Parcel and projected the potential 
trip generation. Under the Urban Systems Pro- 
gram, the town was successful in securing a writ- 
ten commitment for the $250,000 reconstruction 
and improved traffic control on Brookline Avenue 
from Washington Street to Pearl Street. 


Public Transportation 


The Transportation Board reviewed the findings of 
the fare experiment along the Riverside Green 
Line. Publicized as ‘“‘The Getaway Plan,” the fare 
collection experiment was designed to improve 
the attractiveness of outbound Green Line Service 
by reducing station dwell times and making the 
boarding and alighting process easier for passen- 
gers. Yielding an average reduction in station 
dwell time of 10.9 seconds per car per station or 
40% for the evening outbound peak, a vast major- 
ity of commuters approved the operation. 


Funded through a sizable grant from the Urban 
Mass Transit Administration, the MBTA presented 


preliminary proposals to upgrade the efficiency 
and safety on the Beacon Street Green Line. Rec- 
ommendations made to date include combining 
the Strathmore Road and Englewood Avenue 
stops, eliminating the U-turn crossover at 
Strathmore Road, installing special warning de- 
vices at other uncontrolled crossovers and 
prioritizing the trolley movement in the Beacon 
Street traffic signal system. Part of this grant will 
also be used to replace bus stop signs with a 
newer style which include the route schedule, for 
the commuter’s convenience. The MBTA has also 
agreed to replace all missing panels at waiting 
shelters along the Beacon Street Green Line. De- 
sign plans for the Reservoir Yard along the River- 
side Line are also being reviewed. These plans, 
apart from the yard improvements, also call for 
considerable landscaping, as well as a pedestrian 
ramp from Chestnut Hill Avenue to the Reservoir 
Station waiting area. 


THE RIDE, which is the MBTA’s transportation 
program for the handicapped and elderly, requires 
the Department’s monitoring from time to time in 
order to ensure proper scheduling. 


The Transportation Board increased the renewal 
fee for Hackney Vehicle Licenses citing increased 
town expenses in certifying meters, inspection of 
vehicles and overseeing a safer operation. The 
Transportation Board also secured a written 
agreement with Bay State Taxi, Inc. preventing the 
Bay State Taxicabs from using ten streets in the 
‘North Brookline area for the purpose of entering 
or leaving the garage on Lawton Street. 


Traffic Operations 


Approval was given at the Annual Town Meeting 
for a new pedestrian traffic signal to be installed 
on Harvard Street near Vernon Street. Although 
the State Department of Public Works District Of- 
fice had given the main office a favorable rec- 
ommendation, a permit for the installation was not 
received until the first week in March of 1979. We 
anticipate an early completion of contract plans 
and documents and look forward to the in- 
Stallation during the ’79 construction season. 


The Transportation Board has authorized the low- 
ering of Speed Limits on Woodland Road, La- 
Grange Street and Powell Street, pending state 
approval. 


STOP and YIELD signs also took on a new mean- 
ing this year. After stopping at a STOP sign, the 
driver must now yield to oncoming traffic, whether 
he is first, second or third in line. When approach- 
ing a YIELD sign, the driver must slow and, if re- 
quired for safety, stop and continue to yield to ap- 
Proaching traffic. 
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RIGHT TURN ON RED was also approved in 
Massachusetts where signs are erected indicating 
such a maneuver is permissible. Of over 37 sig- 
nalized intersections, only two are without pedes- 
trian crossing provisions. Since the pedestrian 
movement would be even further aggravated with 
this right-turn on-red maneuver, the Transporta- 
tion Board is unlikely to approve this movement in 
Brookline. 


Pedestrians 


Eliminating Pedestrian-Vehicular conflicts without 
creating unnecessary traffic problems continue to 
be a goal of the Department. Pedestrian pushbut- 
tons were installed at the intersection of Kent 
Street and Aspinwall Avenue and the traffic signal 
controller will be modified to provide for an exclu- 
sive pedestrian phase. One of the more innovative 
approaches to addressing the conflicts was intro- 
duced at Coolidge Corner. Since the number of 
vehicles turning right on any approach was insig- 
nificant when compared to the through movement, 
it was possible to relinquish the right turn green 
arrow partway through each phase and allocate 
the remainder of the phase to the pedestrian. Al- 
though the pedestrian-vehicular conflicts had 
been eliminated with this operation, the red right 
arrows seem to have caused some confusion. We 
have authorized new signs indicating “Stop on 
Red Arrow” in hopes of clarifying the situation 
somewhat and will be investigating other methods 
of ensuring the pedestrian and vehicular traffic a 
harmonious operation. 


Parking 


The Brewster Terrace Parking Lot continues to 
provide a temporary use for this tract of land until 
a final decision is made for its future use. Sec- 
ondly, and very important to our Department, is its 
ability to provide an answer for the merchants who 
had parked all day in the Centre Street Lot, thus 
restricting customer usage. As well as providing 
an annual income to the town of $10,800, the Lot 
presents a partial solution to where the guest of a 
Brookline resident may legally park overnight in 
the Town. 


Attention was focused on Brookline Village and 
Washington Square this year with the installation 
of additional parking meters to ensure better turn- 
over for shoppers in these locations. 


On-street permit parking finally made its way into 
Brookline, for the faculty and staff of the Lawrence 
School. Residents of the area presented a petition 
in support of the proposal before being approved 
at the Town Meeting in May. 


As directed by Town Meeting, the Transportation 
Board also presented a ‘Proposed Overnight Park- 


ing Plan.” After being recorded as opposed to any 
recission of the all-night parking ban on residen- 
tial streets, the Board suggested that if overnight 
guest parking is to be provided for, this plan 
seems to address the problem and yet have the 
least detrimental impact on the town. 


Coordination 


The Department worked with the Planning De- 
partment on such projects as the Parking Feasibil- 


ity Study for Washington Square and Brookline Vil- 
lage, bicycle routes, and development of the B-2 
Parcel. The Engineering Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works greatly assisted the Depart- 
ment with contract plans and estimates on many 
projects, and staff is presently working with the 
Building Department on parking problems as- 
sociated with private ways. 


Building Department 


Last year the Report of the Building Department 
mentioned the fact that the Legislature was con- 
tinually being besieged by proposals to eliminate, 
change, or transfer the State Building Code Com- 
mission and the State Building Code. 1978 saw the 
continuation of this effort by the same groups and 
the Building Commissioner continues to believe 
that the adoption of these proposals will result in 
the return to the less efficient and less effective 
administration and enforcement of the Building 
Code. 


The State Building Code has been reviewed and 
reexamined in light of the changes to the BOCA 
Basic Code since 1970, and the State Building 
Code Commission will promulgate a revised code 
to become effective in early 1979 incorporating 
many of the BOCA changes and the provisions of 
the Energy Code and a new aarticle covering re- 
habilitation of existing buildings. 


Exterior renovations to this home were part of the 1978 Central 
Village Rehabilitation Program housing improvement efforts. 


During 1978 the systematic inspection of apart- 
ments increased because of a concerted effort by 
the Department to contact the property owners 
and alert them to the code requirements pertain- 
ing to the issuance of a Certificate of Inspection 
for each structure. Certificates of Inspection were 
issued to: 157 Places of Public Assembly; 60 Lodg- 
ing Houses; and 136 Apartment Houses. 


Construction accelerated during 1978 on the two 
major projects (a 227 unit apartment house and a 
124 unit apartment house) within the town and 
completion is anticipated during late 1979 for both 
structures. 


The high volume of alterations and repairs, espe- 
cially within the Central Village Rehabilitation 
area, continued throughout the year. 


Fees collected during 1978 totalled $67,873.50. 
The volume and type of permits issued were:

The Department is always available to provide 
technical assistance to other departments and 
programs of the town and coordinates its inspec- 
tion activities with the other pertinent town agen- 
cies. Departments and programs with which the 
Department interfaces are the Central Village 
Housing Rehabilitation Program, Code Enforce- 
ment Program, Rent Control Board, Health De- 
partment, Fire Department, Library, Planning De- 
partment, Public Works, Board of Assessors, and 
Board of Appeals. 


Repairs to Town Buildings 


The maintenance and repair of the 44 town-owned 
buildings, with a valuation as established by the 
Assessors of $13,500,000, continues notwithstand- 
ing the crunch of rising costs and tightening 
budgets. The Department concentrates on the re- 
pairs that maintain the basic functions and se- 
curity of the buildings. Items that are cosmetic in 
nature and primarily for aesthetic purposes are 
necessarily postponed. All interior and exterior 
painting accomplished in the recent past resulted 
from the Department’s participation in CETA and 
summer youth programs. Approximately 650 work 
orders were issued involving expenditures of over 
$110,000. Some of the more prominent projects in- 
itiated were: the installation of fire detection sys- 
tems at the Coolidge Corner and Putterham 
Branch Libraries; toilet facilities at the Highway 
Garage; replacement of air conditoning equipment 
at the Coolidge Corner Library; and the replace- 
ment of the 13.8 KV transformer at the Main 
Library. 


Board of 


The Building Code requires that ‘“‘all work of erect- 
ing, enlarging, altering, repairing, moving, or de- 
-molishing of a structure ... in the town shall be 
under the charge, control and personal supervi- 
sion of a properly licensed builder or mechanic”; 
and establishes a Board of Examiners appointed 
by the Board of Selectmen to administer the 
licensing of qualified persons. 


The Board met monthly during 1978 to examine 68 
applicants for licenses for the construction, altera- 
tion, or demolition of structures within the town. 


A total of 64 applicants were examined and suc- 
cessfully qualified for licenses. 58 licenses were 
issued including:

The Department has assisted the Energy Conser- 
vation Study Committee in its endeavors to reduce 
energy consumption within the town. The em- 
phasis this year has been on the Town Hall and 
Main Library buildings. 


Projects completed or underway include the instal- 
lation of solar film on the easterly and southerly 
sides of Town Hall; separation of heating and ven- 
tilating systems for the Town Hall Conference 
Rooms; and start time optimization and rebalanc- 
ing of HVAC systems in Main Library. 


R. G. Vanderweil Engineers were retained in Sep- 
tember to investigate energy savings at Putterham 
and Coolidge Corner Branch Libraries, Fire Sta- 
tion #5, the Police Station, and the Runkle School 
and submit a report of its recommendations in 
early January 1979 so that the Energy Study Com- 
mittee may request the 1979 Annual Town Meeting 
for funds to implement the recommendations. 


Examiners 
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In addition to the new licenses issued, 279 licenses 
were renewed during 1978. Fees collected totalled 
$4,370. 


The State Building Code Commission has post- 
poned for another year the licensing of construc- 
tion supervisors as provided in the State Building 
Code. It is anticipated that the date will again be 
extended prior to July 1, 1979. 


Highway and Sanitation Divisions 


On February 6, 1978 the heaviest snowstorm of the 
ceniury dropped some 29”’ of snow on top of 20” 
already on the ground. Public Works crews and 
equipment were called on again to work around 
the clock. President Carter, on February 7th, de- 
clared this part of the State a disaster area which 
enabled the National Guard and U.S. Army units to 
assist Public Works in digging out. A total of 92.5”’ 
of snow fell during 14 storms in 1978. 


Throughout the year the Highway Division cleaned 
streets, sidewalks, repaired and maintained public 
ways, and cleaned catch basins, sewers and 
drains. The Sewer Division also answered 136 calls 
for assistance to remove blocks from sewer lines. 


The Recycling Center at the Transfer Station re- 
ceived 24 tons of glass and 135 tons of cans. The 
curb side Recycling Program totalled 740 tons of 
paper for the year. A total of 28,000 tons of solid 
waste was collected by the Sanitation Division and 
transported to the town’s disposal contractor’s 
landfill site located in Plainville, Massachusetts. 


Engineering Division 


The Engineering Division designed and supervised 
15 construction projects which were valued at ap- 
proximately $2 million. The Beacon Street Mall — 
Project, funded by a Federal Economic Develop- 
ment Administration Grant of $457,000 
supplemented by Community Development Block 
Grant Funds, was completed in November. Other 
contracts include: resurfacing of Lee Street and 
Clyde Street, a State Aid Project; resurfacing of 
River Road and Brookline Avenue for the Rede- 
velopment Authority; improvements to four streets 
within the Central Village Rehabilitation Area; re- 
construction of three playgrounds and the resur- 
facing of Parkway Road for the Park Department; a 
handicapped access walk at the Pierce School for 
the School Department, and installing School 
Zone Flashing Signals at three school locations for 
the Transportation Department. 


Water Division 


The Water Division received approval of the An- 
nual Town Meeting of an appropriation of 


The Blizzard 


Beacon Street Mall 
completed November 10, 1978 


$500,000 for the Cleaning and Cement Mortar Lin- 
ing of Water Mains in selected locations in the 
town. Nearly four miles of principal arterial mains, 
from six to sixteen inch diameter were completely 
restored, including all branch connections and the 
replacement of existing line gate valves and hy- 
drant gate valves. This important program im- 
proves the fire demand flows and it improves 
‘domestic water quality by the elimination of rust. 


Three major water main breaks occurred in the 
Brookline Water System during the year, all of 
which were 12-inch diameter mains that were 
quickly repaired and placed back in service. 


Two other major water main breaks belonging to 
the MDC occurred on a 30”’ diameter main passing 
through Brookline Village on October 9, 1978 
causing extensive flooding and damage. 


Water rates were increased by vote of the Board of 
Selectmen at its meeting of November 20, 1978 
from 55c per 100 cubic feet to 65c per 100 cubic 
feet effective April 1, 1979 for all water consumed 
since January 1, 1979 due to the increased operat- 
ing costs of the town’s Water Division. 


Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery 


The lawns, trees, and drives of the Walnut Hills 
and Old Brookline Cemeteries were given their 
usual care and attention. The following are the de- 
tails of the work performed during the year.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Superintendent’s Speech 


Academic standards must be raised during the up- 
coming year as one step toward enhancing the 
importance of public education in Brookline, Supt. 
Robert |. Sperber said in his annual address to 
teachers at the beginning of school. 


He urged staff to give careful attention to the basic 
skills such as spelling and grammar yet, at the 
same time, ‘‘not to downgrade creative thinking.’ 


By setting goals and objectives, teachers can im- 
prove pupils’ performance with emphasis on indi- 
vidual needs. Dr. Sperber outlined the challenges 
of improving the schools’ management system, 
maintaining good school-community relations, 
and striving for equalization of school plants. He 
expressed concern for Lincoln and Driscoll 
schools where modern facilities are lacking. 


A priority this year will be more accountability by 
the administration to the taxpayers, School Com- 
mittee and to parents. Also, Dr. Sperber said more 
communication is needed between parents and 
school staff on all levels. He pledged to be more 
visible to faculty through attending their meetings 
and visiting more classrooms. 


To continue to meet the needs of all its students, 
the Brookline schools will eventually develop indi- 
vidualized education programs for every child in 
the system with the aid of computers. 


The Superintendent noted that language arts skill 
sequences describing expectations for students 
from kindergarten through grade 8 have been 
compiled to provide structure for existing instruc- 
tion. 


He also reported that the Gifted and Talented Ad- 
visory Committee of parents and staff is complet- 
ing a tentative plan to expand programs for ap- 
propriate students. 


Expanded transitional bilingual programs to com- 
ply with federal and state requirements are under- 
way for non-English speaking students, noted 
Sperber. 


“The School Committee, backed by a caring 
community, wants good services and is willing to 
pay for them but demands high standards,”’ Dr. 
Sperber said. ‘We have assembled an extremely 
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competent group of teachers, administrators and 
civil service staff. With this talent, we can meet the 
challenge.” 


BEEP 


Brookline Early Education Project reached a 
milestone with the first BEEP children entering 
kindergarten this year. Supported from its start in 
1973 by grants from the Carnegie Corporation and 
the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation, BEEP, 
which has attracted national and international at- 
tention, offers educational and diagnostic services 
for a group of youngsters born in 1973 or 1974. 


Final evaluations to be done after the children 
complete second grade will provide insights into 
the importance of training parents, of early inter- 
vention of pediatricians, and of involving a public 
school system with medicine and other disciplines 
to help children get the best possible start in life. 


Increasing Enrollment 


While enrollments continue to drop across the 
country, Brookline’s school population rose for 
the fourth consecutive year. 


The number of elementary students has increased 
to 4267 from 4224 last year. Including the 2038 
pupils enrolled at Brookline High School, the total 
public school population is 6305.

Follow-Up of Class of ’78 


Brookline High’s Class of ’78 numbered 466 stu- 
dents and of these 77.5% have elected to continue 
their education — about 69% at four-year schools. 
This year again, the class had a high number of 
acceptances from the most competitive colleges. A 
sampling of student admissions follows: Barnard- 
6, Brown-9, Colby-6, Connecticut College-12, 
Cornell-6, Dartmouth-2, Harvard-8, Johns 
Hopkins-3, Princeton-3, University of 
Pennsylvania-11, Smith-4, Tufts-7, Wesleyan-5, 
Yale-6, Oberlin-3, Williams-3. 


New Administrators 


Louise Thompson was appointed Acting Assistant 
Superintendent for curriculum and instruction fol- 
lowing the departure of Dr. Jacqueline P. Clement 
to become superintendent for the Lincoln Public 
Schools. Mrs. Thompson, formerly director of gui- 
dance and health education for town schools, 
brought a wealth of experience, energy and inno- 
vation to her role of assistant superintendent. 


Two new principals, both from within the system, 
are at the helm of elementary schools this year — 
John B. Passalacqua moved from housemaster at 
Brookline High to principal at Baker, and Alvin 
_ Fortune, who has been acting principal at Pierce, 
is now Officially principal of that school. 


There are two new assistant principals: Carol E. 
_ Foley at Devotion, and Roberta Snow at Lincoln. 


John L. Rudser has joined the system as director 
_ of school plant replacing Edward Kazanjian, now 
assistant superintendent in Billerica. 


Book Festival 


“Hello Book” was the theme for a three-day book 
festival sponsored by the Brookline Public 
Schools’ Library Department last November. Doz- 
ens of well-known authors and illustrators and 
_ over 30 prestigious publishers from Boston and 
_ New York traveled to Pierce School for programs 
including lecture-demonstrations, chalk-talks, 
films based on children’s books, concerts, art 
exhibits, and panel discussions by television per- 
sonnel which attracted visitors from all over the 
area. 


The festival, which coincided with National Chil- 
dren’s Book Week, had as its goal getting elemen- 
tary school children to care about books. Over 
4000 parents, youngsters and guests attended the 
daytime and evening programs. 


Holocaust 


A federally-funded project, ‘Facing History and 
Ourselves: The Holocaust as an Example of Cur- 
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First grader has history lesson via cassette tape 


riculum Dissemination and In-service Education,” 
developed and directed by two Brookline teachers, 
Margot Strom and William Parsons, could have a 
major impact on all secondary-school social 
studies curriculum. 


The two eighth-grade instructors have been in- 
volved in interdisciplinary workshops on the com- 
plex methods and materials for teaching the sensi- 
tive subject, and training other social studies 
teachers to present the unit in their own class- 
rooms. 


Topics include such moral issues as justice, 
power, scapegoating and decision-making as well 
as the Armenian experiences in World War | and 
the mass destruction of six million Jews during 
World War Il. 


All Brookline eighth grades will be taught the unit. 
Future plans include workshops for almost 400 
Massachusetts educators who have expressed 
interest in teaching the Holocaust. 


Individualized Study 


Brookline High School has a program designed to 
meet individual needs of students outside regu- 
larly scheduled academic courses. 


Coordinator of the program, Anita Firestone, 
works with over 200 students who are earning up 
to one-half credit toward their diploma in a broad 
range of activities, allowing them to explore voca- 
tional interests as volunteers or apprentices in 
field work. 


Individualized Study, for example, includes attend- 
ing a special math course at Northeastern, produc- 
ing an audio-visual slide show, interning in a 
neuro-science Laboratory at Children’s Hospital. 


To participate in the program, students must ob- 
tain consent from a parent, guidance counselor 


and the high-schoo! housemaster. They must sign 
a contract which outlines their project, respon- 
sibilities, and their choice of working 50 hours a 
semester for one-quarter credit or 100 hours for a 
half credit. They are evaluated during the term by a 
supervisor in the field. 


Ms. Firestone says there is something for 
everyone. A student interested in naval architec- 
ture was enrolled in an MIT freshman course in 
The History of Navigation. Others with a leaning 
toward legal matters studied Commercial Law 
under the direction of a parent volunteer. 


High-schoolers have worked in a home for abused 
children, an auto body shop, a greenhouse, and 
even as an apprentice undertaker. 


Since some students are unsure of what they want 
at first, the coordinator explores many possibilities 
with them, and if a placement doesn’t work out, 
another experience is arranged. 


The program has met with great enthusiasm from 
students, who often consider their projects among 
the most rewarding experiences of their high 
school years. Supervisors out in the field also have 
positive comments about the Individual Study pro- 
gram and about the students who participate. Ms. 
Firestone frequently receives reports about the 
dependable performance and curiosity of the 
young people from Brookline High. 


Career Center for Adults 


A valuable service for town residents needing - 


career information was organized this year by 
Brookline High’s Guidance Department. Open one 
evening a week from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m., the center 
is designed to give assistance to those planning a 
job change ‘or seeking vocational direction. A 
counselor from the High School is in charge of the 
service, which is free to town residents. Besides 
helping people with decision-making skills and the 
techniques involved in job interviews, members of 
the Career Center staff offer a great deal of re- 
source material through the school’s com- 
puterized Guidance Information Service. This pro- 
vides facts about careers, both two- and four-year 
colleges and technical schools. 


Driscoll School 


In a special referendum in September, appropria- 
tions were cancelled for renovations for the Dris- 
coll School despite previous endorsement by 
many elected town officials. 


With the goal of providing equal facilities for all 
Brookline Public School students — including 
Driscoll and Lincoln children — the School Com- 
mittee must now plan for greatly needed repairs 
and renovations.

Intergenerational Programs 


A variety of programs exist between local school- 
children and residents many decades older which 
help break down the age barrier. One Devotion 
teacher, who is committed to intergenerational 
programs, says that today, people of different gen- 
erations are really separated but that “a lot of 
learning can go on when we find ways to help the 
ages come together.” Her students regularly visit 
nursing homes after first planning programs like 
“This Is Your Life’ or poetry readings. The older 
people are very responsive and sometimes tapes 
are used together at the nursing home. 


One class of sixth graders worked in conjunction 
with Senior Citizens to produce a 24-minute tape 
about Brookline at the turn of the century. The 
children sharpened their interviewing techniques 
as they culled information on topics ranging from 
child-rearing and schools back in those days to 
recreation and transportation. In addition to the 
obvious benefits — the things that happen when 
students have a reason for carefully planned inter- 
views and using correct grammar — the project 
provided inspiration for the children as the seniors 
provided invaluable historical information. Stu- 
dents saw how much their elders have to offer. 


High school cooking students bring their gourmet 
delicacies to homes for older citizens during holi- 
day seasons and, again, the satisfactions are 
mutual ones. 


Evelyn Greenman, director of Brookline Multi- 
Service Senior Centers, says that the programs 
with public-school children make the older citi- 
zens feel useful. The events scheduled in the 
Community Room at Devotion School are some- 
times intergenerational ones which are extremely 
popular with Senior Citizens. The weekly Ballroom 
Dancing programs are often attended by children 
from the Extended Day class who join the aly 
sessions with the oldsters. 


According to Mrs. Greenman, the schools are vital 
to the Senior Citizens. The School Committee and 
Administration were responsible for starting the 
hot lunch program, which serves meals at a nomi- 
nal sum, to Senior Citizens weekdays at Devotion 
and Pierce schools where two Multi-Service Cen- 
ters are located. 


At the Centers, there are also programs run by the 
school’s Adult Education Department. Many older 
citizens are attracted by courses in Opera Ap- 
preciation, Cooking, Crafts, Yoga, Consumer Law 
and Needlepoint. That department also sponsors a 
Hearing Workshop. 


When oldsters interact with youngsters, everyone 
benefits. 


Citizen Input 


With the goal of keeping the lines of communica- 
tion open between the schools and the commu- 
nity, School Committee, this year, reactivated a 
Committee on Citizen Participation. Together with 
the Administration, members have formalized ways 
through which citizens can air their concerns 
about school matters. 


Through a Standing Committee for Citizen Input, 
parents and other residents are encouraged to ex- 
press questions which, in turn, will be brought to 
the attention of School Committee. Also, sugges- 
tions from interested citizens for topics to be dis- 
cussed at regular meetings are welcomed.

Alternative High School 


For the past eight years, Brookline has offered a 
choice for high-schoolers who seek an alternative 
program to the one available within the structure 
of a large traditional high school. 


School-Within-A-School, or SWS as it is known, is 
an alternative program for 100 sophomores, 
juniors and seniors who are willing and able to 
make decisions — both educational and personal 
— that are not possible in a secondary school with 
2000 students. 


Although the atmosphere in SWS, up on the fourth 
floor of Brookline High, is informal, there is a 
strong motivation and seriousness among stu- 
dents in the alternative program. There are many 
National Honor Society winners from SWS and the 
large majority of graduates each year continue 
their education in college. 


To join SWS, students must get parental permis- 
sion as well as approval from their housemaster 
and guidance counselor. Preference is given to 
new students transferring into Brookline High who 
might find adjustment to the larger school more 
difficult. 


The essence of the alternative high school lies 
with Town Meeting concept. Everyone is equal and 
policy decisions are made only after group de- 
bates and discussions. So students are encour- 
aged to develop morally and to function as adults 
in modern American society. 


SWS members may enroll in courses throughout 
the high school, and graduation requirements are 
identical for all seniors in the building. But stu- 
dents must take at least two SWS courses a 
semester. 


Enrichment seminars offer a real opportunity for 
young people to create curriculum. Outside re- 


source people often teach a variety of courses 
such as Modern Chinese History, Music-Making or 
Social Myths in the Media. 


There is no recruitment problem. In fact, there is 
sometimes a waiting list as SWS students talk 
about the program as a true alternative, a positive 
environment where high-schoolers can get a solid 
education and feel good about their own role. 


Gifted and Talented 


To respond more fully to gifted and talented chil- 
dren, an advisory committee, coordinated by 
school psychologist Anne Nash, has been studying 
ways of providing challenging, individualized edu- 
cation for particularly able youngsters from grades 
kindergarten through eight. 


In Brookline, as across the nation now, efforts are 
underway to develop a systematic process to iden- 
tify and teach gifted and talented students whose 
needs require special challenging projects or 
group experiences. 


Last year, the Public Schools sponsored a summer 
workshop for elementary school teachers entitled 
“Extending Children’s Thinking — Meeting the 
Needs of the Gifted and Talented in Primary 
Grades.”’ 


Arts Amazing 


In mid-May, the Unified Arts Department again 
sponsored a three-day festival at Brookline High 
which encompassed almost every type of cultural 
event possible. Music, art, theatre, dance, puppet 
shows, demonstrations of weaving, batik-dyeing, 
mirror-drawing, linoleum print-making, ceramics 
and more involved students from every grade level. 


All schools were represented in the programs and 
youngsters were bused to the high school at 
scheduled times to enjoy the performances and 
exhibits. 


Senior Citizens, this year, were also transported 
free to the Arts Amazing site in shuttle buses from 
Multi-Service Centers across town.

Project LOGO 


Lincoln School is the home of a small but — 
nationally-noted computer lab. Project LOGO, 
supervised by Lincoln School teacher Dan Watt, 
who spent a sabbatical at MIT, where the project 
originated, is funded by a grant from the National 
Science Foundation. 


The LOGO group, under the direction of MIT Pro- 
fessor Seymour Papert, designed a computer lan- 
guage and related activities for children — unique 
because the Lincoln students control the compu- 
ters themselves. Unlike the programmed instruc- 
tion usually found in a computer experience, 
LOGO allows children the opportunity to do their 
own projects such as drawing pictures on a televi- 
sion screen, experimenting with geometry or com- 
posing music. 


School Volunteers 


The Volunteer program grows in numbers and 
scope every year. Citizens of all ages, after a train- 
ing session, are placed in classrooms as teachers’ 
or librarian’s assistants or as tutors for children 
who need extra help on a one-to-one basis. 


Volunteers perform a valuable service for Brook- 
line children but many comment about the satis- 
faction they, themselves, receive from giving their 
time and attention as a tutor — perhaps in math or 
for a youngster who needs an extra boost in 
school. 


Retirement 


After 36 years as secretary to Brookline High 
School headmasters, Nora F. O’Leary retired. In 
anticipation of a reception for her at the Harvard 
Club, friends and colleagues sent good-wishes 
and echoed the sentiments of Carmen Rinaldi that 
she is “unique and one-in-a-million kind of per- 
son.” 


LIBRARY 


Library Trustees 


At their regular Board meeting in March, the Li- 
brary Trustees elected Ann G. Hurlbut, Chairman 
of the Board. Robert |. Hunneman was elected 
Treasurer and James A. Lowell was elected Sec- 
retary. 


The Chairman appointed the following Trustees as 
chairmen of the Standing Committees: Finance 
Committee: Martha G. Edmondson; Library Com- 
mittee: Emilie L. Drooker; Building Committee: 
Bertha A. D. Copeland. 


In addition to their regular meetings, members of 
the Board met with the Energy Study Conservation 
Committee and the Selectmen on energy conser- 
vation matters related to the Main Library. Trus- 
tees met 15 times over a period of more than a 
year with the Personnel Board and the Library 
Staff Association for purposes of collective bar- 
gaining. The contract signed in November elimi- 
nated overtime pay for Sunday work, substituting 
compensatory time off. 


The installation of the fire detection system at the 
branch libraries completed a program planned by 
_the Trustees several years ago. The Building 
Committee of the Trustees was responsible for 
general oversight of this project and arranged for 
a briefing by the Fire Department for the library 
staff as its final step. 


The Library Committee continued its review of the 
various library services. The Art and Music collec- 
tion and the application of computers to the Loan 
and Technical Services Departments were among 
subjects studied. 


The Finance Budget Committee held numerous 
meetings in order to consider the FY 1980 appro- 
priation request. Two programs, Children’s Serv- 
ices and Plant Maintenance were studied in depth. 


After long consideration, the Trustees voted to in- 
crease the fee for reserving a book from 10c to 
25c, effective January 1, 1979. The former charge 
reflected only the postage cost. Large direct costs 
of reserves such as printing and extensive staff 
time were not covered. 


Adult Services 


Over a half million books were borrowed from the 
Library despite unusually severe winter weather 
and a malfunctioning transformer at the Main Li- 
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brary which incapacitated air conditioning and 
other equipment. In addition, the number of bor- 
rowers holding library cards reached a record level 
of 30,368. 


Statistics from the Reference Department at the 
Main Library show a substantial increase in use. 
More than 50,000 people availed themselves of the 
resources of this department this past year. The 
format of these statistics is based on a model rec- 
ommended by the American Library Association. 


Programs 


At Coolidge Corner Library and Putterham Library 
film programs entitled Senior Cinema and Senior 
Specials continue to be well attended. 


In cooperation with the Brookline Adult Education 
Department, Book discussion groups, Music ap- 
preciation, Historic Brookline, and Opera pro- 
grams have also been offered at the branch li- 
braries. 


Film Classics at the Main Library which featured a 
film retrospective of the director, Fritz Lang, had 
an approximate attendance of 724. 


The Brookline Library Music Association spon- 
sored six concerts with an attendance of 400. The 
Brookline Art Society held Spring and Fall Mem- 
bership Shows and its Fourth Annual Arts and 
Crafts Fair. 


The Young Adult Film Program continued with a 
screening of fourteen films including “Red Badge 
of Courage,” ‘“‘Lord of the Flies’ and ‘“‘Yellow 
Submarine.’ Attendance was at capacity several 
times and averaged about 60 people per film.

Special Exhibits 


Pastimes Exhibit 


An exhibit of materials relating to leisure activities 
of four ethnic groups was displayed at the Main 
Library. This display which featured recreation 
pursuits of the Native American, Irish, Chinese and 
Puerto Rican was mounted in cooperation with the 
Children’s Museum. 


Talking Books 


A special display of equipment, materials and in- 
formational pamphlets was provided by the 
Massachusetts Commission for the Blind. The 
Public Library has available books with large print 
for the partially sighted at Main Library and the 
branch libraries. An updated catalogue of large 
print books was published and distributed this 
year. The library phonograph record collections 
contain drama recordings, excerpts from novels 
such as Joyce’s ‘‘Ulysses” and Lewis’ ‘‘Babbitt”’ as 
well as poets and authors reading from their own 
works. 


Children’s Services 


A notable event for the Children’s Services was the 
Children’s Book Festival, presented by the School 
libraries in cooperation with the Public Library. 
The Festival, planned to coincide with Children’s 
Book Week, ran for three days and a number of 
events were scheduled at the Main Library. In the 
mornings and evenings, children’s films such as 
“Arrow to the Sun,” ‘‘Zlateh, the Goat” and “Owl 
and the Lemming’ were shown continuously in 
the Main Library Exhibition Hall. Authors and illus- 
trators, including Patty Wolcott, Linda Bourke, 
Robie Harris, and Trina Schart Hyman, spoke to 
groups from the schools in the Children’s Room 
story-telling area. The focus shifted to adults in the 
afternoons with discussion groups on children’s 
literature and a series of speakers on relevant sub- 
jects. 


The Children’s Services staff observed increased 
reference use in the Brookline public libraries, and 
children are seeking more assistance with their 
reading from the library staff. 


Coolidge Corner Library Garden 
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Story hours continue to be most popular at 
Coolidge Corner Library, and film programs for the 
children are smashing successes. 


Technical Services 


Productivity of the Technical Services department 
in its cataloguing area has increased because of 
the receipt of computerized catalogue cards 
through the Boston Public Library Cooperative 
Cataloguing Program. Catalogue cards under this 
program are still not available for juvenile books 
and phonograph records. Despite this, new books 
can now be placed on the shelves more rapidly 
and waiting lists shortened. 


Grants and other Federal Aid 


The Library applied for and received three federal 
grants totaling $19,750. These monies are allo- 
cated through the Massachusetts Board of Library 
Commissioners. The grants have enabled the Li- 
brary to add to its collection of legal reference 
books, large print books, paperbacks for Young 
Adults, and the New York Times on microfilm. 


A year of CETA assistance ended in August 1978. 
Although the work of the six CETA staff members 
was slowed considerably by the failure of the 
transformer in May, nevertheless, this group ac- 
complished much. They assisted in sensitizing 
books for use with the new security system, com- 
piled several inventory lists, photocopied material 
on Brookline, checked indexes and bibliographies 
for titles to be acquired or those already in the col- 
lection, indexed the Brookline Chronicle for the 
years 1923-1926. 


Book Sale 


The most successful book sale to date was held in 
October. The amount of $3,690 was turned over to 
the town Treasurer. Contributions from citizens of 
books no longer needed in their own households 
helped to increase this total. 


Future 


If “one measure of a community’s health is the vi- 
tality of its cultural institutions’ (The Lamp, 
Winter, 1978), the town of Brookline can take great 
satisfaction from the sound condition of the Public 
Library. Because of the impact of inflation and 
taxation upon the community, it is difficult to pre- 
dict how well the library will be able to continue to 
develop and provide the expanding services its 
Brookline citizens desire. Vigilance in the selec- 
tion of library materials as the budget shrinks, 
constant attention to staff productivity, and in- 
novative efforts to maintain the quality of service 
by improving the handling of library routines can 
be only partial answers to current problems faced 
by public libraries. 


PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board — Planning Department 


Organization and Function 


The Planning Board is a five-member citizen 
committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
to serve in an advisory capacity on town planning 
and community development issues. Dr. Joseph 
Gartner was elected Chairman by the Board. The 
Planning Department serves as staff for both the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. The 
Department, which in July completed its tenth year 
of service to the town, has six full-time profes- 
sional planners and is administered by the Plan- 
ning Director, who is appointed annually by the 
Board of Selectmen. The Board and Department 
concentrate on five major functions: zoning ad- 
ministration, community development planning 
and programming, comprehensive planning, capi- 
tal improvements programming, and technical 
services. 


Zoning Administration 


.1978 marked the second full year of the acceler- 
ated sign design review process which permits the 
Planning Board to conduct the final review of sign 
design cases rather than the previous process 
which required a Special Permit from the Board of 
Appeals. The new process takes an average of 
three weeks compared with three months under 
the former process. The 58 sign applications ap- 
proved by the Planning Board in 1978 represent a 


significant factor in the continued improvement in 
the appearance of the town’s business areas. 


The Planning Board and staff also reviewed 82 
Board of Appeals cases in 1977, 30 of which in- 
volved the environmental design review process. 
This review process offers a unique opportunity 
for the town, public officials and citizens alike, to 
help shape the man-made environment. Signifi- 
cant cases included the VFW Post and parking 
facility in Brookline Village, the 124-unit apartment 
development on the Southern House site on 
Beacon Street, a 39-unit elderly project on Harvard 
Street, a 10-unit townhouse development on 
Centre Street, and the adaptive reuse of the Corey 
Hill Garage for condominiums.

Design Review at work After 


The Planning Board reviewed a number of zoning 
amendments for the spring and fall town meet- 
ings. Several changes were adopted, including in- 
creased restrictions on professional offices in 
residence districts, new parking requirements al- 
lowing for compact cars, stricter provisions for in- 
stitutional uses, and an amendment proposed by 
citizen petition requiring all Board of Appeals 
hearings to be conducted in the evening. 


Comprehensive Planning 


For the past several years, the 701 Planning Assis- 
tance Grant from the Federal Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development was the major source 
of financial support for the town’s long-range 
planning program. As a result of the Department’s 
past performance, Brookline was one of only five 
communities over 50,000 population in the Com- 
monwealth to receive 701 funds in 1978. Major 
achievements due in part to 701 funding included 
the merger of town and school data processing 
functions, implementation of a combined town/ 
school census, preparation of improvement op- 
tions for the Washington Square commercial dis- 
trict, and continuation of a housing monitoring 
and policy review process. 


In July, a major change in HUD regulations elimi- 
nated all communities over 50,000 population from 
the 701 Program since these communities were 
expected to fund comprehensive planning from 
C.D. Block Grant funds. As a result, Brookline in- 
corporated its intermediate and long-range plan- 
ning activities into the Community Development 
Program. Major activities included preparation of 
alternate improvement strategies for the three-year 
plan, continuation of housing research and assis- 
tance for the Housing Policy Committee, and pre- 
paring revisions and a new format for the second 
year of the combined annual census. 


Community Development Planning 
and Programming 


The preparation and administration of the town’s 
Community Development Block Grant Program 
continues to be one of the most important work 
items of the Planning Department. The Depart- 
ment’s intermediate and long-range planning ac- 
tivities played a particularly important role in the 
development of the CD application since new HUD 
regulations require a comprehensive three-year 
community development and housing assistance 
plan. In addition to preparing the three-year plan, 
the Department worked closely with town agencies 
and departments and citizen groups in preparing 
recommended programs and provided staff sup- 
port to the CPR Committee on Community De- 
velopment. These efforts have resulted in the des- 
ignation of new activities for FY 1980, including a 
North Brookline Rehabilitation Program, a town- 
wide Rehabilitation Program, and a program to 
improve the accessibility to the handicapped as 
well as continuation of existing programs. 


Another major aspect of the Department's work is 
providing overall coordination and technical assis- 
tance for the implementation of C.D. Program ac- 
tivities. The major component of the C.D. Program 
continues to be the Central Village Rehabilitation 
Program, and the Planning Department has 
worked with the Rehabilitation staff to encourage 
renovations which would preserve the character of 
the Central Village neighborhood. Assisting in the 
preparation of plans for public improvements in 
this area has also been a major work item. 
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Planning Department Landscape Design — High Street 


The town’s commercial districts have continued to 
be a key focus of the Planning Department’s C.D. 
efforts as plans for commercial revitalization have 
been developed and implemented. A major role of 
the Department is to develop alternative improve- 
ment options and present them for public review. 
Based upon merchant and citizen review of the 
Department’s publication, Washington Square Im- 
provement Options, the Department began its 
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preparation of plans for improved lighting and 
supervised students from the Museum School in 
designing a store directory. These efforts will en- 
hance the identity and safety of Washington 
Square as well as improve economic activity. 


A major accomplishment in enhancing the viability 
of another commercial area, Brookline Village, has 
been the cooperative effort between the VFW and 
the town to add more parking spaces. This agree-

ment was achieved during the course of a 
parking feasibility study overseen by the Depart- 
ment. Another major accomplishment which will 
contribute to the revitalization of both Washington 
Square and Brookline Village is the Commercial 
Facade Renovation Project. Working closely with 
the Building Department and the Central Village 
“Rehabilitation Program staff, the Department de- 


veloped this program which is designed to stimu- 
late facade and sign renovations. In the town’s 
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major commercial area, Coolidge Corner, the De- 
partment worked closely with the Engineering Di- 
vision in monitoring the construction of the town’s 
major public improvement project, the Beacon 
Street Mall. 


... Stimulates private investment 


In early fall, the Department prepared an Urban 
Development Action Grant (UDAG) application for 
$2.9 million in conjunction with the Redevelop- 
ment Authority and Village Place Associates. This 
application to HUD, if approved, would provide the 
funds necessary to stimulate a $27.5 million pri- 
vate investment in the redevelopment of the B-2 
Parcel in the Marsh Urban Renewal Project. 


Capital Improvements Programming 


The responsibility of the Planning Board, along 
with the Board of Selectmen, in coordinating and 
preparing the six-year Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram remains an important aspect of the town’s 
planning program. All proposed capital expendi- 
tures of the various departments were evaluated in 
terms of priorities and their relationship to the 
newly-revised Comprehensive Plan. As a result of 
this evaluation, agency requests of $12 million 
were eliminated from the six-year program. 


Since 1975 when the town’s actual total outstand- 
ing debt reached $22 million and the future out- 
standing debt was projected to reach a peak of 


$30 million, the Planning Board has worked with 
the Selectmen’s Office and other town agencies to 
spread out major capital projects in order to de- 
crease the projected outstanding debt, a signifi- 
cant factor affecting the town’s credit rating. Be- 
cause of this cooperative effort, the Capital Im- 
provements Program adopted in 1978 projected a 
maximum outstanding debt of only $16 million, 
well below the actual outstanding debt in 1975 and 
47% below the maximum projected that same year. 


Technical Services 


The Planning Department continued to provide ex- 
tensive technical and design services to many de- 
partments including the Selectmen’s Office, the 
Council for Planning and Renewal and its commit- 
tees, the Building, Conservation, Historical, and 
Park and Recreation Commissions, the Transpor- 
tation Board, the Housing and Redevelopment Au- 
thorities, the School Committee, and most town 
departments. Major projects which continued dur-

ing the year included Harry Downes Field, Cypress 
Playground, Emerson Gardens, the addition to 
Longwood Playground, and the Driscoll Schooi 
feasibility study.

The Planning Department worked with a variety of 
regional and state agencies, including the Met- 
ropolitan Area Planning Council, the MBTA on the 
Beacon Street efficiency study, Webster Street 
substation expansion, and plans for the Reservoir 
Maintenance Yard improvements, the state De- 
partment of Community Affairs on commercial 
area revitalization, and the state Department of 
Environmental Management on the Statewide 
Comprehensive Outdoor Recreation Plan.

Council for Planning and Renewal 


The Council is a citizen organization that supports, 
encourages and participates in the development 
and implementation of sound planning, promotes 
citizen awareness of planning-related issues and 
helps to communicate citizen opinions to appro- 
priate town agencies. Its principal mandate is to 
provide citizen participation in establishing 
priorities for funding programs under HUD’s 
Community Development Block Grants. The offic- 
ers of the Council are:

The major activities for the Council this year were 
carried out by Council’s Executive Board and vari- 
ous committees as outlined below: 


Community Development 
Block Grant Committee (CDBG) 
Chairman, Max Swartz 


This Committee’s responsibility is to prepare the 
budget recommendations for the use of Commu- 
nity Development funds received by the town from 
the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, and to monitor the ongoing use of these 
funds. In the spring, the Committee held hearings 
to determine progress of programs using CD funds 
and prepared recommendations for reallocation of 
funds. During the summer, it worked intensively to 
-analyze program requests, held hearings and in- 
terviews with town agencies and neighborhood 
groups in order to determine the effectiveness of 
each request and evaluate relative priorities. Final 
budget recommendations were submitted to the 
Board of Selectmen in September, totalling $1.6 
million. The budget was approved by the Board 
and subsequently by town meeting, with only 
minor modifications. The CDBG Committee also 
assisted the Planning Department in the prepara- 
tion of a tentative three-year funding plan. 


Commercial Areas Committee 
Chairman, Ralph Partan 


The Committee worked with interested merchants, 
neighborhood groups and town agencies on prob- 
lems and opportunities in Brookline Village, 
Coolidge Corner and Washington Square. The 
Committee seeks to promote a better understand- 
ing of common issues by bringing together diverse 
interests of residents and merchants. 


Traffic and Parking Committee 

Chairman, Stanley Siegel 

This Committee started its activities in the fall and 
acts as a useful resource to the CPR Executive 
Board in making recommendations on related is- 
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sues concerning the Brookline Village Parking 
Study, traffic impacts of the proposed Parcel B-2 
development, enforcement of traffic regulations, 
Coolidge Corner and Washington Square parking 
needs. 


Neighborhood Liaison Committee 
Chairperson, Jane Hutchings 


This Committee is responsible for maintaining 
communications with and between neighborhood 
Organizations. Committee members attend 
neighborhood meetings, assist with information, 
and share concerns and opinions consistent with 
the purpose of the Council. 


Urban Renewal Committee 
Chairman, Abbot Allschwang 


The Committee acts as a liaison with Brookline 
Redevelopment Authority and monitors its particu- 
lar activities connected with the B-2 parcel in the 
Village and the economic upgrading of the area. 
This year’s activities included involvement in the 
developer selection process and the consultant 
work on the economic study for the Brookline ViI- 
lage commercial area. Next year promises to bring 
a fresh planning effort to the B-2 parcel, the town’s 
last urban renewal area, centering around the 
U.D.A.G. funding and the private development 
proposed by Village Place Associates. The Com- 
mittee will also examine the issue of responsibility 
for implementing development, better planning 
and meaningful participation by the community 
and affected neighborhoods in the planning 
process. 


Membership Committee 
Chairman, Max Tisser 


Recruits new members for the Council and assists 
them to participate in committee activities. It is 
hoped that in the future, this Committee can be 
merged with the Nominating Committee and also 
advise on changes of the CPR Bylaws. 


Land Use and Assessment Committee 
Chairman, Michael Kraus 


During the spring, this group held hearings with 
the Assessor and Planning Department staff in 
order to gain insight into the relationship between 
assessments and potential developments of 
underused parcels. The goal of increasing the 
town’s tax base without undue strain on services 
was investigated. 


The Council’s vitality and effectiveness depends 
on citizen participation in its activities. The Execu- 
tive Board welcomes the interest of new members 
to join existing committees and form new ones, 
whenever possible. 


Historical Commission 


The Brookline Historical Commission has con- 
tinued this year to devote most of its efforts and 
attention to its top priority since establishment in 
1974: the completion of an inventory of the town’s 
historical and architectural assets. This inventory 
is the basis for preservation work in the town: in- 
formation obtained in area surveys already com- 
pleted has been used to publish a booklet of walk- 
ing tours, in cooperation with the Planning De- 
partment, and to establish three National Register 
Historic Districts, in the Pill Hill, Cottage Farm and 
Longwood areas. The Brookline Village Commer- 
cial area and the Town Green area, around Walnut 
and Warren streets, were also nominated as Na- 
tional Register Historic Districts this year, and final 
approval of the nominations is pending in the Na- 
tional Park Service. 


Inventory work, much of which is done by volun- 
teers, involves the surveying, researching and re- 
cording of specifically assigned buildings. Early in 
1978, the Commission received a second Planning 
and Survey Grant from the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Commission, matched by town resources and 
volunteer services, which enabled it to continue 
the survey of several areas already begun, includ- 
ing Fisher Hill, Green Hill, and Chestnut Hill, and 
to begin an inventory of North Brookline. Carla 
Benka was hired under the grant as Inventory 
Coordinator, and Leslie Larkin as Historian/ 
Photographer, and the Historical Commission 
moved into its own office in Town Hall to consoli- 
date inventory records and coordinate work in 
progress. 


The Junior League of Boston, under the direction 
of Susan Welch, has continued to contribute to the

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Chestnut Hill survey, and Leslie Larkin has led re- 
search efforts on the Warren Street-Estates area. 
Diane Cohen, an Antioch College student, spent 
her work-experience term last spring helping Har- 
riet Bremner with the inventory of Fisher Hill. Peter 
Freeman assumed responsibility for organizing 
volunteers to work on the survey of North Brook- 
line, and to that end arranged a neighborhood 
meeting at the Devotion School where “A Place in 
Time’, a preservation film made by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation, was shown. The 
meeting, and Mr. Freeman’s appearances before 
several other local groups, helped attract some dil- 
igent and knowledgeable volunteers who have 
made valuable contributions to the Commission’s 
inventory. 


As required by the formal nomination process for 
National Register Historic Districts, the Brookline 
Historical Commission sponsored meetings in 
1978 of property owners and neighbors in each 
proposed area to explain the provisions of Na- 
tional Register designation. Such designation 
means that owners of properties within the district 
which are certified as ‘‘historic’’ may be eligible for 
certain tax benefits and federal matching grants 
for rehabilitation, and historic buildings gain some 
measure of protection from demolition if state or 
federal funds are to be used on the site. More im- 
portant, perhaps, it means that the designated 
area is recognized as being of national signifi- 
cance architecturally or historically. Brookline’s 
Longwood and Cottage Farm areas officially be- 
came National Register Historic Districts in 1978. 
Like Pill Hill, which was officially designated a 
Register district last year, these areas represent an 
outstanding assemblage of nineteenth century ar- 
chitecture. In all cases, the designations met with 
local approval. 


With the establishment of its office in Town Hall, 
the Historical Commission has begun to receive a 
steadily increasing number of telephone inquiries. 
Many of these are concerned with specific aspects 
of present or proposed National Register nomina- 
tions. Others are from real estate salespeople or 
investors, amateur or professional historians work- 
ing in Brookline and, perhaps most common, 
property owners who are simply interested in the 
historical aspects of their buildings. Last spring, 
the Commission helped five property owners in 
National Register Historic Districts to prepare indi- 
vidual applications for National Park Service 
grants. Unfortunately, none were awarded to 
Brookline properties this year. 


A growing awareness of Brookline’s architectural 
history is reflected in other Commission activities. 


Historical Commission members and volunteers 
now attend meetings of other town agencies, such 
as the Redevelopment Authority and the Planning 
Board, to offer insight into preservation values and 
benefits in planning and rehabilitation matters. 
Jean Kramer continues to give a course on ‘‘His- 
toric Brookline” for the Brookline Department of 
Adult Education, and Dorothy Singer led a walking 
tour of the Longwood area for the Victorian Soci- 
ety this fall. 


Happily, this year has brought no new ghosts such 
as that of 37 Lenox Street, an historic house which 
was destroyed in 1977. The year has closed, in 
fact, on an optimistic note: in December, the 
Brookline Historical Commission was awarded 
another federal grant to complete the architectural 
inventory of the entire town.

Redevelopment Authority 


The Brookline Redevelopment Authority remained 
unchanged with the 1978 re-election of Stanley 
Zoll for a five-year term. At the Authority's Annual 
Meeting, the following officers were elected: Fran- 
cis J. O'Boy, Chairman; Martin A. Loria, Vice- 
Chairman; Stanley Zoll, Treasurer; James M. 
Brown, Assistant Treasurer; James P. Duggan, 
Clerk. The affairs of the Authority were conducted 
‘by Francis J. Hickey, Administrator and Naomi S. 
McShea, Administrative Assistant. General legal 
counsel was furnished by Attorney Bernard S. Kap- 
lan. 


In 1978, the Redevelopment Authority continued 
its initiatives in the Brookline Village area, specifi- 
cally in the Marsh Project. A contract for the re- 
construction, resurfacing, new sidewalks, and tree 
plantings in portions of Pearl Street, Brookline 
Avenue and River Road was let out and paid for by 
the Authority. This contract represented another 
installment of major public works construction in 
the Marsh Project area paid for by the Authority 
with Project funds. Other major public improve- 
ments in the Project area have included construc- 
tion of a new interceptor storm drain and sanitary 
sewers, water lines, street lighting and construc- 
tion of the new Pearl Street. 


Efforts to relocate Brookline Ice and Coal from 46 
Pearl Street moved ahead in 1978. Plans for a new 
building were submitted to the Building Depart- 
ment at the end of November. The required Board 
of Appeals and Conservation Commission hear- 
ings are scheduled for early 1979, and the new 
facility is expected to be completed before the end 
of the year. 
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A major effort to secure federal monies for the re- 
development of the so-called B-2 Parcel in the 
Marsh Project resulted in a disappointment when 
HUD declared the B-2 Parcel ineligible under the 
“Urgent Needs’’ funding program. However, at 
HUD’s urging, the town and the Authority cooper- 
ated in seeking other Federal funds under the 
Urban Development Action Grant (UDAG) pro- 
gram. 


Prior to the submission of the application for 
UDAG funds, the Authority and the town con- 
ducted a public competition for potential develop- 
ers of the B-2 site. Based on design excellence 
and the fiscal impact of the proposal, a local group 
called Village Place Associates was selected jointly 
by the Selectmen and Authority. The development 
for the site would include an inn, medical offices, 
retail stores, parking, the relocation of the town’s 
Water Division building, and a new facility for the 
Water Division. The $2.94 million in UDAG funds 
would be used for acquisition, relocation of exist- 
ing businesses, and site clearance. In order to 
expedite the development time schedule and to 
permit earlier investment of private money, the Au- 
thority issued a contract for real estate appraisals 
of the properties remaining to be acquired. HUD’s 
evaluation of the proposal was favorable and the 
application was held-over to permit working out 
the details of the private and public investment 
plan so that the application would be in a better 
competitive position. 


Responding to requests by Brookline Village mer- 
chants for help in solving problems which this 
business community had, the Authority hired 


Sasaki Associates of Watertown to do a market 
study to determine the potential for economic re- 
vitalization. The study process included personal 
interviews of merchants, analysis of completed 
questionnaires, a commercial space inventory, and 
public meetings of area residents, merchants, 
property owners, banking representatives, and 
town representatives. Volunteer Citizen Work 
Groups were formed in order to solicit opinions 
about existing problems and suggestions for 
necessary and desirable improvements. 


A major product of the workshops was a citizen 
petition Article prepared for submission to the 
1979 Annual Town Meeting. This Article petitioned 
Town Meeting to designate the Brookline Village 
commercial area as a Revitalization District so that 
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the Village businessmen would be eligible for Fed- 
eral and State financial aid. The article provided 
for full citizen participation, with the Authority as 
the town’s agent, in the formulation of a com- 
prehensive plan for the revitalization of the Village 
commercial area. Any such plan, for the benefit of 
both merchants and the town, would be im- 
plemented upon approval of a future Town Meet- 
ing. 

The Redevelopment Authority would like to take 
this opportunity to thank the many citizens who 
participated in what was a new, exciting, and pro- 
ductive process in the study of the Brookline Vil- 
lage Commercial Area and in the preparation of 
the Report to be issued early in 1979.

Social Services 


The Brookline Housing Authority continues to 
work closely with agencies of the town of Brook- 
line in an effort to acquaint its tenants with educa- 


tional, health and social services available to them. © 


The CETA funded Community Service Program 
provided counselling and recreational programs 
for young families, children and youth of the 
developments. 


Multi-Service Senior Centers 


Multi-Service Senior Centers located at Sussman 
House, O’Shea House and the Theresa J. Morse 
Apartments serve senior citizen tenants of the Au- 
thority as well as other elderly citizens of the 
town. Services such as home makers, counselling, 
personal service, group programs, transportation 
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cultural and recreational activities are available. 
Quarters and utilities are made available by the 
Brookline Housing Authority at no charge. Com- 
parable rental space elsewhere in the town would 
add approximately $48,000 in total annual rent to 
the Council on Aging budget. The Council on 
Aging and its Multi-Service Senior Centers ad- 
minister the hot lunch programs at O’Shea House, 
Sussman House and the Theresa Morse Apart- 
ments for senior citizens of the town. Many ten- 
ants and other senior citizens in the locality are 
served a nourishing and appetizing hot meal at 
minimal cost through this valuable program. 


Cooperative Programs 


Tenants assisted under the Federal Leasing, Sec- 
tion 8 and State Rental Assistance Programs are 
made aware of all services available to citizens of 
the town. 


In cooperation with the Town Clerk, space is made 
available to the town as polling places and regis- 
tration of voters at no charge for the use of the 
facilities. 


The summer employment program for youths of 
the developments and the community continues 
and the Authority cooperates with the town in the 
supervision of youths working under CETA at 
Housing Authority sites. 


The Authority is most appreciative of the many 
services rendered to its tenants by town agencies 
and both the Authority and its tenants are most 
fortunate to have such services available to them. 


As an Eagle Scout Project of services to the el- 
derly, Brian Johnson of Troop 6, Boy Scouts of 
America, distributed enlarged telephone dials to 
the residents of all elderly developments. 


Management-Tenant Relationships 


The Authority and its Tenant Council, along with 
the Tenant Associations of each development 
work together to improve tenant-management re- 
lationships. Tenant Council representatives meet 
with the members of the Authority at each monthly 
meeting on matters of mutual concern. 


Subsidies, Modernization, New Programs 


The Authority’s fiscal agent received $120,040 
from the Commonwealth for its 200-C develop- 
ments as subsidy to meet the cost of debt service. 
The State Department of Community Affairs has 
assumed the full debt service obligation for Brook- 
line’s 667-1 development. 


137 units of State Rental Assistance (Chapter 707) 
are allocated with an Annual Contribution in the 
amount of $170,527. 


The Federal low rent housing and housing for the 
elderly at Walnut Apartments, Sussman House, 
O’Shea House and the Theresa Morse Apartments 
received a total Annual Contribution of $394,556 


and an operating subsidy of $257,606. $115,610 
was received as Annual Contribution for the 100 
units of Federal Leased Program, (Section 23) with 
an Operating Subsidy of $31,570. All units in all 
developments are occupied. 


The Section 8, Housing Assistance Payments Pro- 
gram, has 100 units under effective lease. The total 
Annual Contribution of $283,236 has been ap- 
proved for this program. The Brookline Housing 
Authority has requested under the Housing Assis- 
tance Plan (H.A.P.) for July 1979-June 1980, rental 
housing units under Section 8: 100 units existing 
and 50 units recently completed. 


The Authority is presently working on the de- 
velopment of the 39 units of elderly and handi- 
capped housing allocated by HUD. HUD has also 
authorized the development of 60 additional units 
of family housing. These projects are in the pre- 
liminary planning stage of development. 


The Authority paid to the town of Brookline as 
PILOT (payment in lieu of taxes) $13,815 for its 
Federal Programs and $10,476 for its State Pro- 
grams, during 1978. 


The Modernization Programs continue for the 
benefit, health and safety of tenants which in- 
cluded plumbing, heating and electrical renova- 
tions at the High and Egmont Street Veterans’ and 
the Colonel Floyd Apartments; installation of heat- 
ing controls at the Walnut Apartments and 
Sussman House. Smoke detector installation, heat- 
ing system renovations and installation of security 
railings will be completed in the near future at the 
Colonel Floyd Apartments. Paving and resurfacing 
of parking lots and walkways at the High Street 
Veterans’ development has been completed. Re- 
placement windows, plumbing renovations and in- 
stallation of security screens at the Walnut Apart- 
ments and landscaping at the High Street Veter- 
ans’ were accomplished by utilizing, in part, funds 
available under the Community Development 
Block Grant Program of the town of Brookline. 


Building Commission 


During the year the Building Commission met with 
town departments, boards, and commissions — 
the using agencies — contractors, consultants, 
and concerned citizens in the administration of the 
town’s Building Program. The Commission takes 
this opportunity to express its appreciation to the 
aforementioned for their input, cooperation, and 
Support so necessary for the successful comple- 
tion of the projects. 
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The reconstruction of the James J. Lynch Recrea- 
tion Center was completed in July and has been 
used extensively by the Recreation Department 
since completion. The close out of this project is 
anticipated for early 1979. 


The Pierce School water related problems correc- 
tional work was completed and the final payment 
made to the Contractor. The Devotion School 


Alterations and Additions was also finally closed 
out. 


The 1978 Annual Town Meeting accepted the 
feasibility studies for Harry Downes Field/Cypress 
Playground and for the Driscoll School modifica- 
tions and voted funds for the preparation of con- 
tract documents for these projects. 


A Committee of Seven was formed, in accordance 
with Article XV-A of the Town Bylaws, and 
Selectmen Robert M. Stein appointed Chairman. 
Building Commission members Christopher Hus- 
sey, John Doherty, and Stanley Shuman rep- 
resented the Commission on this Committee to 
select an architectural consultant for the Harry 
Downes Field/Cypress Playground Projects. John 
J. Crowe Associates was selected after a most 


thorough review and personal interview of six of 
the fifteen firms submitting proposals. 


The Consultants have diligently pursued their for- 
midable task of compromising the special interests 
and completing contract documents so that bids 
may be received in early April. 


The Driscoll School project did not proceed, not- 
withstanding Town Meeting’s action, because a 
referendum on September 26, defeated the prop- 
osal. 


The Building Commission expresses its gratitude 


to William Landau who resigned December 31, 


1978 after seven years of outstanding service, two 
of which he was Chairman of the Commission. 


Board of Appeals 


The Board of Appeals held 84 hearings during 
calendar year 1978, a slight increase over the pre- 
vious year. 


Ruth D. Dorfman was appointed as an Associate 
Member of the Board for a three-year term replac- 
ing Clifford D. Stewart who resigned. 
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At a Special Town Meeting in November, 1978, 
Town Meeting voted to have the Board hold its 
hearings beginning at 7:00 P.M. rather than the 
traditional Thursday 9:00 A.M. sessions. Upon ap- 
proval of this amendment by the Attorney General 
the Board immediately implemented the 7:00 P.M. 
scheduling of hearings. 


HUMAN RESOURCES 


During the calendar year 1978, the resourcefulness 
and dedication of the Health Department profes- 
| sional and support personnel were severely tested 
/as the Department struggled, in the face of de- 
| creasing budget resources, to maintain the levels 
of services demanded by Brookline residents. The 
actual dollars allocated for public health services 
‘in 1978 equalled the actual dollars available in 
1975. To meet the effects of an inflationary 
economy and of salary increases, the number of 
/ personnel and other resources available for health 
-services have been reduced significantly during 
| the previous five years. 


Yet, as this annual report shows, the Health De- 
partment continues to respond to the public health 
/needs of Brookline residents. The Health Depart- 
/ment continues to play an important role in the 
areas of environmental health, child health, and 
community health. 


| Special note should be made of the vital support 
/provided during the year by all the citizen- 
members of the Advisory Council of Public Health, 
chaired by Dr. Stephen Shoenbaum. None of the 
results reported here could have happened with- 
out the hard work and loyalty of the Health De- 
partment employees, who serve in the interest of 
all Brookline citizens. 


Environmental Health 


Professional personnel in the environmental 
health services division of the Brookline Health 
Department continue to protect the health and 
safety of town residents, primarily through pro- 
grams of housing code enforcement and food 
‘sanitation surveillance. In a move to maintain the 
effectiveness and productivity of the environmen- 
tal health services personnel, staffing assignments 
were shifted in 1978 from a system which assigned 
personnel to specialty areas to a new system in 
which the town is divided into three geographical 
districts. For each district, a ‘‘team’”’ of two 
Sanitarians/Inspectors is responsible for all the 
housing and food sanitation, plus vector control 
and solid waste inspection activities within that 
district. In addition, a seventh Sanitarian functions 
as the town’s Health and Safety Officer, responsi- 
ble for, among other things, lodging house and 
day care center inspections. 


Health Department 


Food Sanitation 


In 1978, the Health Department maintained surveil- 
lance over 218 food vending establishments: 


102 restaurants and caterers, 
91 retail food stores 
16 schools, and 
9 other sites. 


During 1978, a total of 3,619 inspections were 
made in order to closely monitor all of these food 
establishments for their adherence to sanitary 
codes. During the year, there were no cases of 
food poisoning or food-borne illnesses confirmed, 
although 12 alleged cases were _  investi- 
gated. In addition, the Health Department staff 
conducted 14 inspections because of possible 
food contamination due to fire or other causes. 


Housing 


in 1978, a total of 4,566 initial inspections and 
reinspections were made of dwelling units (includ- 
ing 67 lodging houses). The Health Department 
made 119 court appearances on behalf of tenants 
and issued over 300 Order Letters. !n 1978, 37 
dwelling units in Brookline were tested for the 
presence of dangerous levels of lead paint, result- 
ing in 16 positive tests. 


As in previous years, the Health Department, in 
cooperation with the Rent Control Board, operated 
a joint General Adjustment of Rents/Housing Code 
Enforcement Program. Through this program, all 
tenants in rent-controlled units were informed that 
the General Adjustment of Rents might be delayed 
if the Health Department certifies that a serious 
housing code violation exists. As a result of this 
program, 44 dwelling units received a rent adjust- 
ment delay. 


Other 
In other environmental health services areas: 


Field crews from the East Middlesex Mosquito 
Control District cleaned and drained over 960 feet 
of streams, ditches and other possible mosquito 
breeding sites. 


Four complaints of adult mosquito infestations 
were received, resulting in very selective spraying. 


All catch basins were sprayed three times. 


180 complaints regarding rodents and insects 
were investigated. 


1540 solid waste complaints were answered. 


20 permits were issued to private rubbish collec- 
tors. 


579 dogs were vaccinated at the Health Depart- 
ment’s Annual Rabies Immunization Clinic. 


59 dog bites were reported. 
53 general sanitation complaints were answered. 


10 complaints involving water supply, sewage or 
storm drainage were investigated. 


The Health Department performed 234 swimming 
pool inspections. 


In the area of Weights and Measures, the two 
Health Department Deputy Sealers of Weights and 
Measures inspected 1031 scales and meters, and 
tested 5746 prepackaged food items for accuracy. 


Child Health Services 


The Health Department continues its policy of set- 
ting as a high priority the promotion of services for 
all Brookline children. A preventive, educational, 
and health maintenance approach to health serv- 
ices for children is beneficial to the total commu- 
nity and is a cost-effective means of delivering 
public health services. Moreover, by reaching out 
to children, the Health Department also serves 
parents and families in all neighborhoods. 


Pre-School Health Services 


A Child Care Clinic, Newborn Home Visiting Pro- 
gram, Lead Screening Program, Parents’ Work-

activities. The Child Care Clinic is conducted by a 
pediatrician and a pediatric nurse practitioner, 


who is a registered nurse specializing in the care | 
of the child. In 1978, 104 infants from 88 low- and 


moderate-income families made 452 visits to the 
clinic. As part of this clinic, the Health Depart- 


ment’s Nutritionist conducted over 110 counseling | 


sessions. 


Through the Newborn Home Visiting Program, the 


pediatric nurse practitioner contacts, by letter of 


telephone, parents of each newborn in the town. 


In 1978, of the 365 infants born to Brookline resi- 
dents, the pediatric nurse made 228 home visits. - 


As a result of her visits, 21 families were revisited 
because of special needs, 19 families were re- 


ferred to the Child Care Clinic, and 20 referrals — 
were made to other agencies. The Parents’ Work 
shops, which over the years have been enthusias- | 


tically applauded by young Brookline parents, pro-- 


i 


vide a six-week health education course. The one 
workshop held in 1978 was attended by 18. 


families. 


The Brookline CARS Project, which has received | 
statewide recognition, continued in 1978 after its 


initial start with outside funds provided by the 


Medical Foundation of Boston. By using grant and. 
revolving funds, the CARS Project sold 73 car 
seats to parents who perhaps would not have 


otherwise purchased a car seat. Parents also 


participated in an educational session which 


stressed the importance of automobile safety. The 
need for this program has been underscored re- 
peatedly and, most recently, a bill has been filed in 


the Massachusetts legislature to mandate the use 


of car seats for infants under the age of four. 
Brookline can take pride in the fact that the Health 
Department, at no direct cost to the taxpayers, has 
been in the forefront of this important life-saving, 
child health effort. 

In 1978, 301 children under the age of 6 years were 
tested by the Health Department for blood lead 
levels; fortunately no positive cases were con- 
firmed. 


School Health Services 


In addition to its on-going support of health serv- 
ices in the Brookline Public Schools, which are 
funded mostly through the School Department, the 
Health Department and the Brookline Visiting 
Nurse Services provide school medical and nurs- 
ing services to the pupils at St. Mary’s School (634 
pupils), Maimonides School (375 pupils), the New 
England Hebrew Academy (153 pupils) and the 
New Perspective School (42 pupils). Among all 
public and non-public school pupils, the Health 
Department achieved 100% compliance with state 
immunization requirements, due in large part to 
the efforts of the School Physician and the school 
nurses. 


Day Care 


Approximately 824 children attend the 21 licensed 
day care centers in Brookline. The Health Depart- 
ment’s Health and Safety Officer, Public Health 
Nurse, and Early Childhood Education Consultant 
conducted over 144 inspections of these day care 
centers to insure compliance with health and 
safety standards. Through a special program 
which relies mostly on volunteers, 384 day care 
children received a vision screening test. Of these 
children tested, 42 were referred for further diag- 
nostic testing by a physician. The day care centers 
also serve as sites for dental health screenings and 
education, nutrition counseling, and lead testing. 


Dental Health Services 


The Health Department’s Dental Health Services, 
operated in conjunction with the Boston University 
School of Graduate Dentistry, respond to the 
needs of all Brookline residents, especially 
school-age children and children from low- and 
moderate-income families. In 1978, the Dental 
Health Services screened 3189 school children in 
its annual school dental inspection and education 
program. As a result, 232 pupils were referred for 
treatment. All the pupils screened received dental 
health counseling. Other preventive and educa- 
tional aspects of the dental health program in- 
cluded: a mouthguard program which provided 28 
custom guards to Brookline children engaging in 
contact sports; a 10-week (20 session) dental 
Careers course for high school students; and a 
series of dental health courses for personnel in- 
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volved in the treatment and care of special needs 
persons. The dental health staff participated in the 
parenting and child health workshop and provided 
individual dental counseling for residents with 
special dental problems. 


The Dental Clinic, which serves low-income chil- 
dren, had 615 patients enrolled who, during 1978, 
accounted for 3132 visits. 


In 1978, several studies concerning the Dental 
Clinic were completed. In one study, 36 neighbor- 
ing towns were surveyed in order to know what 
type of dental services are provided by these 
towns. Of the 36 towns, 19 provide some type of 
clinical dental services. Ten of these 19 towns pro- 
vide services free of charge; 7 at a nominal fee, 
and 2 on a sliding-fee scale basis. 


A sample study of the Dental Clinic population 
showed that the average family income of the chil- 
dren enrolled in the Clinic is approximately $8,500; 
and that 85% of the children enrolled in the clinic 
are from families with incomes less than $10,000 
per year. From these and other studies and from 
what is known of the Dental Clinic population, the 
Clinic is in fact serving its target population, that 
is, children from low- and moderate-income 
families. 


Community Health Programs 


This major grouping of the town’s public health 
activities is designed to protect and improve the 
physical, mental and social well-being of residents 
through programs of prevention, health education, 
early detection of diseases, and health mainte- 
nance; and to prevent and reduce the incidence 
and consequences of a variety of communicable 
and addictive diseases. 


Adult Health 


In 1978, Adult Health Services concentrated on 
Health Counseling and Blood Pressure Clinics for 
the elderly; on the new Hypertension Control Proj- 
ect funded in part by a grant from the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Health; and on com- 
munity nutrition education, also partly funded by 
an outside funding source. In 1978, 1063 senior 
citizens were seen at the Health Counseling 
Clinics held throughout the town; and 1652 pa- 
tients were seen in the various Blood Pressure 
Clinics. An additional 127 senior citizens were 
seen in their homes by the Department’s public 
health nurses, on contract through the Brookline 
Visiting Nurse Service. For the first time in recent 
history, the Health Department had to curtail other 
adult health programs partly because of a lack of 
resources. Among these programs were the 
Glaucoma Screening Clinic, Oral Health Screening 
Clinic, Hearing Screening Program and Women’s 
Cancer Detection Programs. 


The state-funded Hypertension Control Project 
consists of the lay monitor program and the 
sodium awareness program. It is the intent of the 
lay monitor program to train residents on how to 
monitor their own or family members’ blood pres- 
sure and on how to provide the necessary support 
to an individual who must control his/her blood 
pressure. The initial program was pilot-tested 
among teachers at the Brookline High School, 
where six teachers became proficient in the taking 
of blood pressure and in providing support and 
advice to colleagues who might be hypertensive. 


The sodium awareness program, which received 
wide media coverage, is an effort to educate the 
community on the relationship between sodium 
(salt) consumption and the prevention and control 
of high blood pressure. The key to this program is 
the increased availability of low-sodium food items 
in Brookline restaurants, supermarkets, and 
school cafeterias. In 1978, five Brookline restaur- 
ants agreed to participate in the program by pro- 
viding on-site educational material and, most im- 
portantly, by providing menu items that contained 
no salt. 


Other community nutrition activities provided dur- 
ing the year were: 185 counseling sessions for 
parents of pre-schoolers, 56 counseling sessions 
for Blood Pressure Clinic patients, 30 individual 
telephone consultations, two training sessions for 
day care center staffs, four health education ses- 
sions for senior citizen groups, and seven diet 
counseling sessions. In addition, the Nutritionist 
provided 15 in-service training sessions for the 
staff of the Brookline Visiting Nurse Service, wrote 
seven articles for the Brookline Chronicle, de- 
veloped four special consumer education displays, 
made one television appearance, and gave two 
talks to civic groups. 


Health Education 


Health education and health promotion are perva- 
sive elements in the overall philosophy and en- 
deavors of the Health Department. Most of the 
programs described in this report have built into 
them informational and instructional activities. The 
purpose of these activities is to inculcate and en- 
courage preventive and health maintenance at- 
titudes and practices among Brookline residents. 


Each contact between a Health Department 
employee and a Brookline resident, such as the 
6,000 telephone contacts made at the Health De- 
partment Information Desk, represents an oppor- 
tunity for health education and health promotion. 
All Health Department personnel are aware of their 
role and responsibility as purveyors of health in- 
formation and are knowledgeable about the vari- 
Ous services and programs of the Department. As 
such, and in conjunction with many other town 
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agencies, a health communications network exists 
in the town serving as a vital source for referral, 
consultation, information and outreach. For 
example, it is not unusual for a housing code in- 
spector to refer an elderly patient to a health 
counseling clinic or for the pediatric nurse prac- 
titioner to refer a housing problem to Environmen- 
tal Health Services. 


Because of the very nature of the health education 
and health promotion network that does exist, it is 
difficult to measure specific program activities and 
results. However, some of the specific programs 
that relate to health education are: Cardio- 
Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR) Training, Parents’ 
Workshops, Flu and Pneumonia Immunization 
Clinics, distribution of the “‘Citizen’s Guide to 
Brookline Public Health Services,’ CARS Project, 
Hypertension Project, Substance Abuse Program, 
and the Nutrition Program. It must also be em- 
phasized that health education activities include 
the absolutely essential job of coordinating and 
evaluating all other community and child health 
services. 


The Brookline Tuberculosis and Health Society 
donated to the Health Department three CPR train- 
ing devices, valued at over $1,000. 


Communicable Diseases 


In 1978, the Brookline Health Department im- 
munized 1880 residents against three prevalent in- 
fluenza viruses. And through a special program 
organized in cooperation with the Affiliated Hospi- 
tals Center, which provided essential funding, the 
Health Department protected 650 residents with 
the new pneumonia vaccine. Both of these im- 
munization programs would not have been possi- 
ble without the services of dedicated volunteers 
who provided over 200 hours of free service to the 
community. Also, 256 tuberculosis tests were con- 
ducted, of which 10 resulted in referrals for further 
testing and diagnosis. In addition, 388 X-rays were 
taken, and approximately 300 communicable dis- 
ease reports were processed by the public health 
nurses of the Brookline Visiting Nurse Service. 


In late September, the Health Department was 
notified of an outbreak of a communicable disease 
(which later proved to be a viral gastroenteritis) 
among students at a private school located in 
Brookline. Within hours of the initial call, the 
Health Department began _ interviewing 
foodhandlers, inspecting kitchen facilities, assist- 
ing the school’s infirmary staff, interviewing af- 
fected students, and organizing a team of Health 
Department physicians, nurses, sanitarians, and 
State epidemiologists. Eventually, thirty percent of 
the residential students were affected before this 
outbreak became self-limiting. No cause for this 
outbreak was ever determined. 


The Health Department serves as the only local 
source for the Town's private physicians of state- 
supplied vaccines and other biologicals. Approxi- 
mately 50 Brookline physicians and their patients 
benefit directly from this activity. During the year, 
the Health Department distributed to these physi- 
cians approximately 10,500 doses of vaccines 
which protect children and adults against measles, 
mumps, rubella, polio, diphtheria, tetanus, pertus- 
sis, and other communicable diseases. In addition, 
the Health Department supplied 200 throat culture 
kits and 400 tuberculosis tests. The Health De- 
partment, through its own Child Care Clinic and 
through immunization clinics at both public and 
private schools, innoculated Brookline children 
with over 2700 doses of these same vaccines. 


Substance Abuse 


The Brookline Health Department’s Alcohol and 
Drug Treatment Liaison Program deals with the 
growing problems of alcohol abuse throughout 
the town, both among adults and teenagers. The 
Brookline program consists of three major parts: 
(1) treatment coordination; (2) community educa- 
tion and information; and (3) co-alcoholic popula- 
tion support activities. In 1978, some of the pro- 
gram highlights were as follows: 


30 alcohol and drug workshops were conducted 
for elementary and high school students. 


12 community adult workshops were conducted 
and attended by over 400 residents. 


50 ‘“‘Aspects of Alcoholism” articles were written 
by the staff and published in the Brookline 
Chronicle Citizen. 


Over 800 telephone calls were received from 
residents seeking information and advice on al- 
cohol and alcohol-related problems. 


135 Brookline residents were seen as a first step 
in the development of an individualized alcohol 
treatment plan. 


This annual report describes only a portion of 
all the work done by the personnel of the 
Health Department. Only specific outcomes 
of clearly identifiable health program ac- 
tivities are reported. However, each day 


Health Department personnel are involved in 
a wide range of human service activities, 
whose only purpose is to protect and pro- 
mote the health and well-being of Brookline 
residents. 


Human Relations — Youth Resources Commission 


C. Stephen Bressler 


1978 was a year of challenge for the Human 
Relations-Youth Resources Commission. 


As in 1977, the reins of the department once again 
changed hands as Acting Director Bonnie S. Hal- 
pern resigned in order to pursue an MBA at Co- 
lumbia University. Ms. Halpern was replaced by C. 
Stephen Bressler, the Assistant Director for 
Human Relations and town’s Affirmative Action Of- 
ficer. A further staff change occurred when 
Michelle Seltzer was made Acting Assistant Direc- 
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tor. Other persons on this staff included the Jobs 
for Youth Coordinator and two secretaries. This 
year the staff was complemented by an informa- 
tion and referral specialist funded through CETA, 
and in addition, the regular staff was supple- 
mented by summer youth worker interns and 
youth supervisors. The Department also served as 
the site for CETA intake in Brookline. 


1978 was also a year which saw several veteran 
commission members leave in order to become 
active in other facets of public life or to pursue 
private interests. 


In mid-October, C. Stephen Bressler was named 
Director of Human Relations — Youth Resources. 
Michelle Seltzer was appointed as Assistant Direc- 
tor. 


Human Relations/Affirmative Action 


Much of 1978 was spent in compiling affirmative 
action data and in revising the town’s Affirmative 
Action Program in line with new federal and state 
guidelines. The Commission continued to imple- 
ment the town’s affirmative action program for 
employment, minority vendors, and contractors. 
Goals for the hiring of minorities and women by 


the town were established by the Board of 
Selectmen upon recommendation of the Commis- 
sion staff. 


Considerable time and energy was devoted to 
working with other town departments and agen- 
cies receiving HUD Community Development 
Block Grant Funds to assist them in meeting the 
special affirmative action requirements of that 
program. Agency staff also participated on the 
Central Village Rehabilitation Program's Citizen's 
Advisory Committee. 


As in past years, the staff continued to investigate 
complaints of discrimination in employment and in 
housing. Complaints which were impossible to 
conciliate were referred to appropriate federal and 
state agencies. 


As in past years, the Commission staff continued 
to investigate complaints of discrimination in 
employment and in housing. Complaints which 
were impossible to conciliate were referred to 
appropriate federal and state agencies. 


During the year staff participated on the Brookline 
Public Schools Human Relations Advisory Com- 
mittee, served as Vice-Chairperson of the Boston 
Area Advisory Council to the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination, served on the 
Catholic-Jewish Committee of the Archdiocesan 
Ecumenical Commission and on the Civil Rights 
Committee of the Jewish Community Council of 
Metropolitan Boston. 


The Commission staff's expertise was put to test 
several times during 1978 when it assisted persons 
involved in inter-racial and inter-religious conflicts. 


During the latter part of the year, the staff was 
called upon as an information and referral agency 
to assist individuals affected by condominium 
conversion. 


1978 saw the Commission continue its examina- 
tion of social developments in the town. Of special 
concern was the plight of the handicapped in 
Brookline. Commission staff conducted several 
meetings with advocates for the handicapped and 
participated in a meeting of the Brookline Group 
for Handicapped. Staff also served on the Special 
Education Advisory Committee. 


The HR-YRC, together with the Brookline District 
Court, sponsored a conference on Domestic 
Abuse attended by 150 persons. Held at the Court 
House, the speakers featured town officials as well 
as prominent members of the state’s criminal jus- 
tice system. 


Legislatively, the Commission urged support of 
U.S. Senate bill S517 which would apply the use of 
‘‘flextime’’ to persons in the U.S. Civil Service sys- 
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tem who had to miss regularly scheduled working 
hours due to religious observance. 


Youth Affairs 


The Jobs for Youth Program continued to be a 
major concern and priority in the response to high 
demand for employment. In addition to offering a 
means for earning income, the Commission be- 
lieves jobs provide youth with a valuable work and 
training experience, teach them responsibility, and 
afford youth from the various sectors of the com- 
munity the opportunity to know one another better 
by working together. In some cases, jobs contrib- 
ute to delinquency prevention by channeling 
young energies in a constructive way. 


The Commission is involved in both private sector 
placement of youth aged 14-22 and in obtaining 
subsidized positions through public service pro- 
grams either designed by or made available to the 
agency. During the school year, most available 
positions are recruited from the private sector — 
hospitals, nursing homes, offices, stores, restau- 
rants, movie theatres, factories, warehouses, etc. 
An odd-jobs program including babysitting, 
household chores, snow removal, gardening, yard 
work, and errand running is especially designed 
for 14 and 15 year olds, since few private busi- 
nesses will hire youths under 16 years of age. Pri- 
vate sector placements are also important during 
the summer. 


The federal government’s Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA) continued to 
expand the role of this agency in coordinating and 
administering the federal Manpower Programs of- 
fering a variety of training and employment pro- 
grams for both youth and adults. The agency ac- 
tively participated in the planning programs for the 
Newton Subgrantee Area by participating on the 
Area Manpower Planning Board, serving as Chair- 
person of the Youth Activities Council and as a 
member of the Title VI Special Projects Commit- 
tee; made referrals to the central CETA office in 
Waltham; arranged job and training positions in 
Brookline; counseled applicants when necessary 
and handled the administrative work of the Brook- 
line programs. Approximately 20 after-school pub- 
lic service positions in town departments and pri- 
vate non-profit agencies were available in 1978 for 
high school youths 14-22 years old through the 
CETA Youth Work Experience summer and in- 
school programs. Eligibility for this federally- 
subsidized program is determined by family in- 
come. This year, the CETA program was hampered 
by a hiring freeze of several months duration. It is 
likely that future CETA funding of youth employ- 
ment will be affected by legislative cutbacks. 


Public Sector programs were continued through 
allocation of Community Development Central Vil- 
lage Program funds. During the summer, 120 
youths (10 of whom served as Supervisors), were 
placed in public and private non-profit depart- 
ments and agencies. Emphasis was made on 
community development projects in job sites lo- 
cated in the Central Village. Through CD, 45 
youths were placed in after-school positions, sev- 
eral of whom were involved in a joint project with 
Brookline High School which combines job 
placement with skills acquired in the Industrial 
Arts program. Criteria for participation in the CD 
programs are: residence in the area designated as 
Central Village, being between the ages of 14 and 
22, and compliance with lower-middle income 
guidelines established by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


The Mini-Public Service Program, supported by 
the Town of Brookline, provided another source 
for summer employment in the public and private 
non-profit agencies. One hundred school-aged 
youths from every precinct in Brookline were 
placed. 


All three government subsidized programs not 
only benefited the participants, but also increased 
the level of services which the town departments 
could provide. The agency received letters from all 
department heads involved expressing apprecia- 
tion for the program and acknowledging the out- 
standing work of the youths.

The Brookline Multi-Service Senior Centers, spon- 
sored by the Brookline Council on Aging, offer 
co-ordinated, comprehensive services to the 
town’s elderly residents. Members of the Council 
on Aging, who are appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen, are by statute the heads of six town 
departments and eleven concerned citizens. There 
are five neighborhood-based Multi-Service Senior 
Centers: at the Pierce and Devotion Schools and 
three sites in town public housing for the elderly 
where office and community space is provided by 
the Brookline Housing Authority. All five are open 
full-time to all older Brookline residents. 


Another major area of priority and emphasis con- 
tinued to be the Parks, Playgrounds, and Streets 
Program utilizing the detached worker concept to 
prevent problems and to respond to neighborhood 
complaints, which, for the most part, concerned 
excessive noise, debris and vandalism. Six youth 
worker interns were assigned to Dean, Eliot, Clark, 
Robinson, Corey, Driscoll and Griggs Parks/ 
Playgrounds. The agency cooperated with and had 
the full support of the Recreation Department, 
Police Department, the courts and the neighbor- 
hood associations. As a result of the close cooper- 
ation of the police and the relationships between 
the interns and the youths, the high level of noise 
was curbed, the areas were generally cleared of 
debris, and there was a drastic reduction in van- 
dalism. It is important to note that unlike many 
other cities and towns last summer, there were no 
serious disturbances or confrontations between 
youths and adults. 


In response to the increasing number of working 
parents in single-parent and two-parent families in 
Brookline, the Commission continued to provide a 
number of services related to child care. Informa- 
tion and referral was provided to Brookline 
families directly by telephone and through publica- 
tion of a free Guide to Child Care Services and 
special programs in the area. One thousand copies 
of the Guide were distributed in 1978. 


Requests for information and referral received in 
1978 averaged 80 calls per month. Technical assis- 
tance, consultation, and in-service training in 
health and safety were also made available to pre- 
school and after school programs in Brookline. 
Workshops for family day care providers and 
parents seeking playgroups were conducted. 


The Commission supported Massachusetts Senate 
Bill S953 which would enact sliding scale fees for 
day care. 


on Aging 
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Services to Individuals 


At the heart of Brookline’s services to the elderly is 
the Information and Referral network operated by 
the Multi-Service Centers. All five Senior Centers 
maintain information desks where older people 
with questions or problems are welcome at any 
time: an average of 400 contacts are made every 
day. If problems involve other agencies, public or 
private, appropriate referrals are made. Emergency 
Medical ID Cards and Vial-of-Life forms, which 
facilitate medical treatment in the event of illness 
or accident, are provided to residents when they 
become 60 years old. 


“Hot Lunch Nutrition Program” — at O’Shea House 


Counselors supervised by the Chief Social Worker 
at the Brookline Mental Health Center are available 
to help older people with personal and family 
problems and protective services. A retired attor- 
ney is present at each Center, part-time, to assist 
with Medicare, Medicaid and Social Security 
forms. 


Home Care and Homemaker services, which en- 
able frail or convalescent older people to continue 
to live in their own homes with help in house- 
keeping or preparing meals, are provided through 
West Suburban Elder Services, a non-profit corpo- 
ration which administers federally funded services 
to the elderly on an area-wide basis. The Brookline 
Health Department and Visiting Nurse Service 
sponsor regular health consultations at each 
Senior Center, as well as immunization and 
screening clinics and educational programs. 


Group Work 


Each of the five Senior Centers is a nutrition site, 
serving inexpensive hot lunches to seniors on 
weekdays. Musical entertainment creates a pleas- 
ant and lively atmosphere, and cultural or social 
programs are planned to precede and follow the 
meals. At the Pierce and Devotion Schools the 
lunches are subsidized by state funds and lunch- 
eon is prepared in the school kitchens. The hot 
lunches served at elderly-housing sites are feder- 
ally funded and co-sponsored with West Suburban 
Elder Services. Approximately 31 home-delivered 
meals are provided daily. 


Classes planned specifically for older people are 
provided by the School Department’s Division of 
Adult Education; the Brookline Recreation De- 
partment provides group activities. The Public Li- 
brary presents regular Senior Cinema programs. 
Support groups, such as a Retired Men’s Club and 
a discussion group on Widowhood, were or- 
ganized by the Multi-Service staff during 1978. 
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Transportation for older Brookline residents is 
provided by the Elder-bus, jointly funded by the 
town and the federal government, which operates 
weekdays on a fixed route that includes major 
shopping and medical areas. Brookline’s two taxi 
companies co-sponsor with Multi-Service the El- 
dercab, which takes frail elderly people to medical 
appointments. 


The problems that beset older people cannot be 
relegated exclusively to government. There are 
problems which call for action by retired persons 
with skills and Knowledge. In-service training is ar- 
ranged for the significant work which can be car- 
ried on by volunteers. 


During 1978 the federal Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare designated the Brookline 
Multi-Service Senior Centers as one of six such 
Senior Centers in the nation to be examined by an 
HEW assessment team to find out to what degree 
Multi-Service Senior Centers serve as community 
focal points for developing and delivering social, 
health, education nutrition and recreation services 
for older persons. In October, Congress passed 
and the President signed the Older Americans Act 
Amendments which speak of Multi-Service Senior 
Centers as focal points for all services to the 
elderly. 


During 1978 the staff of the Multi-Service Senior 
Centers participated as members of the Massa- 
chusetts Public Health Council, State Advisory 
Committee to the Department of Elder Affairs, the 
Beth Israel Hospital Home Health Care Division, 
West Suburban Advisory Council and the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Boston University Gerontol- 
ogy Center. Staff members and older volunteers 
also participated in class-work with students at 
Tufts Medical School, the Harvard School of Pub- 
lic Health, the Boston University Graduate School - 
of Nursing and the Episcopal Divinity School in 
Cambridge. The Multi-Service Senior Centers are 
grateful to the Boston University School of Nurs- 
ing which has provided, year after year, a semester 
of services by Geriatric Nurse-Practitioners.

Veterans’ Services 


“To care for him who shall have borne the battle, 
and for his widow, and his orphan.” — A. Lincoln. 


Veterans’ Services provides financial, medical 
benefits and services under Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts to the veteran and 
his dependents who are in needy circumstances. 
The benefits cover living expenses, in accordance 
with the State Budget, plus medical needs. One 
half of all funds expended for benefits are returned 
to the town by the Commonwealth. 


The basic concept of creating fiscal assistance to 
a veteran or dependent originated in 1861 while 
the devastating conflict raged between brothers in 
the Civil War. It also became a legislative way of 
honoring and paying tribute to the service men 
and women of this State. 


Since the Civil War benevolent legislators from 
time to time altered the basic law to fit the needs 
of the veteran or dependent to the present time. 


Service in the preparation of the many compli- 
cated forms of the Veterans Administration per- 
taining to pensions, compensation, hospitaliza- 
tion, schooling, income questionnaires, unusual 
family medical expenses and a multitude of others, 
all pertaining to the needs of the applicant are a 
major function of the Department. 


The benefits provided by the federal government 
- are most beneficial to the veteran and dependent. 
It has been estimated the Veterans Administration 
paid $4,331,886 to residents of Brookline in fiscal 
1977 for compensation, pensions, education, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, insurance and indemnities. 
Maximum use of the excellent State and Veterans 
Administration facilities, hospitals and out-patient 
Clinics in the area are very advantageous to the 
town. 


The Department has very good working relations 
with the local Social Security Office. Applications 
for Supplemental Security Income and Disability 
Social Security are regularly submitted for proc- 
essing. 


Memorial Day in Brookline 


Close liaison is maintained with the Comprehen- 
sive Employment Training Act (CETA) office. This 
program has been helpful in obtaining employ- 
ment. However, the positions obtained are not 
permanent. 


The Chief Marshal and his staff followed by an 
outstanding Marine Corps Color Guard lead the 
Annual Memorial Day Parade. Members of the 
Board of Selectmen and the General Court were in 
line with the Brookline High School Band. A Color 
Guard from the United States Army, Coast Guard 
and Massachusetts National Guard were present. 
The Police and Fire Departments had a fine con- 
tingent of personnel paying homage to those who 
served their country. All the Veterans’ Organiza- 
tions and their Auxiliaries participated as well as 
the Gold Star Parents, C.L. Chandler Post No. 109, 
Saint Mary Color Guard and Brookline Twirlers. 
Fitting exercises were conducted at the Soldiers 
Monument, Civil War Monument, Walnut Street 
Cemetery, Walnut Hills Cemetery and Holyhood 
Cemetery. 


It is most fitting and proper that the graves of all 
deceased veterans interred in Brookline are prop- 
erly decorated prior to Memorial Day. This long 
standing tradition is continued. 


Rent Control Board 


The Selectmen, in May, appointed the following 
members to the Rent Control Board: Estelle Katz 
and Alex Pitegoff — representatives of the tenants; 
William Figler and Robert Bernheimer — represen- 
tatives of the landlords; and George Lezberg, Her- 
bert Goodwin and Paul Tasner — representatives 
of the public interest. Paul Tasner resigned in Sep-

tember and was replaced by Brian Cassidy and 
Herbert Goodwin resigned in November and was 
replaced by David Sonenshein. Both George Lez- 
berg and Estelle Katz, who were reappointments, 
were re-elected Chairman and Vice-chairman, 
respectively. 


Although the size of the staff was reduced for FY- 
1979, the caseload increased substantially during 
calendar 1978. From January-October, the Board 
dealt with a total of 860 cases, as compared with 
585 for the same period in 1977, an increase of 
47%. There was a Significant increase in the 
number of landlords filing for rent increases based 
solely on capital improvements made to either the 
individual unit or to common areas or both. There 
was also a very sharp rise in the number of appli- 
cations filed for certificates of eviction based on 
all of the several grounds set forth in the rent con- 
trol by-law. 


Condominium conversions was the major rent 
control issue of the year. The Board, in May, voted 
to schedule a public hearing, on June 20, 1978, to 
determine the extent of the conversion process. A 
staff report, prepared for the hearing, indicated 
that about 1,100 units or 10% of the 11,000 units 
under rent control, had been converted since 1970 
with about half of them having been converted 
since January 1, 1977. The magnitude of the con- 
version process prompted the filing of several arti- 
cles to restrict, in varying degrees, the issuance of 
certificates of eviction by the Rent Control Board 
in condominium conversion situations. A Special 
Town Meeting, on July 25, 1978, voted to amend 
Article XXXVIII (the Rent Control By-law) by pro- 
hibiting the issuance of such certificates of evic- 
tion to landlords or developers filing on the basis 
of ‘just cause” under Section 9(a) (10) and further 
voted to amend Section 9(a) (8) whereby a con- 
dominium purchaser, seeking possession in good 
faith for his or her own use and occupancy or on 
behalf of certain relatives, would not be able to ob- 
tain a certificate of eviction from the Rent Control 
Board until six months from the date on which the 
Board found the facts in the purchaser’s applica- 
tion to be valid and, if the Rent Control Board 
determined such situation to be a “hardship,” the 
Board could extend the effective date for an addi- 
tional period of up to six months thus making it a 
year before the certificate would issue in such a 
“hardship” case. The Attorney General approved 
the two amendments on September 25, 1978 and 
they became effective on September 27, 1978. 
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A lawsuit against the Town and the Rent Control 
Board followed immediately challenging the valid- 
ity of the amendments. The suit was commenced 
in the Supreme Judicial Court where a Single Jus- 
tice sitting in Suffolk County denied the plaintiffs’ 
request for a preliminary injunction to enjoin the 
implementation of the amendments. 


On November 14, 1978, a Special Town Meeting 
voted to further amend Article XXXVIII by the addi- 
tion of Section 9(a) (11) which created, in effect, a 
prohibition against the issuance of certificates of 
eviction in regard to condominium conversions 
until June 15, 1979. The Attorney General ap- 
proved this so-called ‘‘moratorium’’ amendment 
on December 28, 1978 and it became effective on 
January 3, 1979. 


The Board’s other major issue during the year was 
the annual general adjustment. After notice and a 
public hearing on June 27, 1978, the Board voted a 
general adjustment of 4.1% effective December 1, 
1978. This increase in rents was based on operat- 
ing expense increases for (1) the 1978-1979 prop- 
erty tax; (2) maintenance; (3) electricity; (4) man- 
agement; and a decrease in (5) insurance. Rental 
units, which had ‘serious’ violations of Article II of 
the State Sanitary Code, as determined by the 
Brookline Health Department, in effect before De- 
cember 1, 1978, were not eligible for an increase 
until the violations were corrected. 


The mass mailing of notices of increases to both 
landlords and tenants enabled the Board to in- 
clude also in the same envelope a notice explain- 
ing the current legal status of condominium con- 
versions and whether or not certificates of eviction 
could issue on such grounds. This method was 
helpful in providing the very latest information on 
a complex issue to those most directly involved. 


And finally, the creation of the Information Serv- 
ices Department enabled the Board to transfer its 
data processing requirements from an internal 
agency function to a department established solely 
to handle those needs, hereby resulting in a cost 
savings to the Town. 


NATURAL RESOURCES & RECREATION 


Park and Recreation Commission 


PARK DIVISION 


The Park and Recreation Commission continued 
to work with the landscape architect, various 
committees and Town Meeting Members for the 
redesign and reconstruction of Harry J. Downes 
Field and Cypress Playground. Many schematic 
designs were developed and considered with 
neighborhood groups as well as the School De- 
partment. Many meetings were held and the input 
by the various groups was extremely helpful. Two 
articles were approved at the 1978 Annual Town 
Meeting for architects’ fees and for final plans and 
construction documents. Final plans have been 
approved and accepted for the renovation of Harry 
J. Downes Field; contract documents will be 
drawn up and sent out for public bidding for an 
actual cost of construction. 


Boylston Playground, 50% funded by Heritage 
Conservation and Recreation Service and 50% by 
Community Development funds, started in early 


_ spring and will be completed this coming May. 


Community Development funding was appro- 
priated for the reconstruction of Emerson Gardens 
and for architectual designs for both Emerson and 
the additions to Longwood Playground. Emerson 
Gardens’ plans were presented to the neighbor- 
hood and all interested citizens, and final contract 
documents were drawn up and advertised for pub- 
lic bid. Work is practically completed and will be 
finished early this spring. Kallstrom Anderson is 
drawing schematic plans for the expansion of 
Longwood Playground and will present them to 
the neighborhood groups shortly. Negotiations are 
in progress with Heritage, Conservation and Rec- 
reation Service for funding of this addition, but it 
is very doubtful that it will be accepted. Parkway 
Road, from Brookline Avenue to the Boston line, 
was reconstructed and roadside trees planted 
under the Community Development program. 


The contract for the resurfacing of Eliot tennis 
courts and multiple-play area and the Baker 
School tennis courts started late due to the Sum- 
mer Day Camp, and will be completed in early 
spring. 


The tennis program was well received by the resi- 
dents and an excellent program provided by the 


new Tennis Professional. The Tennis Profession- 
al’s contract for 1979 was revised and approved by 
the Park and Recreation Commission. Again, there 
was an increase in total receipts over the previous 
year. Gross receipts for the season totaled 
$22,878.14. 


The gross receipts for golf were some $11,000 less 
than last year. However, we believe it was due to 
the availability of new local public courses. Also, 
the explosion in tennis and jogging is evidently 
satisfying the needs of some of our former golfers. 


Anderson Park Skating Rink was closed for the 
1978-79 season due to the leaking problem with 
the chilling (cooler) unit and the length of time for 
any repair or replacement would put it beyond the 
skating season. An article was submitted for the 
1979 Annual Town Meeting for the replacement of 
this unit. 


The maintenance of parks, playgrounds and 
school grounds continued on an improved basis 
and was assisted greatly by the open fall season 
for the removal of all leaves from all areas for the 
first time in many years.

RECREATION DIVISION 


Among the features of 1978 was the Silver An- 
niversary celebration of the Brookline Golden Age 
Club. Sponsored by the Park and Recreation 
Commission, the club was organized in 1953 and 
has grown from a small nucleus to over 3500 
members. All local residents, age 60 or over, are 
eligible to join. The banner year of activities cul- 
minated in a huge holiday gala held in the ball- 
room of the new Radisson-Ferncroft in Danvers in 
December when over 1000 Golden Agers attended 
and enjoyed the banquet and entertainment. The 
town showed justifiable pride when Selectmen, 
Commissioners, and other officials joined in the 
celebration. The organization is primarily social 
and participants enjoy meetings, parties, cultural 
events, and excursions which highlight the tre- 
mendous success and recognition the club most 
deservedly has earned. 


With construction completed during the summer, 
the James J. Lynch Recreation Center was 
ushered into the Recreation Division at an open 
house held September 24th. Interested citizens in- 
cluding many town Officials visited and viewed the 
beautiful newly-rehabilitated facility. Now in full 
swing, the building provides activities for all age 
groups. Pre-school children have their modern, 
well-stocked and furnished Morning Play Group 
rooms on the main floor, which also contains a 
completely outfitted kitchen. Storage rooms, bath- 
rooms, and child-size cubbies complete that floor 
which also houses a day care group. On the floor 
below, afternoon activities for school-age children 
busily occupy them with ping pong, arts and 
crafts, music and games. A drop-in center for 
teenagers also teems with their programs each 
evening until 10:00 p.m. The top floor of the build- 
ing contains a dark room for photography, and is 
ideal for Golden Agers. An elevator and a rotary 
driveway provide easy accessibility. Yoga, square 
dancing, ballroom dancing, bridge lessons, and an 
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oil painting class are among the daily activities 
scheduled for senior citizens any of whom are 
welcome to participate. Competent recreation 
specialists are in charge of the classes. The lovely, 
practical room on the top floor has been rented to 
a theatre group and for neighborhood meetings. It 
is also used monthly, at no charge, by the Brook- 
line Group for Handicapped, as the rehabilitated 
building is, of course, up to code. 


September 24th was an especially busy day as 
another innovative feature was sponsored by the 
Recreation Division. Approximately 500 people of 
all ages, male and female, youngsters and oldsters 
participated in a 7 mile mini-marathon around 
Brookline. Of particular interest is the fact that al- 
most every runner finished the race. The huge 
success of the event will in all probability make it a 
yearly affair. 


Our summer day camps have always enjoyed a 
huge measure of accomplishment. In 1978, with 
the granting of CETA funds, it became possible to 
add a group of handicapped youngsters into the 
Eliot Day Camp. They enjoyed the daily fun, went 
swimming and on excursions, and became an in-

tegral part of the program. A wonderful atmos- 
phere of friendliness, kindness and compassion 
permeated the camp, and a very worthwhile sum- 
mer was fulfilling to everyone. The grant provided 
funds for extra staffing enabling the recreation 
workers to give individual attention to the 
campers. 


The Recreation Division, with the economy of the 
town always in mind, strives to provide the most 
meaningful leisure time programs at the least pos- 
sible cost to all. By raising fees slightly, such as for 
exercise classes, and specialized programs such 
as Yoga, recreation can continue to be available 


_ On January 20, the first of two major snowstorms 
| struck the area; the second major storm, known 
_as the Blizzard of ’78, on February 6. As a result of 
_ these two storms, 37 trees were lost. In addition to 
the total losses hundreds of trees were damaged 
_ due directly or indirectly to the storms. A great 
_many of the losses and damaged trees were the 
result of the snow plowing and removal operation. 
However, in most instances this seems to be un- 
_ avoidable. 


| The Forestry Department is pleased to report that 
due to a special appropriation of $2,000 requested 
_by the Tree Planting Committee, most of the tree 
_ losses were replaced in May, 1978. 


The Forestry Department crews were used almost 
| exclusively for snow work from January 20 
through March 4. Had it not been for those un- 
| usually severe storms, a great deal of work could 
have been accomplished in the rotation mainte- 
_ mance program. It should be noted that since the 
Forestry Department has no snow program, the 
man hours used for this period of time was 
charged to Tree Pruning and Maintenance. 


During 1978, a total of 267 trees were removed. 
This was more or less predicted for the calendar 
year. It can be projected now that removals, in- 
cluding not only dead and dangerous trees, but 
trees destroyed by storm damage and auto acci- 
dents will level off at 200-250 per year for the next 
several years.

Note: Of the 177 Maples and others categorized 
under 6”’ in diameter, 72 were trees destroyed by 
cars and storm related reasons. 


The rotation and tree maintenance program fell 
short of what was anticipated because of the 
storms. Assuming that 1979 is a more normal year, 
it is expected that there will be a substantial in- 
crease of output in this area. 


All trees on the following streets, or parts thereof, 
have received necessary maintenance this year:

A goal of at least 10% of all street trees has been 
set for 1979. 
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There was an increase from 1,000 to 1,300 work 
orders and calls for service this year. The increase 
can be attributed for the most part to the severity 
of the winter. All justified calls and complaints 
have been disposed of and at this time the back- 
log, for the first time in several years, is near zero. 
The Forestry Department will attempt to keep this 
status throughout the ensuing year. 


The tree planting program was again this year a 
very ambitious one. The department is not only at- 
tempting to replace all trees that are removed on a 
one to one basis, it is also continuing to close the 
backlog of replacements and in addition to plant 
areas where trees heretofore did not exist. This 
year a total of 865 trees were planted through vari- 
ous programs, and included 16 different species 
and/or varieties as follows:

The disposal problem remains the same as last 
year. An estimate of 1,000 tons of wood, brush 


chips and debris were handled. For the most part, 
the Elm and soft woods have been stockpiled at 
the Department of Public Works snow dump. Vir- 
tually all of the hardwood was given away to resi- 
dents of Brookline as it was cut down. The availa- 
bility of this wood is greatly appreciated by the 
people that have received it. 


The spray program was designed to slow the 
spread of Dutch Elm disease, insect pest control, 
and poison ivy and was conducted as follows: 


Dormant spray — all healthy Elm trees 
Delayed dormant spray — all Plane trees 
Second application of fungicide — all Plane 


trees 

Summer foliar spray — all Elm, Oak, Beech, and 
Linden 

Isolated spray on specific trees where problems 
existed 


Poison lvy control — all calls on public and pri- 
vate property 


In addition to the above we received an unusual 
number of calls for control of bees, hornets and 
wasps. 


Conservation Commission 


This year, the Commission has effected significant 
changes and has surpassed its own goals, aided 
by three grants: U.S. EPA Town-Wide Noise Study, 
U.S. Departments of Agriculture and Interior for 
the D. Blakeley Hoar nature trail; and Mass Self- 
Help Fund for purchase of Amory Woods. 


Conservation Land 


Acquisition of the Amory Woods Sanctuary, a 1.5 
acre site formerly owned by St. Dominic's Institute, 
was finalized early in the year. The Commission 
received 50% reimbursement, $20,900, from the 
State’s Self-Help Land Acquisition Program. 
Amory Woods is one of only two natural areas in 
all of North Brookline, and is a valuable wetland in 
times of flooding. Specially designed plans have 
been developed by the Commission for a barrier- 
free nature trail to meet the increased needs of 
handicapped persons. 


Hall’s Pond landscape improvements funded by 
the federal Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (funds 
totalling to $17,835) were completed in June. As 
with other open spaces, Hall’s Pond has seen a 
marked increase in use by citizens and school 
groups from Brookline and nearby communities 
for outdoor education.

Under statutory responsibilities, the Commission 


continued to monitor several on-going projects 


under jurisdiction of the Wetlands Protection Act. 
One Certificate of Compliance was issued and one 
Notice of Intent was received by the Commission. 


The town-wide Wetlands Mapping Project was un- 
dertaken during the summer. Adequate map- 
ping of all wetlands will assure that all watershed 
areas will be better protected. When completed, 
delineation of wetland areas on color aerial 
photographs will provide an exceptional planning 
tool for the Commission as well as other Town De- 


_ partments. 


The State Division of Water Pollution Control con- 
ducted a water quality analysis of all major natural 


_ water bodies for the Commission at no cost to the 


town. This data will provide an important basis for 


maintaining and improving the status of Hall’s 
_ Pond, Leverett, Lost, and Sargent Ponds. 


Environmental Education 


With the increasing complexities and problems in 


_ the environment, the Commission has responded 
| by expanding environmental awareness programs. 


_ During the summer, the Commission launched a 
_ pilot program in natural history at Hall’s Pond. The 


Junior Environmentalist Program was conducted 
by Conservation Assistant, Barbara Whiting and a 


' Mass. Aubudon associate. 


Commissioner Henry Wiggin again led bird walks 


_ during the spring and fall at Hall’s Pond, Leverett 
_ Pond and the Reservoir. This year, The Conserva- 
' tion Commission helped to organize the Friends of 
Leverett Pond, a group of dedicated citizens 
» whose major goals are to provide environmental 
» awareness and restore the historic Leverett Pond 


_ Seven crew members of the federally funded Young Adult 


Conservation Corps Project helped to enhance scenic views, 
remove hazardous limbs and build boardwalks and bridges at 
the D. Blakeley Hoar Sanctuary 


area. Conservation Director, Paul Willis, led a 
natural history walk around Leverett Pond with the 
Friends. 


The Commission staff continues to assist teachers 
in planning and leading nature walks at D. 
Blakeley Hoar and Hall’s Pond Sanctuaries. The 
“Ecol-lator’ a natural history information bulletin, 
was published regularly for elementary students to 
complement the School's Programs in environ- 
mental education. 


Due to the special efforts and abilities of Former 
Assistant Ellen L. Watson, the D. Blakeley Hoar 
Sanctuary brochure was published. This much 
needed guide offers natural history and wildlife in- 
formation for visitors and school classes and is 
available free at the Commission office. 


Charles-to-Charles Corridor Project 


Preservation of relatively undeveloped land within 
the urban greenbelt remains a top priority for the 
Commission. With increasing developmental pres- 
sures the need for this open space corridor has 
become more significant. Options such as scenic 
easements, restrictions and gifts of land to the 
town are discussed with private and institutional 
landowners. 


General Environmental Concerns 


Spring and Fall Clean-ups were again co- 
sponsored by the Conservation Commission and 
the Friends of Hall’s Pond. Spring clean-ups at 
Coolidge Corner and neighborhood areas were 
also sponsored in recognition of Earth Day. In ad- 
dition, the Commission was privileged to have a 
display on noise pollution and measurement by 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 


During the summer, seven workers from the Youth 
Resources measured noise levels throughout the 
town. As a part of the Noise Study, questionnaires 
were distributed to all Town Meeting Members. 
Analyzed data will allow the Commission to de- 
lineate areas heavily impacted by noise. The 
Commission is continuing to develop a noise con- 
trol by-law to limit harmful levels of noise in the 
community. 


Summary 


The Commission welcomes new member Anton T. 
Moehrke, a specialist in wetlands protection. This 
year, the combined efforts of volunteers and work- 
ers from the Youth Resources Program have en- 
abled the Commission to make substantial prog- 
ress. The Conservation Commission extends spe- 
cial appreciation to former Assistant Ellen Watson 
in recognition of her efforts in realizing many of 
the Commission’s goals.

Board of Assessors 


The Board of Assessors consists of three members 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The Board 
organized with Francis E. Ryan as Chairman, 
George F. McNeilly and Joseph Eckert as mem- 
bers. Robert A. Merritt was reappointed by the 
Board of Assessors as Assistant Assessor. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation to 
Aryeh R. Friedman, former Board member, for his 
many years of public service to the town and 
especially for the past ten years as an Assessor. 
Mr. Friedman’s knowledge and experience were of 
great value to the Board. 


The Assessors have made considerable progress 
over the past year toward the development of a 
model for the eventual computerization of all as- 


sessment records. The program and model are 
being designed by personnel within the depart- 
ment and assisted by the Information Services De- 
partment. We hope to fully develop the required 
models for all classes of real estate during 1979 
with full implementation, subject to Town Meeting 
funding and approval, in FY-81.

Section 1. The Town of Brookline may adopt a by-law that 

provides the following: 

1. There shall be a 5-member Board of Selectmen elected 

for three (3)~year staggered terms. 

2. The Board of Selectmen, in accordance with the General 

Laws as redistricting require, shall divide the Town 
into four (4) voting districts. Each voting district 
shall be comprised of four (4) contiguous voting 
precincts. One (1) Selectmen shall be elected from 
each of the four voting districts for a 3-year term, 
plus one (1) Selectmen at-large voted for from the 
whole Town, also for a 3-year term. For the initial 
establishment of the Board, the at-large member shall 
be elected for a full 3-year term, 2 of the district 
members shall be elected for 2-year terms, and 2 dis- 
trict members shall be elected for l-year terms. Upon 
expiration of these initial terms, then 3-year terms 
for each shall be established. The at-large Selectmen 
shall be designated Chariman of the Board.

Section 2. The by-law authorized hereunder may 
establish additional requirements concering voting 
districts and the election and qualifications of 
the Selectmen. 
Section 3. The question of approving the adoption 
of, or any revision of or amendment to a by-law, as 
authorized hereunder, shall be placed on a written 
or printed ballot, which ballot, including ballot 
labels where voting machines are used, shall be 
prepared by public authority and at public expense, 
A copy of the ballot question and summary, prepared 
in accordance with G.L.c.53, S. 18a, shall be filed 
with the Town Clerk no later than ninety (90) days 
before the Annual Municipal Election. The form of 
the question shall be substantially as follows: 
"Shall this Town approve the By-Law concerning 
the composition of the Board of Selectmen, 
summarized below?"

All of the books, contracts, finances, docu- 
ments, plans, and records, of any agency, civic 
group, voluntary association, corporation, and/ 
or any other form of organization hereinafter 
called, "entity," which receives any material

restricted by Statute and then only to the speci- 
fic extent of the restriction(s). 

All such "entities" shall file audited (certified 
C.P.A. licensed by the Commonwealth), financial 
statements at least annually with the Town Clerk 
plus copies of all of their State and Federal 

Tax returns. Such financial statements shall be 
for the fiscal year of the "entity" and in ad- 
dition for the fiscal year of the Town of Brookline, 
if the "entity" uses a different fiscal year period. 
Such statements and returns shall be filed with 

the Town Clerk within seventy-five (75) days fol- 
lowing the close of the respective fiscal year or 
reporting period. 

Upon failure by any "entity" to file such required 
information all material or financial support and/ 
or subsidies shall terminate, and the Town Clerk 
shall forthwith in writing notify the Town Com- 
troller, Treasurer, Board of Selectmen and members 
of the Town Advisory (Finance) Committee. This 
requirement may not be waived unless it is specific- 
ally and clearly in conflict with existing statutes, 
and then only to the extent provided for in such 
applicable statute. 

Reinstatement of material or financial support and/ 
or subsidy after late compliance may only be made 
after a majority vote of The Board of Selectmen and 
Two-Thirds (2/3) Vote of those present and voting 
of the Advisory (Finance) Committee, or in the al- 
ternative a majority vote at a regular annual or special 
Town Meeting. In no event except by vote of Town 
Meeting shall any support or subsidy be retroactive. 


The effect of this By-Law (Part II.), shall be 
prospective with the first financial statements 
and/or tax filings required for the period ending 
30 June 1978, except and unless specifically and 
clearly excluded by statute and then only to the 
extent of such exclusion(s). Although prior fi- 
nancial statements and filings shall not be re- 
quired to be submitted to the Town Clerk, all of 
the “entity's" books, contracts, finances, docu- 
ments, plans and records shall upon adoption of 
this By-Law become public information. 

This By-Law shall be cumulative to any and all 
State and Federal statutes, orders, regulations, 
and Town ordinances and by-laws and shall be in- 
terpreted broadly in favor of the citizens. No 
attempt by any "entity" to avoid the provisions 

of this By-Law shall be valid by any manner of 
reorganization or change in the form of its "or- 
ganization", incorporation, merger, or otherwise. 
All "entities" shall be required to keep their 
records for at least a period of Seven (7) Years, 
unless and except where specifically and clearly 
this requirement shall be contrary to existing 
statute(s). Upon adoption of this By-Law, the 
Town Clerk shall be authorized to promulgate and 
supply to the "entities" such forms as may be 
reasonable and necessary to accomplish the ends 

of this By-Law. The Town Clerk shall maintain a 
list of the officers and directors of each "entity," 
with the residential and business addresses and 
phone numbers(s) of each at all times, and such 
information shall be public. 

This By-Law is specifically not intended to apply 
to any vendor of goods or services to the Town in 
the usual and common interpretation of commercial 
transactions in the usual course of the Town's 
business where full consideration is given or paid 
for full value received.
